lopment of rosponsililo government in India as an integral 
part of the British Empire The ropnvt of the Indian Statu- 
ton Commission contains proposals of far-reaching sig- 
nificance and ciucial importance, affording tho most conve- 
nient, and indeed tho inevitable, mctliod of approach. Wo 
have farther studied the reports of tho pioMncial committees 
which weio set up in conne<'lion with tiio Indian Statiitorj' 
Commission, and ns’c have derived great assistance from the 
valuable labours of the Indian Central Committee. 
We have, in addition to these documents, had *he 
advantage of seeing tho many suggestions made by indi- 
vidual thinkers in India and the scliomc prepared by the All 
Parties Conference in 1928, commonly knowm as tho Nehrn 
report, which, though it has for various reasons ceased to 
occupy tho forefront of tlio political stage, nevertheless ro- 
mains as the most authoritative and detailed exposition of 
the views of constitutional nationalists that has yet been 
put forward. We have also paid duo regard to the opinion 
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tliat has been expressed in Bidia since the publication of th^ 
report of the Statutoiy Cominigsion, and the most recent de- 
velopments of tliis opinion -will no doubt bo placed before 
His Majesty’s Government by the delegates at the Round 
Table Conference. Finally, we have received and transmit as 
enclosures to this despatch the weighty views expressed by 
local Governments. 

The examination carried out hy ourselves and the pro- 
vincial Governments has been irriavoidably handicapped by 
the circumstances in which* it has been undertaken. The^ 
time available for reaching conclusions on matters at once 
so intricate and so important has been in itself short, and 
the attention of all Governments in India has been much 
occupied hy the abnormal conditions arising from the civil 
disobedience movement, and in our own case from the 
situation on the North-West Frontier. Nevertheless, we have 
liad the benefit of personal consultation w’ith all the Governors 
of provinces, and Lave devoted much consideration to the 
vanous problems involved. AVc have not found it possible 
to deal in tliis despatch with all matters of detail, but wo tmst 
that our ohson’ntions will bo found to cover the main points. 

POLITICAL FORCES IN INDIA. 

2. General observations. — ^The solution of the great 
issues which now confront us is to be disenss^ed at the Round 
Table Conference with a view to achieving the utmost possi- 
ble measure of agreement behveon His Majesty’s Government 
and^ the representatives of different parties and interests in 
Tndi«y It may thei cforc bo convenient, before we come to our 
detailed obsoiamtionf. if we attempt to give some account of 
tlie political forces ftc work in India, the constitutional 
demands that are most commonly put forward, and the 
strength of opinion which they rest. We recognize with 
the Statutory Commissi^ the difficulty, particularly at a time 
of rapid change like the ps^sont, .of estimating with accuracy 
these forces, and, set as are amid many conflict iuir cur- 
rents and much cln«li of olfl'.and new, of stating general con- 
cluaions, Whnt we say, fjBcrcfore, must bo read subject to 
this caution. Complete general statements 

cannot ho expocici\. olfor our observations merely as an ^ 
attempt to draw a picture which in its' broad outlines we 
believe to be accurate. ' 

S. The political classes. Tendencies making for unity of 
view. — The* Indian Statutory Commission in the able 
aiialy.sis of public opinion in India, witb which the first 
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Aolume of thoir report concluded, pointed out that political 
thought and intluenco arc, ns ib to be expected, principally 
contciilratcd m the to^\^ls It is in the larger towns that 
are to bo found those elements which gi\c direction or active 
support to the political forces of the day. They consist of the 
prolessional classes, m particular la^r>ors, jounialists and 
those connected with education , an appreciable portion of the 
tiading classes , those engaged in clerical occupations ; the 
largo number of students at the uni\ersitics and collcgce ; 
the mclanchol) army of those who having sacrificed much to 
go through the scholastic curncuhim find at the end that their 
couutrj offers them no employment and, lastly, the small but 
growing bodj of educated women who are throwing them 
fcches with enthusiasm into the new world of political affairs. 
The^'c aro perliaps the chief elements that go to make up 
wliat w e raaj call the political classes Tlicir thought is pro- 
foundly influenced and unihed bv the writings of the press 
It is no doubt a common characteristic of mankind all the 
world over that thej tend to take tlieir pohtical view" leadj- 
mado, and tint with growing e<lucation those viows aro moro 
and more moulded hr tlic pre^s This characteristic is certain- 
ly verj marked in Indn, and those who might bo di'sposed to 
stand out against popular opinion as expounded in the press 
are not infrcqucntl} deterred b> a sensitiveness to poisonal 
attack, which has not vet been blunted by long experience of 
public life Journalism in India concentrates largely on 
the peisonal side, and the press is outspoken in its denuucia 
lion and ridicule of those who venture to express opinions 
in conflict with tho»c gtncinll> accepted Tiioie arc 
other impoitant factors winch make for a ju vailing 
unity of MOW on certain broad issues The t ict that the 
dominant power in India is iii the liands of a ioicigu race 
cannot fail to offer to those vvlio attack existing conditions 
the opportunitv of a racial appeal Again, u comm in desire 
for changes in the form ot the Government acts as an induce- 
ment to preserve a united front, and to keep in the back- 
ground such differences as exist Finallv, caste and family 
altachmcnts are of peculiar strength, and the close intimacy 
ol ‘'Ocial relations promotes a common outlook

public aftairs, the feeling tliat improvement of trade 
and industry is to be sought through political channels

gripped the business community is to be found in the attitude 
of the commercial classes in Borabav during the present civil 
disobedience movement Alter all allowance is made for the 
religious and emotional appeal of Mr Gandhi’s name for his 
own countrymen, the Ou]eiatis, who form such a large element 
in the life of Bomhaj cit>, it must be recognized that the com 
morcial commumty of Bombay lias in pursuit of poli- 
tical powoi been lending its support, both moral and

5 The landholders and the agricultural classes — Pass 
mg to the raoic consenalive cloraents in the population, tlio 
most impoitant class is that of the larger landholders In 
mam paits of the countrj they still retain in their estates and 
villages a traditional authority, winch, though it maj now 
meet with some cliallcnge, iv jet out of the active forces m 
the life of the community The spread ot education and the 
mfiueiicc of tlic press tend constantlj to enlarge the number 
of landholdeis who might bo included in what we have called 
the political classes On the whole t)io> lemaiii at present a 
consol \atnc toico, conscious that ihoir influonco is likely 
to sutlei tiom too lapid political c}iangG«!, and beginning to 
lealizc that the defence ot their interests requiies a moie 
active participation in public hte Below them in the agri 
cultunl world come the small landholders and the more 
snln^tantial peasantry This is a class about which it is 
pcculiarh difficult to generalize Broadly speaking, pros 
perit\ brings education, and education fosters political ideas 
it does not tollow tliat the ideas of this class necessarily 
coincide with those of the coi responding uiban classes 
indeed in the Punjab where the small landholders arc a 
strong and increasing force there arc signs of the development 
ot a conflict ot interests between them and the town dwellers 
But whatever may be their views, the important point is 
that the^ have views, and cannot be regarded as torming part 
ot the unthinking masses The events of the last few years 
in Gujerat afford a striking illustration of the effects which 
this class can produce when guided in a political direction 
Below this stratum come what may bo called the agricultural 
mas'^os, a political foico of gieat potential impoitanco, bnl in 



normal times interested in little outside their own villages, 
their o\Mi immediate needs find conditions, and the hard 
struggle for existence It Mould be fair to say tliat thej hai e 
no intormcd conception of the political problems of India 

G Industnal labour — Tlic town** too lia\c their counter 
part to what we ha^c described as the agricultural masse® 
fhe bulk of industrial labour is ignorant and uneducated 
'I’heir surroundings arc olten primiti\c and insanitarj, 
though stead) efforts arc being made to impro\c their 
lot Lmng 111 toivns thox arc more closcl) in contact 
witli ])olitical nlo^cmcntfi than arc the agricuitunl 
classes, but it is doubtful whether the ordinari political 
ideas make much appeal to them In the towns too 
are to he found those lower strata of the population which 
can easily be w orked up into mob demonstrations and a loloncc 
These elements an<I tlie industml population haie 
formed in itccnt acais the objeetiae of communist propa 
ganda In some of llie larger industrial towns the doctrines 
of* communism tor a lime made appieciablc piog css, parti 
ciilarh in Bombaa The moaimont has iccciith receiacd a 
check, hut it undoubtcdl) suraiaes as a contiinnl menace to 
ordoila progress and the well being of tlic community 

7 Means of appeal to the masses — The general effect 
of the picture we ha\c endeavoured to draw is that the classes 
affected ba political opinion form a wide circle asliioh is 
steadila expanding It is contmualla establishing near con 
tacts with those portions of the population a\luch have 
hitherto been indmercnt But beyond the furthest range of 
the genuine influence of political reasoning and argument, 
those avho avish to rouse the unpolitical masses are able to 
pla) on their tcehngs by appealing to the interests avhicli 
are intense and vivid m their lives First among these 
interests must be placed religion It avas the power ot 
religion which enabled Hr Gandhi during the non cooperation 
movement ten )ears ago to rouse and swa) the masses 
to a degree hitherto unknown in British India, and 
it IS the aoiicration in winch he is held for his ascetic life 
and moral teaching that gives him a great part ot lus popular 
appeal todaa It avas the power of religion a\orl mg through 
the Klnhfat moaement which for a time diaertcd the ^fusjim 
communit) from their traditional relations with the British 
Government It aaas the appeal of religion, that recently 
threatened to destroy the aaork of the reformers in the Child 
Marriage I^e®traint Act, commonly known as the Sarda Act, 
and has been u®od to rouse the transfrontier Muslim tribes 
against a Goaernment responsible for a measure whicn could 
baa 0 no application to them

Iht tliiid method of approach to the masses is one 
that IS still comparatively new and untried It is broadly 
speaking tilt method of revolutionary communism, the apjiLal 
to the “ have nots ” 'Iherc are signs m the aimoury ot 
political agitation ot an incicasiug insistence on the tacts ot 
povertv in India, not vvith a view to constructive eifoit m 
remedv ot the causes, but ioi the purpose of c\citing ieehngs 
against the jiroportied classes and an alien Govcnimcnl Not 
miicli piogicss has been made on these hues cveept m the 
industiiil towns But it is part of the policj of communism 
to spioid its doctrines among the peasants 

8 Sectional mterests — In ‘^peaking hitlierto of political 
iiiterc«ti. V e iavo had ni mind chiefly those broad lasucs of 
public policj which group themselves round the dcmind foi 
an incicM'sod measure of self government, and we have tried 
to nj-rgt'-t the aioa ovoi which interests of this kind aio 
active J hero nic, however, other uitoiests winch make i 
genuine appeal to largo bodies ot people on linos other than 
tho^o of nationalist politics One of the ra irked offeets of 
the pioscnt constitution, with its introduction ot the lorms 
of d' moci.itic government and its transfer of power not onl> 
in tiic provincial councils but m local bodies, has been the 
rocogmfuiii of the fact that anv gioup or section which has 
a common bond of interest can secure its objects onlj thiough 
organisation 'Iht binding ioiccs of bucitt) outside the

The demand 
is not only that India should be enabled actually ■within 
neecssavj’ limits to settle her own affairs but that she should 
be iHihlicly recognized before the eyes of the world as com- 
petent to setllo them. Both these ideas are included by 
Indian opiuion in that dominion status which the aunonnee- 
meut hy 31is Exccllcucy the Viceroy on the 33 st October, 
11)29, described ns the natural issue of India’s constitutional 
progre.s’s. 

It is possible to trace in these political aspirations two 
separate trends of tliought- The first is dircefod to the 
natural satisfaction of a national pride and national senti- 
ment. The position of India in the Empire has been 
amhignious. There arc undeniable obstacles to the attain- 
ment of complete self-government at once. But arc these 
obstacles to be used for the purpose of delaying the progress 
of India, or is^ a genuine attempt to be made to overcome 
them 7 Arc differences of race and culture to keep India 
permanently in a position of inferiority to the great 
Dominions, or is a place to be found for her ^\^thin the 
Empire which will satisfy her claims to o^ual treatment 7 
To those, in whom such arc the dominant ideas, the actual 
detailed menus by which their ideas may bo translated into 
fact are often not of great account. The second lino of 
thought is directed to the fulfilment of concrete policies. 
Those wlio tliink on these linos have an essentially practical 
outlook and demand power in order to achieve certain 
definite objects. 

11. The extent of support for the nationalist demand. — 
It happens that the course of the civil diRohcdiciice move- 
ment in the last few months has exhibited with sufficient 
plainness the strength of the nationnlisl forces and also their 
limitations. It is clear that they have on tlioir side a sub- 
stantial measure of support from edneatod Hindus of all 
classes, for large 7uimhers of those who have not actuallr 
joined the movement, heing repelled by its methods, liave 
shown uninistakahTe s^TUpathy with its aims, Tlicro is little 
doubt also that the minority communitic.s to a large extent 
share in these hrond nationalist aspirations, hut it has become 
plain, if demonstration were needed, that generally speaking 
fiiey arc not without apprehensions of their position in a self- 
poverning India, and tlicy arc concentrating attention on the 
protection of tlicir rights and interests. It is assumed that 
for some time after the introduction of the now constitution 
politics are likely to remain on n communal basis. It will only 
be by a gradual process that the handling of practical 
problems of administration and policy will lead to the 
clevelooment of nartics which will ho divided on different 



lines ihe landed interests also are anxious about their 
future 'ihe depre'^sed cla*«scs, so tar as the> are beginning 
to develop some political consciousness, look with uneasiness 
at the prospect ot Goienimcnts dominated b> the higher

oconomit development of India and the influonce it possesses 
m virliu (f its widespread commercial acti\itic« Priir to 
the introduction of the present constitution the interest of 
the comimmitv in politics was limited but since 1910 it Ins 
roahrod the necc«itv of taking its full share m the political 
life of the countrv Its ontrv into active politics has been 
marked bv an incrcasmglv liberal spirit towards Indian nspi 
rations and during the inqnirj of the Statntorv Commission 
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it frljovv-ed ilsclf ready to look \nlli favour on proposals for 
political advance, subject to the provision of adequate safe- 
guards lor its rights and legitimate interests, 'fhe civil dis- 
obedience movement with its accompaniment of a boycott of 
British goods and British trade, through which it was hoped 
to bring pressure to bear on His Majesty^s Gtivornment, has 
had marked reactions on those who felt themselves unfairly 
attacked and who resented this intrusion (>f politics into 
business. Besentment has been slow in gathering force, hut 
recently Huropean commercial opinion has shown umnistak- 
ably that it does not mean to allow' itself to he coerced by these 
method-^, and there has been some consequent stiffening of its 
attitude towards iiolitical advance. 

14. Conclusions. — have made above some attempt to 
describe the main political currents and forces that are 
moving over the formerly placid surface of India. If our 
reading of the situation is accurate, it is evident that the new 
constitution must ho such as will take full account of these 
new forces. The lime lias passed when it was safe to assume 
the passive consent of the governed. The new system must 
be based as far as possible on the willing consent of a people 
whoso political consciousness is steadily being awakened. 
There is still in the country a fundamental respect for autho- 
rity. The now' legislatures have established for themselves ■ 
& posilK'ii wliich is gradually coming to bo understood and 
accepted by increasing numbers. Constitutional fonns are 
for the most part respected and observed. The conditions for 
a &uh.stantial transfer of power arc not in our view unfavour- 
able, and A"C ai e convinced that the time has come when the 
broadest considerations of Imperial policy demand tlint W'o 
should spare no efforts, and even take some risks, in order to 
arrive at a constitutional solution which will give reasonable 
scope to the ideas and the aspirations that aro moving India 
lo-dny. 

governing principles. 

15. Opportunities for f^owth. — The Indian Statutory 
Commission have at the hegiiiiiiiig of the second volume of 
their report, before explaining their detailed proposals, 
set forth plainly the general principles on which their 
recommendations are based. We think it will be con- 
venient if in the same way we make clear at the outset 
our giMioral outlook on the constitutional problem and 
the principles whicli guide our conclusions. In the first 
place wo arc in full agreement with the view' of the Commis- 
sion that the new constitution should not be unduly rigid, 
and that it should allow of natural growdh and diversity. 
For instance, it might ease nroccsses of transition if formal 
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provisions ^\hlch lna^ rcqmic subsequent change could bo 
drafted m such a 'uai as not to imolve legislation if and 
when it 18 desired to make the change Again, within the 
general fralne^\ork of the constitution in the pro\inces it 
might be possible to allow certim variations suggested by 
local conditions and fnvoiiicd bv local opinion Finally, 
MC should liope that both in the provmces and at the centie 
the constitution ^\ould give opportunities for development 
by practice and convention m atcoidance vnth actual needs 
and e\perience The evils that flow from a temporary con 
stitution hive been fullv set out bv the Commission Our 
aim mu's! be to establish a constitution which should, as far as 
possible, contain within itself provision for its own develop 
ment AVe ii.co^nize however that that aim cm be more 
fullv alt lined in the provinces than is possible at the centre, 
whore the ultimate lorm of the Government cannot as jet 
be so clearlj discoincd

whuli mimt engage our attention is how British India may be 
dev elojicd in a manner which shall not onlv bo consistent with

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suggestions Intopj not with the idea that they arc proof against 
cnticisra, hut ns indicating general linos of development winch 
pcem to us, on the basis of our own experience, loss open to 
objection tlian others that we Imve seen. But ■\\hatever may 
bo the plan adopted, \\e arc convinced that no scheme of (Jov- 
ermnent at the centre can work ^\ith success, unless it is re- 
cogiii/td that Parliament and the Indian legislature liave each 
tlieiv special contribution to make to the welfare of India 
whicli is the joint purpose of both.

llu. Ultimate considerations. — The Statutory Commission 
^ugJC‘•t lluit theie may ho a further complication in a problem 
alread) sufliciontly complicated. They utter a tuition against 
Uic .If Nolopment at thi‘' stage of nisittutions wliicb TT^^dlt pic- 
judii 0 tiie ultimate form of the central Government. The 
cantifoi i‘ no doubt one that should he home in mind.

20 Constituent powers — ^TJie qudion of granting to 
provinciil legivlalnns conKiitmnt i>o\\ers ni'-cs difi cult 
both constitutional and practical The Coainu'i^noa 
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snggoat Hint after ten years the provincial councils should 
luivo tlie power to set in train certain proposals for cliongc 
by the nielhod of “ constiluUoiml rosollilioii ”, but the 
changes would bo limited to those ntrccting the electoral law. 
The enforcement of a constitutional resolution would be 
tlopoiidcnt on the gi*ant of a certificate by the Governor that 
(ho resolution rctloctod the general opinion of the province 
mrd of any community specially affected, and would require 
also the concurrence of the Governor General. 

We Avcicomo the proposals of (lie Commission to give to 
the provincial legislatures this measure of constituent power. 
AVore it prncticnblo to do so, we would gladly enlarge its 
scope. Jlul witli one possible addition, to which* wo shall 
prc.'^cntly refer, for the creation of a second chamber, wo see 
gravofliilicuJtics in giving this 2>rocedurG any wider e.vtension. 
hlveii within the ninlut of the oloctornl law, Gic distribution 
by sfatutoiy provision of the balance of political power 
between the rcprosontativcs of dilTorent communities and 
interests in li.xcd proportions immon.cely complicates the pos- 
fiiblo clTccts of electoral change. The inilinl dispositions will 
now bo made under the authority of Parliament itself, after 
consultation with the rcpro.scidhtivc.s of British India ns- 
semhlcd in mooting at tlic Round Table Gonforcnco. To 
llirow open tiioso dispositions to early revision by local 
nuliiority would, from the start, invite conllict and might pro- 
.iudieo the ondoavour to initiate a fully responsible system of 
Govornment in the provinces. It is reasonable that the 
electoral system set up at the bogiiniing of Iho reforms siiould 
rest on the assumption that it will endure at least until now 
political conditions arc c.stabnshcd, after experience of tlio 
new Governments has been obtained. For those reasons wc 
do not anticipate Hint Indian opinion will resent the provision 
that no “ constitutional resolution ” may bo passed by a j)X*o- 
viiicinl Jogisinturo until after the lapse of some years from tJic 
inaiigurntioii of the now system. Witlj regard to the scope 
and freedom of the constituent powers, it is clear Hint these 
must remain under some limitation, at least until the country 
at largo is prepared to abide by what wo regard as a funda- 
mental principle of responsible govommont, namely, the 
validity of a majority decision. AYliilo, therefore, wo are 
anxious to lose no opportunity to place within the con.stitu- 
tion the seeds of its own growth, wo agree that, subject to the 
addition which *wc iiave suggested above, and which wo now 
discuss, Hie range of the constituent power accorded to the 
provincial legislatures should ho as proposed by the Conuni.^-

second chamber Opinion in the Government of Bengal is 
divided Ihev state in their letter that some members are 
stronglv m favour of a second chamber, and that the ic« 
mamder are doubtful In tlic^c circumstances the local Gov- 
ernment express themselves ns having decided to maintain

regard should be had to local conditions We would not 
propose that m any province a second chamber should bo 
made a condition ot advance Where local opinion favours 
and local conditious seem to require a second chamber, it* 
should 111 our view be set np and incorporated iii the new 
constitution iho problem has now b''on fully investigated 
bv the btatutoij Commission and we have boloro us the 
considered views of each provincial Government Thoir 
1 now ledge ot local conditions and local requirements is 
ncce«isaril3 more intimate than our own We theretore 
accept the recommendations of the Governments of Aladras, 
Bombaj, the Punjab, the Central Piovinces and Assam 
that there should be no second chambers m those provinces 
biimlarly we accept the recommendations of the Govern- 
ments ot Bengal, the United Provinces and Bihar and Orissa 
that in those provinces there should be a second chamber 
It effect IS given to their wishes, we should suggest that the 
manner in which the upper house should in each instance 
be composed in those three provinces should be left to further 
investigation by the Franchise Committee in the light ot the 
suggestions which the three Governments have put torward 

\\ hile WG agree that in five of the eight provinces, there 
should on the institution of the new constitution, be a single 
chamber legislature, we associate ourselves with the vaew 
expressed by the Government of Madras that future circum- 
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Bfances may create a (lemand toi a second cliambcr. "SVc 
accordingly accept the biiggestion of the local Govern- 
ment that the subject bhonld be included among those matters 
on winch alter ten jears a “ constitutional lesolution ” may 
be passed, and would apply the piovision to all piOMuces, 
leaving it open to a provincial council to recommend the 
cieation ot a second chamber 'wUeie none exists or tlic aboli- 
tion of one that has been set up. We do not take it as certain 
that no provincial council will pass a resolution to substitute 
tor a uiiicameial a bicameral system. The success or tailurc 
ol second chambers in those provinces v.hcre they arc estab- 
lished ^^dl, we have no doubt, materially shape political 
opiiuon in those provinces which retain a single cliamber 
legislature at the outset ot the new system. We uould sug- 
gest that a resolution dealing witli the creation or abolition 
of a second chamber should require to be supported by not 
loss than three-fourths of the voles of tlio legislntine instead 
of the proportion of two-third*? niirgv''tc(l by the Commission 
for other matters. It it weic piopo'-td to abolish the upper 
house, the decision might be taken in joint seesion, mid the 
resolution it cortiliod by the Governor should m oui mow be 
Bubmittod by the Goicrnor General to the Secretary of State 
and laid bolorc Parliament lot its approval. 

Tiio suggestion ol the Commission to sot np a small expert 
revising body to which legislative proposals could bo sub- 
mitted between the report and (he third reading stago-^ Ins 
attracted little support 

28. The franchise. — We agioo with flic Commission tliat 
with the establishment of responsible Cabmots in the pro- 
vinces, the present fiancliise for (he iiroviiicial legislatures 
v,,‘}l lie ton restricted We nccordinglv accept their rtcom- 
meiidation that tlicro *:lionld now bo such cvtonsion of the 
fi.inchi‘;e as is rca'-oriably practicable, and that the inv’osti- 
gatiou of this matter should be entrusted to a specially cjii- 
stitutcd Fianchise Committee under an impartial and ci.- 
pcuoncod cludnnaii. The nrgiiincnls used* by tlic Commis- 
sion leave no room tor doiilit (hat the immediate adoption of 
adult sufTiage is vsbolly impracticable. TIio precise extent 
to winch the finnchi*-c can now bo widened is a matter^ on 
vvliich, in our opinion, it is not po'tslble to form conclusions 
niuil the jirohlcm has been investigated by the Franchise 
Committee. 

There is under the present Fvstem no uniformity of the 
franchise qualification in the dififorent provinces ; and U is 
cicnr that while the franchise continues to rest for the most 
part on a propcrty'qualificalion directly related to land 
rovenuo p.svTncnts, no precisely uniform system is possible. 

•VoliiBo II, para 105, 
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Ihc views expressed by the provincial Go\crnmcnts suggest 
that the extension of the fiancluse m-i) veil bo greater 
in ^omo provinces than in others ^Jbe Governraent of 
Bombay consider that the franchise should be widened to the 
extent of tiobhng the clectoiate, but tins i« tiir^her than most 
provincial Governments are prepared to go Some indeed 
enter a caution agunat the loo rapid cntranchiscment of 
Ignorant and ilhtciatc aotcis simultanoouslj with tlie intro 
duction ot a new sjstcm ot goaemmeut Our goncial new 
IS that it might be unwise to tie down the Fianchise Com 
imtteo to anj pie arranged percentage of enfranchisement 
Vn c would be glad if it were found possible, from piovincc to 
proiince, to reach the enfranchisement of 10 per cent of the 
tolai population recommended by the Commission, but i c 
would leave the rrancliisc Gomnuttce free^ for valid speciU 
reasons which thej may find to exist, to adjust tlieir recom 
inendations to local conditions 

In the course of their investigations the Committee 
should bo duectod to examine in each province the feasibility 
of introducing an additional qualification based on educatun 
iiio Commission’s suggestion of tins new qualihcation 
liao received a consideiable measure of suppoit from some pro 
vincial Governments but fiom others has not escaped cri 
ticism For oxaraplo the Govonimcnts of the United Pro 
vji ces and the Punjab question the soundness of the qimli 
fication , and though it mav be suitable in some province^, it 
u possible that it may not be appiopruito m all 

The Commission locommend tbit the Committee shouhl 
be instructed to have due regard to tlie respective claima if 
urban and rural areas and to the rights of women as well 
ns of mciL It IS furtlirr Mif^ested that the Committee should 
devise such qualifications as would secure as far as possiulc 
the same proportion of voters to population in different 
commumtn.*? At the simc tijnc the Commission deprecate 
different sets of qualifications for voters of different religions 
or races AVe have no doubt that the Fraiichi'^o Cominitteo 
will 1 cop thcs:c important cou'^nkrations in view The Com 
mitteo will not howcvci be able to treat ns first principles 
boih tlie*5e recommendations namelj that there should bo in 
each community the same proportion of voters to population, 
and that the franchise qualification for all comrauiiities should 
run on tlie same level In some cases their results, mav be 
found to be mutnallv contradictorv, ond we anticipate that 
some adjustment bv compromise will be needed In tlieir appli 
cation It has been remirkod on just occasions that after 
xeligioij and race, the bonndarv between town and coiiiitrv is 
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renewed effort will bo made between the two communities 
themselves to reach an accommodation, the Commission 
offer several general expressions of their opinion. They 
hold that in view ot the wealeness of the Muslim minority in 
SIX out ot the eight provinces, the present scale of weightage 
m favour ot Muslims in those six provinces may properly be 
maintained. On the other hand, the Commission range them- 
selves dehmtely against the lull claim put forward by the 
Jiluslira community that, while retaining their weightage m 
the BIX provinces, the present proportion of seats secured to 
Muslims by separate electorates in Bengal and injthe Punjab 
should be enlarged to figures proportionate to their ratio of 
population. Seized with this dilemma, the Commission offer 
the Muslim community a choice between two alternatives ; 
either, so it would appear, representation on a basis of their 
population in Bengal and the Punjab, but with the loss ot 
their v eiglitage in the six provinces ; or joint electorates by 
mutual consent in Bengal and the Punjab and the existing 
scale ot weightage clsewliore. There has been no indication 
hitherto on the part of the Muslim community of any dis- 
position to accept either of the two alternatives suggested 
tor their consideration by the Commission. Nor has the com- 
munity given any support to the scheme outlined in appenduc 
Vm of the report for substituting for communal electorates 
a plan which purports to combine joint electorates with the 
exclusion of candidates unacceptable to the community 
affected. 

While the Commission hold the view that, in the absence 
ot agreement between Hindus and Muslims, communal elco- 
torates must remain, the majority of the Indian Central Com- 
mittee believe tliat wider cousidciations must override the 
wishes ot particular communities, and recommend that 
communal electoiatos should be abolished. Their proposal 
IS that in provinces other than Bengal seats should be 
reserved in joint electorates cither on a population basis or 
on their voting sti ength, whichever may be more favourable to 
them, and that they should be permitted to contest other seals 
in general constituencies beyond the number actually reserved 
tor them. The Committee proposed that in the Punjab tlie 
Hindu and Sikli minorities should be given the privilege 
which they, recommended for Muslim minorities elsewheic. 
But for Bengal they suggested that there should he no 
sopnraje electorates and no reservation of seats, and that the 
two communities should vote together in a joint electoiate. 
Those majoiity recommendations of the Cpmmittee were ex- 
tremely distasteful to two out of the three Muslim membeis 
ot^thc Committee, -and drew from them n vigorous. minuta 
ot dissent. 
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V.C take Ihi^v opportunity to refer to the solution 
put forward in the Xchru report, whocc author*, look ihc 
line, lirst, that separate clocloralea must be completely (iis- 
CMrdod ns a condition precedent to uu> rational RVslcin of 
rci)K’‘«entation ; second, that the reservation of seats for 
majority communities is indcronsiblo ; and, third, tliat for 
ilushm minorities there should be reservation of scats, when 
demanded, in strict jiroportion to their population, with the 
right to content additional scats for n tixcd period of ton 
jears. This solution was no more successful than other 
expedients which have been proposed; and its failure to 
attract Muslim support was one of the reasons why the Xehru 
report was suUscqucntly disowned b\ its own promoters. 

tSiuco the publication of the report of the Stalnlorv Com- 
mi''‘5iou little progress lias been made iiv wav of iiegotintinn 
between the two communities We rccognire the need lor 
an agreed solution, and would be reluctant ni this despatch 
to write niivllung tliat might liampcr agreement between the 
rcprcscutatircs ot the two great commumtics themselves At 
the same time we cannot Uisgui«o from ourselves that tho 
proepocts ot agroemont seem remote. When the last rcfoims 
wore introduced, tho Lucknow jiact lield the field, and 
throughout tho proceedings of the Joint Select Committee 
was given binihng force Tkat pact js no longer acceptable 
to either part) ; and if the decision of the problem bo left to 
Parliament, unaided by agreement between tho parties, no 
easy solution can bo found on tho Iinc« of a mamtonanco of 
the status quo Tlio clianj:o ofTectod b\ the withdrawal of the 
official bloc is also important, ninl brings the communal ques- 
tion into greater prominence, for with tho disappoaranco of 
the nentral element commniiitios arc driven to relv exclusively 
on their own representation Thcir rclativ e strength, there- 
fore, becomes a matter of still closer interest. 

We do not propose to Irav'crso the arguments, theoretical 
and practical, against communal electorates We are fully 
conscious that separate communal renrosentation assumes a 
special significance as the responsibijilv of the executive to 
the legislature grows more complete At the same time in 
agreement with the Statutory Commission and with every 
piovincial Government, w'c are constrained to the opinion 
that the privilege whichifbev now possess cannot and should 
not be taken away from the Muslim community against tlieir 
wish. In provinces other than Bengal and tho Punjab, every 
piovincial Government agrees tliat ifuslims should retain 
their existing weightago if thev' desire it, and with this expres- 
sion of opinion we agree With regard to Bengal, tho 
’ocal Government state that there is irreconcilable dis-

The existing differences between tho voting Ftrcngthy 
and the numcncnl Ftrcngth of the lanouB conunniutieB Iw 
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nt tlio root of tlic present (lilficiiltics. Wlion witli the oxten- 
Bion of the frnncliisc these diffcroncos, disappear and the 
votinq strenptU more correclh* reflects tlic population, the 
justification for coimitunal electorates for majority com* 
munities ^vould cease. TIic perplexity trhich now presents it- 
self of deciding between the apparently irreconcilable claims 
of rival communities would have passed away. In this view 
the adjustments now to bo made may be regarded as serring 
wliat we hope is merely a temporary purpose. ^Vc agree, 
as already stated, that the privilege of communal electorates 
wliore they now exist should not he taken away without tlio 
consent of the community concerned, and that such consent 
should require the votes of two-thirds of the members in the 
legislature of the community concerned. But we attach 
importance to providing maclimerj* in tlie Act for the dis- 
appearance of such clcctoratos and for their future replace- 
ment by normal systems of representation more suited to 
responsible self-government on democratic lines. 

31. The representation of the Sikhs. — “We have referred 
briefly in the preceding paragraph to the bearing of Sikh 
representation on the adjustment of communal proportions 
in the Punjab legislative council between the Hindus and 
the Muslims. The problem arises only in the Punjab. In 
no other province are the Sikhs 'given soparnto ropresontn- 
tion. Their communal electorates in the Punjab date from 
the last reforms. Tlio authors of the Joint Report, whose 
condemnation of communal electorates is well kno^m, matlo 
an exception in the ease of the Sikhs on tlio ground that in 
the Punjab they are a distinct and important people, who 
supply a gallant and valuable element to the Indian army, 
but who are everywhere in a minority and for that reason 
go virtually unrepresented. They .acoordingl}’ proposed to 
extend to the Sikhs, and to the Sikhs alone, the system 
already adopted in the case of the Muslims. The Sikh claim 
was specially considered by the Fr.'inchise Committee of 
1918-19 and they were given 12 out of 94 scats in the Punjab 
legislative council. They have consistently expressed dis- 
satisfaction with this proportion, and Sikh leaders have 
adhered to a claim that they should have not loss than 30 per 
cent, of the total scats. The present position, as we 
understand it, is that the Sikhs-are prepared to accept joint 
electorates provided that the Muslims agree, but that if 
communal electorates are retained in any province they 
should bo assured in the Punjab of representation on the 
basis at least of their voting strength. As the voting strength 
of the Sikhs on the present property qualification is consider- 
ably in excess of their proportion of the population, this claim 
could be accepted only at the expense of the Muslims or the

34. The representation of Indian Christians. — The Com- 
mission state themselves to have been impressed by the 
fact that a representative deputation of Indian Christians 
■\vhich met them in Delhi evinced their readiness to bo merged 
in general electorates, and for that reason they have recorded 
a decided preference for the reservation ot seats in tile 
case of Indian Christiana in place of separate electorates. 
The present position is that Indian Christians have separate 
electorates in the Madras Presidency where the community 
is particularly strong and returns five members ; evorywhorc 
else any representation they have is by nomination. From 
representations made to us since tlio publication of the Com-* 
mission’s report, wo understand that the Indian Christians 
of Madras are far from Avillhig to surrender their separate 
electorates, and we endorse the view of the Governmont of 
Madras that the community in that province should not bo 
deprived of its privilege without ^ its consent. Provincial 
replies indicate that in some provinces reservation of seats 
may present considerable difliculties, and that where separate 
electorates cannot be formed, the Indian Cliristinn community 
may still need to rely for its representation on nomination 
by the Governor. 

35. The representation of the depressed classes. — The 
b suggestions made by the Commission for the representation 
)• of the depressed classes have been much criticized by tho 
provincial Governments. Tho difficulty of f’-aming for each 
I province a definition of tho “ depressed classes ” is probably 
\ inherent in any scheme for the special representation of 
j' this class other than by nomination ; but the Commission’s 
. proposals place a peculiarly embarrassing duty on Ibo 
I Governor to certify candidates autliorized to stand for the 
' depressed classes ; and the proportion of representation 
which the Commission suggest, numcly, in the ratio of threo 
quarters of the proportion of the depressed classes popula- 
tion to tho total population of the electoral area of the 
provinces, seems likely to be unduly high. The Government 
of tho ITnited Provinces have calculated that in that province 
the Commission’s propos.al would result in the return to 
the provincial legislature of no less thnn^forty members in 
place of t!io single nominated member who at present 
represents tho community. The whole problem of the re 
prcscjifntion of the depressed classes will require care 
fill investigation by the Prnnchi«:e Committee ; and at tliig 
stage wo only wish to make pl.ain that in onr view tbeii 
adequate representation should be secured bv the best meam 
that may be found practic.able. Though tberb arc somi 
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differences of opinion within the community, recent mectiugB 
of depressed classes associations have le affirmed their belief 
m separate electorates

37 The representation of Mahrattas in Bombay— Iho 
recommendation Of Iho Commission is lint the time has not

Special representation 

38 The universities — ^Wo come now to special, as 
distinct tiom communal, icprcsentation The Indian 
university seats date fiom the lime of Lord Duffoim , when 
thov wore instituted m the anxiety to make use of any 
corporate bodj of opinion tint then existed Wien the 
piosont reforms v\eic introduced Loid Chelmsford’s Govern 
mont found spmo difficulty in reconciling themselves to 
thoir retention The Statutory Commission, tliough with 
coiisidoiablc hesitation, recommend that they should bo 
picscrvcd, but the number of «cats should not bo increased 
All piovincml Governments, except the Government of Bihai 
and Oiissa, ngiee in retaining university representation, 
and the same view is taken bv the Indian Central Committoo 
In face of this evidence we are picparod to accept the con- 
tinuance of special uiuveisitv lepiesenlation, but we take 
the opportunity to expicss agreement with the suggestion 
of the Indian Conti nl Committee, which is supported also 
bj the Govcinmeiits of Madras and of Bengal that in older 
to secure n more adequate representation of learning and 
the icturn of representatives possessing special academic 
qualifications, the finiichisc in these special constituencies 
should not extend to graduates generally, but should ho 
confined to members of the Senate or the govcining body 
AVo would observe that this chingc would not diafranchiso 
the general hodv of graduates, who may bo expected to 
retain their votes in general constituencies, even in the 
absence of the new litorarv franchise qualification which tho 
Conunission have proposed 

SO The great landholders — ^Tlio Coramicsion deal at 
Rome length with tho special representation of tho great 
lindholdeis, and come to the conclusion that since poisons 
po‘iso‘5«ing the special franchise qualifications proscribed for 
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Imidlioldcrs' constiliioncios have been returned in consider- 
able imuibeis for gencrnl constilucncles, llieir special repre- 
sentation is no longer rofiuirod and sliotjld bc^ abolished. 
Tlic rcconnncndation of the Statutory Comniisslon connicls 
v.-ith the view oxi^rcsscd by the Irdian Central Comndttco 
that tliis class of special I'oprcseiitntion should bo retained. 
Kvery provincial Government, except the Govonunent of 
Assam wheie there is no special representation of land- 
holders, agrees with the Indian Conlrnl Committee, and con- 
siders that the special representation of (he great landholders 
is still needed, in view botli of tlio position of that class in the 
.country and of the stcadybig effect wliich it is likclj* to have 
in tho now legislatures. The suggested abolition of their 
special representation has been received with feelings of 
resentment and dismay by the great landholders themselves, 
find one of the first stops which they took on learning of the 
proposal was to form a representative delegation to present 
to His Excellency the Viceroy an address, containing a 
weighty protest against the withdrawal of their present 
privilege. Particular objection has been taken by tlie land- 
lords tliomselvcs to the suggestion made by the Commission 
that, in the event of tlicir failing (o secure representation 
equivalent to the present number of llieir special constitu- 
encies, their representation should be obtained by nomination. 

Wo have ourselves no hesitation in holding that this 
form of special representation should continue. Both the 
arguments and the statistics used by the Commission might 
to our mind have boon used with equal effect to destroy the 
special representation either of commerce or of the univer- 
sities, both of which the .Commission retain. We have no 
reason to think that there was any intention on the part 
either of the authors of the Joint Report or of the Franchise 
Committee, over which Lord Southborough presided, to 
restrict the landholders to representation by their special 
constituencies. On the conlrarj-, there wore at the time 
frequent expres.sions of the view that their entry into political 
life should be encouraged. The success in general con- 
stituencies of pei-sous po.sscssing the special landlord quali- 
fication can rightly bo regarded as a healthy sign of a 
greater readiness on the part of a conservative class to 
recognize their obligations and take up political responsibi- 
lities under an increasingly popular system of Govern- 
ment. But prejudices still survive, and unless special 
constituencies are retained, many leaders of this important 
class may still bo unwilling to expose themselves to the 
hazards of clocliou by general constituencies ; and those 
landholders who arc clect^ by general constituencies may 
prove to be unrepresentative of the landholding interest. 
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Siicli questions as tenancy and land revenue measures may 
bo expected to occupy more prominently the attention of the 
provincial legislatures in tbe near future, and in the con- 
troversies lilvcly to ensue the landlords can 'reasonably claim 
that they should not bo deprived of their special representa- 
tion, at a time ■when the extension>of the franchise may well 
increase the difficulty of their securing representation on a 
general register. 

AVe do not commit ourselves to the acceptance of any 
principle that in the now legislatures the special representa- 
tion of the gi’cat landholders should be proportionate to 
tlicir present scale. One difficulty in accepting a principle, 
of that hind is that the electorates for these special con- 
Rtituoncios are necessarily small, and cannot be ^ridened by a 
lowering of the qualification without destroying the value 
of the representation g^ven. The general view of the 
provincial Governments is that there should be some in- 
crease in the number of landlord seats. The Govern-’ 
jnont of Bombay and the Government of the Punjab each 
suggest one additional scat to the present representation 
of landholders in those provinces. In Bengal the extent 
of the representation of landlioldcrs in the lower house 
may depend upon the establishment of a second chamber, 
and similar considerations may govern the special re- 
presentation of landiiolders in the United Prorinccs 
and in Bihar and Orissa. The precise extent of their 
representation is therefore clearly a matter for investiga- 
tion by -the Franchise Cominitteo. But on the broad issue 
wlicthcr or not^ there should he special constituencies for 
the representation of the great landholders, wc have no 
hesitation in accepting the view of the Indian Central Com- 
mittee and of the provincial Govemments that they should bo 
retained, both in tiio central and in tlio provincial legislatures. 

40. Commerce and industry. — endorse the proposal 
of the Stalutorj’’ Commission that the special representation 
of commerce and industry should be preserved. We eco 
no reason to differ from the detailed recommendations which 
sumo provincial Governments liave made in this matter. 

41. Labour.— The special representation of labour U 
an exceedingly difficult problem. When the present reforms 
were introduced, schemes were drawn up by the Govern- 
inents of Bombay and Bengal in response to a rccommcnda- 
tion of the Joint Select Committee of ParUament to foma 
s))ecinl conslituencios for wage-earners in the cities of 
Bombay and Calcutta. On further consideration the Joint 
Select Committee of Parliament decided that it would bo 
impolitic to persist in an experiment which those best quali- 
fied to judge regarded with considerable mi.sgivings, and iu 
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consequence tlio roprcsontition of Hbour left to nomma- 
tioil by the Go\enior, six scats being set aside for tint pur 
pose, and distributed between the pionnces of Bomba\, 
15ont,al, Bihar and Orissa and Assam 

The problem \vas next considered in 1924 b> the 
Iteforms Enquiry Committee which recommended that the 
icpresontation of factory labourers m the provincial councils 
should be increased, and that the local Governments 
should bo asked to formulate proposals The Com ^ 
rnittcc expressed the opimon that, if possible, representation 
should be bj election On cMmination it was not found 
pos'-ible to introduce an elocti\c svstem m an\ pro\incc, 
and the action ultimately taken on the Committee’s recom 
mcndation was merolj to add four nominated seats, two in 
Bombay, one m the Punjab and one m the Central Pro\inces, 
{.iMiig a total of ten scats in the nine proMnees ineludin^j 
Burma It ^vas recognized at the time that criticism 
might be diieetod to the fact that the onlv response 
to the recommendation of the Committee was to incxcasc 
from SIX to ten the number of seals dofimtelj assigned to 
the ropre'’en<ation of labour in a country which claims a 
prominent place m the industrial countries of tlio world and 
who'50 legislatures aic avowedly designed to gi\o sepaia*« 
representation to separate cla^^ses of interests It was felt 
howeacr Unit in spite of the actual and potential importance 
of India ns an industrial factor in the worlds oconomj, 
her woiJ ors wore not tlicn <5ufilciout!y organized or sufficiently 
difrcr(,iiliati.d n aim or oullool from Oie general population 
to warrant the creation of artificial means wherobj thev 
might be proMded with reprc^onlati\cs m the legislatures 
The conclu'sion thorcroro m 1920 ns in 1920 was that all that 
was iiecessar) or possible wns to ennblo tho point of mow 
of tho still inimatuie workers* or^aiuz itious to bo cfToctnely 
voiced b> competent o\poncnls who hnd made it Iheir special 
study 

Tho Indian Central Committee have recognized that un- 
organized labour must remain unrepresented until the 
rraiiclnco has been lowered to a sufl'ipjonl degree to ennblo 
them to win representation in tlio general constituencies, 
but, holding tho mow that India is on tho threshold of n 
prcftt industrial development thea regard it as of tho highest 
importniico that means should he provided hv which organized 
labour nina bo cn die 1 *o mal e its wants knowai in the legis- 
latures through representatives of its oivn The Committee 
nccordtngU proposed to set apart eighteen peats for the ro 
presentation of organized lalnnir lu the ciglit proMicc> and 
recommended that in Bombav four peats should bo rc^ r\^ 
f( r Id our in four general constituencies, and that in the 


other provinces representation should be by separate elec- 
torates 

The Statutory Commission proceed Avith greater caution 
and, Majoi Attlee dissenting, suggest that, pending further 
investigation bj the Kojal Commission ou Labour in India, 
in every province the Governor should have the dutj oi 
drawing up rules for securing labour representation bv tlic 
moans which in existing circumstances are the best avail 
able It the Governor finds that foi the present he must 
still resoit to nomination, he should consider whether thcie 
aie suitable labour organizations which he might consult 
before making his choice 

"We accept the principle that the special representation 
of labour should remain, at least until siieh tune as with the 
ext( nsion of the franchise the gieat majority of then mimbors 
qu ilif} tor a vote iii the ordinar> constituencies Wc would 
prefci that then representation should where poss'blo be 
bv election ; but are bound to admit that the possihililic-> of 
this still seem remote Throe provincial Govoinmcnts, 
namd), those of the United Provinces, the Punjal) <ind 
Assam, make it clear that they see no piosent .ilternative to 
nomination "We are ourselves reluctant to throw the whole 
burden of decision on the Governor in person and Wiuild 
recommend that the problem bliould be fuither evainnod by 
the Pruichiso Committee, before decisions are taken citliti 
fiH to the mode or the extent of labour representation ou the 
new Louiicils 

Provincial executives 

42 Unitary Cabinets — We accept the rccommondatioj-s 
of the Stilu{oi> Commistsion that the provincial Cahinot 
should he unitaiv with overj member acceptmg respouBibihtv 
loi the whole policy of tlio provincial Government Wo agree 
that provision should ho made that the only vote of censure 
which could be proposed would be one against the mini«ti\ ana 
whole (.irncd after due notice We also endorse the sugges- 
tion that the existing scale of salaries should bo alteiablc only 
by a pioMiicial statute 

43 Official numsters — More difficult questions arise out 
of the sugirestion that when forming his Cabinet the Govomor 
acting under the supenntendcnco and control of the Gov onior 
General, should decide whether or not to include in il one or 
more non elected persons The Commission propose that 
such persons, if included within the Cabinet, should hccono 
ex oijicio iiiemhcrs of the legislature and they have indicated* 
that they would, so thoj conceive, ordinarily bo experienced 
officials 

Tliero is sonic vniifety of mow in the reports of the 
jirovincial Governments on this proposal The Government 
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of Madras would proMdo that no person other than an 
clotted member of the Icgislitwre should be appointed to 
the mimstrj except on the recommendation or with the con- 
sent of the chiet minister Tlie Government of Bombay 
vould exclude ministers appointed from outside the countd 
on tlie ground that their inclusion would be contrary to the 
prmciple of responsible government There are diilerences 
of opimon among the members of the Government of Bent,al , 
pome favour a statutory rule requiring the presence of an 
ofticial in the ministrj , others prefer to leave it to tne 
discretion of the Governor , and others again arc opposed 
to inv ofHcial element m the Cabinet. On the other hand 
all members of the Government of Bengal are agreed that, 
save an ofiici'il, no person who is not alreadv a membe** of 
the legislature should be eligible for inclusion in the mimsti-j 
t'omo go further, and would make nominated members in 
eligible The Government of the Umted Provinces have 
made an cxceedmglv interesting cxammation of the implica- 
tions and po^^sib’e consequences of an ofiicial minister in the 
Cabinet IIis Excellency the Governor and the service 
ncniber of his council favour inclusion, but tlie other 
members of the Government consider that a principal «ecre 
* irv would bo more in 1 coping with the general scheme of 
the new constitution All members of the Government of 
the Punjab oQlcial and non oOicial with the exception of one 
minister would specifically exclude anv official mim&tor 
In the course of their comments the ofEcial members of the 
Govcrmidit state that this is a feature of the pioposcd 
const tution which has been spociaih smglcd out fo" itdck, 
and that it has I ecu and wall be used ns an argument to piove 
that tilt re ponsibihtv of the Cabinet is intended to be nurc d 
111 order that no ground should be left for this allegation the 
olfcnl ini nbcr '5 of the Government of the Punjab are pic 
pared to ibandon any oOicial clement in the future Coi mots, 
providtri that other provision be made to secure to *he Go- 
tinnr tin. •'tivace wludi he wall need A. ver\ similar hue of 
11 asoi ins: i*? found in tlie letter of the Gov emment of Assam, 
who state that the more retention in the hands of the Gov 
ernor of the powei to appoint an offcial is hkelv to bo roisun 
derstood md to engender suspicions detrimental to the accept 
anec lud vorkmg of the nevr constitution The Govenunent 
of Bihar and Oris«a hold that ovring to difficulties m its 
opeiation *bo appointment of an official minister will bo the 
cxcejition rather than the rule, and that this device for mak 
ing official c-TpcneiicG available for the ministry and for the 
Governor will not ordinanlv be effective They would, how- 
ever acceut t!io provision m the discretionary form saggested 
bv the Commission to meet exceptional circumstances for 
lastuucc, the temporarv apiwmtment of an official to avoid an 
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inlcrregtium. The preponderance of opinion in the Govern- 
ment of the Central Provinces is that aU members of the Cabi- 
net should be chosen from the legislature. 

The suggestion that the appointment to the Cabinet of 
one or more officials should be discretionary "with the 
Governor has certainly been distasteful to Indian opinion, 
and -sve are impressed by the general consensus of opiiuon 
in the replies of the provinciaV Governments that an official 
minister would be difficult to maintain in office against tiie 
wishes of his colleagues and would be ineffective. We have 
no licsitation in holding that lliere should be no statutory 
requirement for the inclusion of an official in the provincial 
Cabinets, or in the Cabinet of any particular Governor's pro- 
vince. We would be reluctant,^ however, to depart from tho 
reeojmnendation of the Commission (iiat there shonW be a 
discrolionaiy power with the Governor to make such appoint- 
ment should circumstances so require. We can ooncezvo a 
situation arising in more ‘than one province in which 
ministers may welcome an official colleague possessing wide 
administrative experience, and in times of communal tension 
ministers may themselves wish to place a particular portfolio 
in tho charge of an official, whose impartiality would bo above 
suspicion. Xii Bengal there is the risk, to which the local Gov- 
ernment refer, that it may be difficult to find non-officjals 
willing to tahe on themselves the responsibilities for law and 
order in the province. Wo have no doubt that, before 
appointing an official, tho Governor would fir^t have informed 
himself fully of tho probable attitude of tho other morabors of 
tlio Cabinet, and on tho whole wo think it likely that an official 
nicrabor would seldom bo appointed, and that, if appointed, 
his appointment would rest on general consent. But for tho 
reasons which we have given wc agree with tho Commission 
that tho Governor should bo free to orcrciso discretion in the 
matter. A suspicion exists that the appointinont of officiaia 
may be used to restrict the scope of rcsponsiblo self gc.vcrii- 
mout, but we have endcavonrod to explain that, in oar view 
of tho use which the Governor vull make of his discretionary 
power, such suspicion is unfounded. If, however, it was 
thought desirable, wc would agree to a suitable provision on 
the point being inserted in the Instrument of Instructions to 
Governors. * 

One of our collcagnos, however, fmds himself unable to 
accept tbc position which we have adopted on tins matter, 
and considers that tho Governor should possess no power to 
appoint official ministers, whose presence in the Cabinet our 
colleague fmds himself unable to reconcile with the printiplo 
of joint responsibility.

45 Communal representation In the Cabinet— Minority 
communities attach great importance to securing representa- 
tion 111 the Cabinet, and disappointment has been expressed 
at the conclusion* reached h> the Commission thal^ it is 
inii)os'*iblo to ha\c anj iigid and formal proMSion la the 
matter Tlie claim that Muslims should bo guai iiitccd 
Cabinet representation V as put fonvnrd ns one of the de- 
mands of that community in the resolution of the nil India 
Muslim Conference ^^lnch met at Delhi, on the 1st Jnnuaiy 
1929, and the counterpart to the Mu«hm demand is found in 
claims put forv ard, for mstanco, on behalf of Hindus and 
Sikhs in the Punjab The problem is di<5Ciisscd nt some 
length in the letter of the Goaemment of the United Pro 
Vinces, and interesting references to the altitude of the Sikhs 
and of the Ilindns n\ tlio Punjab \\ill bo found in the mimitcs 
of the Hindu and SiUi Ilfinistcrs rcspccti\el> of that province 

We agree that for the reasons which the Commission 
have given it aMll he difficult to make statutori proMsion 
guaranteeing representation m the Cabinets to minority com- 
munities The anew which we take is that in practice the de- 
sire for peaceful administration will in the natural course of 
events lead the majonty to enlist representation from other 
communities in the formation of the Cabinet and further in- 
ducement in the same direction will be domed from the pai- 
liamentarv aaluc of minontj groups Wo believe, therefore, 
that where the minority is influential and commands suppart 
in the legislature, it will he able aiith some confidpneo to count 
upon Cabinet representation where the minority is small, 
the prospect of its representation must nocessarilv bo moro 
doubtful We do not fail to recognize the strength of minor- 
itj app’^ohensions regarding the compo'sition of the new oxecu 
tuos and for that reason we arc prepared, if no other 
means of meeting these apprehensions can ho suggested, to 
givc a general support to the suggestion put forward by the 
Government of the United Provinces that the Instruroont of 
Instructions to the Goaemor should include an obligation to 
attempt to secure representation of a ramority community 
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in the Cabinet, inhere sueL minority is iu liis oiiiiiion of snffi* 
cicnt importance to warrant it. 

4o. The chief minister. — It follows that we do not oofl- 
template leaving the selection of ministers to a chief minister. 
The formation of the Cahinct must be recognii^ed to be a 
responsibility imposed the constitution on the Governor. 
The position has to our mind been correctly stated by the Sta- 
tutory Commission. We share with the CoimniSbion tlie 
expectation that there will ordinarily be a chief minister 
v\hom tlie Governor vould consult before appointing other 
ministers. But the minority pi oblem makes it essential that 
there should be no constitutional requirement for the appoint- 
ment of a chief minister in all provinces. The misgiving"? 
of the minontics would be immensely aggravated if tbo 
function of the Governor were to be limited to selecting a chief 
minister and leaving to him the choice of his colleagues.^ 
That method might be found appropriate in some provineq 
where the minority problem is not acute and where politic! 
conditions are comparatively advanced, and wo have no dou{ 
that there, while the constitutional responsibility ^v^U contirf 
to rest with the Governor, the precise relationship bctvj^ 
the Governor and the chief minister in the formation of P 
Cabinet vould rapidly come to be governed by coiivcntif 
locally established. In other provinces where conditions y 
bn less favourable, public feeling may require that the aole‘‘^? 
ot each member of the Cabinet patently rests \nth the Gt*J“ 
nor alone, though exorcised, as it must inevntably be, atte^bj 
h.is iir*‘t intomied himself of the state of political opinion and( 
the 1 •dative po.sition of the various parties in the legislature, i, 
in sue]' provinces we anticipate that Cabinet'? may for some 
years to come require to be formed definitely on coalition 
lines. 

47. The Cabinet secretary. — The improbability on which ^ 
wp have remarked that reliance c.Tn bo placed on the picsenco 
in llic jirrivincial executives of official ministers has directed 
iucreasi'd attention on the part of the provincial Governments 
to tlio suggestion maile by the Commission* that thcio sltonld 
1-0 ostabJisiied r. post of secretary to the Cabinet bold hy a 
ci\ il servant who would not only be responsible for keeping 
the Tectrd, but would have direct access to the Governor. 
The official members of the Government of the Punjab have 
taken np this snggostion, and give it prominence as a condi- 
tion of their assent to the abandonment of official ministers. 
Tlioy eoiitempiate a principal secretary who would also be 
tlic Cabinet secretary, but with enlarged functions and in close 
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touch ^^lth tlie Go\crnor, the mimstcrs 'ind all dcpnit 
mcnts of the secretariat Similar support is given to the 
proposal bj those members of the Government ot the United 
Provinces v\ho do not favour an official minister On tho 
other hand the GovcrnmLnt of Madras while they 
BippoU (lie appointment of a Cabinet tsecitlaiv, place 
him dcfinitelj under the control of tho chief minister anu 
allow him no access to tho Governor vntliout the knov\lodgo 
of tho ministry In other provinces recognition of the need 
for suppljing the Governor with competent official advaco has 
produced suggestions v^hieh, while they coincide in their in 
tention, differ m their form The Government of Assam ad 
voLdto the appointment of a financial adviser of high stand 
ing who wnukl be tho head of the Civil Scivici mid outside 
Cabi let Ihe view pcrsonallj expressed bv His HxctlLncy 
'“tlio Govoinor of AssaiA is that he regards the picseiice of a 
’financial adixscr as a necessarj condilion tor the establish 
Ibenl «if a full> icvpon^ible Cabinet and that it is onlj on tlie 
cl^dei standing tb it such an appomiraent would bt gmrautend 
Si^t hf IS iiile hira'^olf to recommend for Assam the appoints 
lenlit of a mimsU> entirely drawn from tho logi'ilativc council 
vinjc hui,g«stion i'' put forward not onlv on the ground tliat Jt 
airyl bo ncce«sarv if Mippl> expert advice on fmaacinl an I 
of fenuL m ittor« to individual members of th« Cabitu t op tho 
*111101 as a whole but to ensure that the Gncnior «ili«il be 
to icly on administrative experience of i liigli erder in 
mo event of a breakdown and to secure the efficient wtrking 
of the permancit civil service Tlic views ot the Govem- 
mont of tho Central Provinces tend somewhat in tlie same 
diiection They hold that the need for oxiicit advice to tlio 
imuiSstrv and tl « nd\antagc of having an official of standing 
in closi touch v\ith tho Governor and In'? ministers irt patent 
, The) f-uggest that the best plan for securing this advantage 
will bo to arrange for a financial or revenue adviser or 
Commissioner, v^ho might attend Cabinet di'?ciiS',ion's wBcn 
his presence was desired bj the Governor or the mmistcis 
and the> believe that such a plan would bo picfcralfo to 
that of a Cilnnct secretary standing m some special lelnlion 
to tho Governor The Qovemraent of Bengal Rujport the 
Commission’s proposals for the appointment of n Cabinet 
secretary , but recognize that the Governor mav still bo left 
in Ignorance of important ficts afTecting the administration 
Thev SI "gest that the Governor should have an export ad- 
viser on Ins per'^onal ‘staff Tho need for snprlving the Oor- 
ornor with epccml official nssisfarce in tho discharge of tho 
onerous responsibilities which will pass to him under the now 
svstom IS nowhere more stronglv expressed than in the letter 
of the Government of Bihar and Orissa The duties hkelv to 
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fall to tlie expert adviser are discussed, and His Excellency 
the Governor presses for an appointment of that hind, to 
ensuie {liat the Governor is in a position to carry out hU 
duties. 

Through these comments there runs a double Hue oi 
thought. The first takes the point that the Cabinet itself wU 
require assistance not only for the maintenance of its re- 
coicl, but also that the members may have the benefit of past 
cxperiGuco of Cabinet administration secured by .a continuing 
post. The second line of thought relates to what -we regard 
as a distinct problem, namely, the necessity of giving tljc 
Governor the assistance of experienced advice, more parti* 
cularlj for tho due exercise of his overriding powers. 

Of these two requirements the first could, in our view, 
be met on tho linos suggested by the Commission for tho 
appomlmont of a Cabinet secretary. Such an officer would, 
ns the Commission propose,* ** have direct access to the Gov* 
ornor, so that, whether His Excellency was present at a given 
meeting or not, be would bo kept impartially and fully in- 
fonned of the course of business He would, as in England, 
bo tho solvent of llio Cabinet ; his function would bo to assist 
the Cabinet in the discharge of its duties and, though it 
would of com Sc bo open to iiim to approach tho Governor 
on any matter, bo would not do so without the cognizance of 
minibtciH. 

48. Official advisers to the Governor. — ^We recogniro the 
need which Governors will feel for cxporicnccd advice in tho 
excicl‘«e cf their overriding powers. Tlicre may bo special 
circumstances in some provinces requiting special treatment, 
but, as a general practice, wo contemplate, and to this 
ive attaoli jmport.anro, that the various secretaries to Gov- 
crtlment will continue to have nccess to the Governor. 
V\'c anticipate that miiiislcrs will tbcmsolves approve tliis 
coutimiaiico of tlio virosent ^irntticc Imt will expect, and in our 
opinion ion‘=nn'iblv, that they sbonld be kept informed of any 
communications made to the Governor liy their secretaries. 
"We arc indeed doubtful whether it is possible in this matter 
of supplying the Governor with experienced advice to make 
precise or specific provision. The Governor must be free to 
obtain advice from any source that he may select, and much 
will, of course, depend on tbo Governor’s own pcrson.ality. 
tVe would assume that tho local practice which may vary 
from province to province would grow and develop in such 
direerion ns local circumstances may render appropriate. 
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4D The ovcmdmg powers of tho Governor — is 
gcncnlh rocognirod tint lor the rcopouB guen b\ the Coni- 
mn^ion* it vould 1 o iicitlior pricticablo nor desirable at onco 
to create the position that the Governor should bo bound 
on all subjects h\ the adMcc of Ins ministers The need for 
o\crnding powers is admitted In all who appreciate the 
tillimatc ro*:ponsihiltios, which Parliament must still retain 
for tho administration of Go\omment in tho iiroMiiccs, and 
not tho least of relevant considerations is the reliance which 
tho minont\ commumtioa will repose in the Governor ior 
their protection 


Under the present constitution the powers of the Gov 
emor to override liis nunislcre are thcorcticallj unrestricted 
■With the exception of the Governments of Bombaj and of tbo 
Central Provinces all the provincial Governments accept ino 
news expre sod bv the Commi'*sion, first, that m the new pro 
nncial constitutions tho Governor should, on the admimstra 
five aide, bo given statutory power to direct that action should 
bo taken otherwise than in accordance with tho advice of his 
jmmstrv onij for certain specified purposes and «cconil, that 
in all such letters tho Governor should be subject to tho 
suponntonden^o, direction and control of tho Governor 
General Similarlv it is agreed that the purposes for which 
tho Governor is given overndmg powers should bo statutorily 
expressed 

The view taken by tho Government of Bombay js that, 
while the Governor appears to be the only nnthontv to whom 
overriding powers can be entrusted, bis responsibilities are 
so great that with him must remain all powers not evpressly 
transferred to the ministry and to the legislature and that it 
might be preferable not to embody these powers in the rigid 
language of the statute On the other hand the argument 
developed by the Government of the Central Provinces quts 
tions the use of overriding powers over the normal adminis 
tration of a ministry, and sugeests that tbov should bo left 
vague so as to cover onlv Iht obligations imposed ou the Gov- 
ernor by bis Instrument of Instructions 

The view winch we are dispo<;ed to take is that the ov cr- 
nding powers of the Governor should he defined in the statute, 
but that no closer definition should be attempted than is made 
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b> tho Commission * If tbc powers \\ ei c to 

Lo bO iincisci^ specified ns to be capable ot judicnl 
irttcJ*pictat*oii, a tondencj’ might arise of subjecting all pro 
ceedings of the ministrj to the test of the overriding powers 
of the Goieiiior Aii\ sudi tendencj' -would in our b# 
■wholly incoiisisleut with the spirit of the new constitution, 
and, if piusncd, might well prejudice the entire schcniu ot the 
refoims "Wo are aware that some sections of Indian opi 
nun with which one of us is in agreement would 
fa\oni robtncting the first of the overriding powers 
mentioned bj the Commission to the subject specificallj of 
law and order But those who hold that view appear to ua 
to oicilook the essential point that the puiposos of intencn 
tioii aie not ncoe'^'^anlj co termmous with the ndmiiustratioii 
of particuhr subjects At the same time we wish to male 
it clear tint wo anticipate that the use by the Governor of 
his ovorndintj powers will be infrequent and reserved for 
C'^ccptional occasions, wbcu no other course seems appro 
piiate 

There is one now category of overriding povoers suggested 
bv Uio ofTienl nicnib''js ot t)io Government of the Punjab on 
wlucli ‘»onic brief ooiumcnt is needed The proposal which 
thov make is tint the Gov emor should possess special powers 
to pociire the finaucinl stability of the province, and the' 
ovplnm that the) have in view some power to defer too 
Instj action, in the interest of the brondoi financial issues 
The particular instances which they cite are the re 
ImquiPhmont of substantial menne, or the acceptance of 
large sclicincs inv oh ing progressn o rccnrnng rev onno evpon- 
diUirc, which could clcarh onlj be finaiired eventimlh b) re 
course to cxtraordnnrv receipts or loans It geems clear that, 
though in such matters the use bv tlic Governor of over 
TKling powers jTUglit bo duo to nn anvictv to maintain tlie 
financial fitalihtv of the province, in cfToct an cxcoodingl} wide 
measure ot idministrativc intf'iforuwo would bo iiivoUcd 
\So ire inclined to ngicc with the Commission that such a 
power of intcncution is wndosiiable, ami should prefer to 
reh on tlio (lovornor’b persuasion and guidance to jiicvcnl 
ovcrha8l> action. 


"Wo agree wnth the suggestion of the Commissumf tint 
the Governor’s power of securing the passage of rejected bills 
bj certification and liis power of restoring rejected grants 
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should corrc^jiond lo the range of his special powers to 
control oiccutixo action 

50 Fundamental rights — It has been represented 
to us tint the o\ernding po\ ers of the Go%crnor 
for the protection of minoiilics will ho incffcctut, 
and wo ha\c boon slrongU pi cased lo proMde fie]m 
rnt(l\ for tins pui pose hi a recital m the Act of iiinda 
mental rights In the time at onr disposal it has not been 
possible for ns to examine the question lull or in p irticulnr 
to m\csligate the diflicullios whicli arise both as icg'irds tho 
definition of such rights, and the selection of meins bv ^ Incli 
tbej could bo made effective Iho subjects to bo covered by 
these rights arc bv no means matter of ngrcoinont Their 
nature would require cauful scrutun If thev nio expressed 
in tho constitution mcrolv ns so mam general political 
iraxims thov nio unlikolv to sene llic purpose for winch 
the} are framed On the other hand at first sight there seem 
to us to ho objections to making at least some ot such rights 
jusliciahlo If administrative decisions of all kinds can 
be taken lo tho courts, grave disadvantages and cm 
barrassnionls mav bo expected to ensue There inav, 
however, ho some t«a media between the o two nltcniativcs 
"Wo refrain tlioroforc at tins stage from pressing our consi 
deration to a final conclusion but we remark tint, owing to 
the importance which t!ic minontv communities m particular 
attach to this matter, U is Iikclv to form tiic subject of keen 
discussion at the Round Table Conference 

51 Emergency provision — Wlnlc Parlmmont remains 
responsible that there are Oovcmmenls in the provinces and 
that the} function special provision is needed in the constitn 
tion for a state of emergenev in the event of a breal down of 
the constitution There has been httlo criticism of tho snggos 
tions inadt b} the Commission* to v est the Gov ernors w ith ad 
mmistrativo powers for that purpose and subject to fur 
ther examination m detail, we accept their proposals m pnn 
ciple e remark however that under the present consti 
tution Governors do not possess powers corresponding with 
those ot the Governor QenernI to mnl o and promulgate 
ordinances, and it has been suggested to us that if powers 
of that description were now to bo given to them it might 
be proper to make the use of the power, except in sudden 
emergencies subject to the consent of the Governor Goiierat

Sion have themselves made for placing the now provincial 
Governments in possession of more adequate funds at the 
expense, it maj be, of central revenues We fully appieciato 
the various points which the Commission have* taken , but 
we tliink it not unfair to comment that the simple form of 
administration suitable to the backward tracts per aa 
involves a lower scale of ox])eiiditure than that of the more 
developed districts When thoir needs rise to the same love), 
the time for treating them as backward tracts will have 
passed Our present disposition, therofoic, is to mainlaia 
the link between the provinces and the backwaid tracts, 
without intorposiiig contial responsibility for then ndminis \ 
tration It ma} be neccs«aij to letain some areas under 
the sole administrative control of the Governor In otlieis 
where the jurisdiction of mmistors and of the provinualt 
Icgihlaturo has already boon admitted, the Governor ■ 
rood no more than a general power to control the application ' 
of central and provincial enactments The wIjoIc subjtct 
v\ill, however, require fnither dohuled considci ation In 
As‘«nm where the area of the backward tracts is so groat, 
special arrangements maj be needed and the Commission’s 
scheme of centralization may be found to be the best solution 
In Eilnr and Orissa the problem is likely to bo connected wdh 
the question of the formation of a separate province for ♦he 
Oiijas, and should bo considered by the Committee charged 
wicli the investigation of that problem 

On a minor point, wc have no objection to the Commis- 
sion’s proposal that the somewhat derogatory term back- 
ward tract ” should he discarded in the statute, and give 
place to the more colourless designation “ excluded area ”, 
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the provincial Goveniments of very full povers in respect of 
finance. External control by the central Goveinnicnt is oon- 
finwl to the control of bon'owing and to such control over pro- 
vincial taxation as ^^'ill follow from the powers of sunerin- 
tendonco wliicb the Commission contemplate* that the 
centre should exorcise ; and the extraordinary powers of 
il\o Governor on the financial side are only designed to enable 
him to bocure supply over the limited field in whicli he liolds 
in re‘ion*e special powers, or to carry out directions which 
he may receive from the centre. The Commission ha^'c deli‘ 
berately rejected the suggestion that the Governor should 
be granted special powers to secure the financial stability of 
the province. For the reasons wliioh we have already ex- 
plained we concur in that conclusion. In accepting thfj Com- 
mission’s proposals generally we desire to add that the m.iin- 
fenance of a strong Finance Department in each province is 
a matter of great importance, and the special po-iiion 
accorded to the Finance Department in Part in of the Devo- 
lulinn rules should bo retained and specifically provided for 
in the new constitutiou. 

55. Sir Walter Layton’s scheme : its connection with the 
general constitutional structure. — ^It is convenient to deal at 
this point ■^'ith tlio proposals madef by Sir Walter Layton, 
which have as their main object the provision of adequate 
financial resources for the provincial Governments. 

The working of these proposals might be facilitated hy 
the vceommondations which the Commission have made foV 
tlic reconstitution of the Assembly as a Federal Assembly, 
indirectly elected through provincial legislatures. Wo shall 
consider elsewhere how far these recommendations, vljicli 
are primarily based on other grounds, are capable of adop- 
tion. Here we would only remark that if the Commi.'^-ion’.s 
proposals for representation of the provinces in the As- 
semlily were to bo .altered, it would not bo impossible to 
de\’ise other methods for giving representatives of the pro- 
vinces a joint opportunity to consider the voting of taxes 
for the provincial fund. A suggestion which might be consi- 
dered in that event is that the provincial councils should elect* 
representatives to form a separate intc^-p^o^incial council, 
which should consider proposals for ** provincial fund ’* 
taxation before their submission to the vote of llie central 
legislature. We recognize that this alternative does nut ' 
possess the direct advantages of Sir Walter Layton’s scheme • 
and wo put it forward for consideration only in the event 
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of indiiccl election to Iho Federal A^^sombly not being 
approied 

5G Preliminary comments on Sir Walter Layton’s scheme 
-—Turning noiv to the pureh finmcial aspects of Sir Walter 
La^ton’a scheme, ^^c have, spending gcnerallj^ approach- 
ed it ivith a predisposition in its favour, mamly because it 
aims at the establisliment of a uniform basis for the financial 
settlomcn's -with the provinces Such an arrangement is m 
e\erj preferable, if it can be shoivn to he norkablo in 
piactiCG, to what seems to us the only other alternatiNe, a 
separate settlement uith mdiiidual provinces on a basis of 
need'5 It is, ho^\e^e^, essential to examme it closely, in 
order to test its practical uorlang, and uc find it mcebsary 
to make two preliminarv comments.

vey of the central Government’s positio) to which wo --hill 
tcfor agiiii, and to the reluctance which maj well be Itlt by 
the icpro»?entati\cs of the people in the pronnees *o mijiosc 
noM burdens of this magnitude Of the now items of tai^ ition 
suggested, the proposed tax on agricultuml incomes iiuoiics 
highh control ersial issues, and the terminal tax would, if 
introduced gcnerallj on the scale proposed, bo open to senoas 
Objection from the economic standpoint Sir "U alter Lajlon 
has also, in our opinion, overestimated receipts, ebpeciallv 
the rnienue likely to bo obtamed from the taxes on tobacco 
and matches For all these reasons We fear that his c^tnoate 
of the possibilities of fresh taxation mai prove to be very 
wide of the mark Tn deshng with agiuiiltural incomes Sir 
Waller Lavton makes the remark* th il “ increased prodne 
tiiiti together with tlie rise of prices since pre war d ijs lias 
eiionnou'slj increased the monci lalue of India’s agricultural 
pioducts” This statement is open to serious cliallcnge, 
since at the pre'sent time the prices of three at least ot India’s 
most important crops, cotton, juto and wheat, are actually 
below prewar lei els, while others, such as oilseeds and 
groundnuts, arc hut little aboie them, and this decline had 
set in Cl on before the report of the Indian Statutory Com- 
mission was publiebod It is scarcely too much to sa\ that 
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the most serious economic problem, ^vith ^vlucb Inclin — along 
^\ith other agricultural countries — ^is faced, is the deciiiie iix 
value of her main products. 

Our second general comment is that the application of 
the scheme to individual provinces has not been %vorkcd out 
by Sir Walter Layton in detail, and, as vill bo seen later, it 
is V'hcn VG come to tlie detailed application of the sohomo 
that some of the main difficulties arise. 

57. Sir Walter Layton’s assumptions as regards the cent- 
ral Government’s surplus. — propose to examine llie 
scheme from two points of view, first in its reaction upon the 
ccjitral Government, and second in its application to the pro- 
vinces.

It will bo seen from the above table that, if the increase al- 
ready aecmiug under Devolution rule 15 has to be surrcadcr- 
ecl by the provinces, as a i)relimiuary to the surrender by tlio 
central Goveniment of half the share on personal incomes^ 
tlic ofFect of the latter surrender would be considerably mbdh 
fiod. The case of Assam is an extreme one, for that proviucfr 
would on balance only gain 2.34 laklis. A7c have not finally 
considered how this situation can best be dealt with, but we 
would express a provisional view that hero, as also m the 
cxeluiiigp between liquor and stamp duties roferred to ubove^ 
come sort of preliminary adjustment will bo necessary. 

■NVo accept the proposal that provinces should be per- 
pjitted to levy a surcharge amounting to one-quarter of tiio 
tax on personal incomes. The proceeds of this tax, should 
■they elect to impose it and should conditions admit of it being 
hsposefl nt the fiiJJ rate, may he tahen as npprosimatety 
.e<juivalent to half the amounts mentioned in the table on 
the incoeiling page. 

The proposal to remove the exemption from income-tax 
on agricultural incomes raises a most controvor.sial issue, on 
which opinion in the country will run high. However 'indis- 
putable may be the logic of Sir "Walter Layton’s arguments, 
v/c must face the reality that this exemption has the sane- 
tion of long tradition and that dealings in land have always 
been conducted on the assumption that it would 'remaim 
91)0 opinions of local Governments, with few exceptions, arc 
(lefinitcly opposed to it and for practical purposes we regard 
its imposition as unlikely in the near future.

Tt mu^t ho recognized that the picture presented in the above 
table represents no more than a distant, and perhaps even 
totally unattainable, ideal We have indeed already indicated 
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•our view that all that the provinces arc Ukclj’’, in tho near 
future, to bo able to count upon from now taxation is tho sur- 
charge on personal income-tax, and a very iloubttul 3 or 4 
crores from the taxes on tobacco and matches, with perhaps a 
terminal tax in a province specially situated such as Assam. 
Some other fonns of taxation may possibly be added to tho 
provincial fund, though we can think of none of a verj’ pro- 
ductive nature. We should also be glad to sec as much lati- 
tude as possible allowed in framing tbc schedule of provincial 
taxes ; but the provinces will have to rely, in the main, upon 
the gradual surrender to them of the central revenues from 
Salt and personal income-tax. 

However distant anj' substantial distribution may be, 
dhe figures given above illustrate the plan which now holds 
coi^e field, and it is on that plan that we must consider the views 
vuj the various provinces. A glance at tho hgiires shows that 
cuiyeral provinces vnW inevitably regard it as unsatisfactory, 
dulm will^laim that it does not take sufficient account of their 
as aids. Our task now is to consider both the final objective 
be ^ the methods of approach to it, and this means that the 
iQxuhclical problems really before us are, lirst, whether a 
ou j'lcial enquirj' into the needs of different provinces should 
before tlie automatic distribution begins, and second 
tUepvliat order should the surrender of resources take place, 
it J 04. An enquiry on the basis of needs. — As regards the 
rerst .of those problems, the Government of Bombay liavo felt 
tolomsolves compelled to apply for a preliminary adjustment 
11) meet their* outstanding needs before the application of the 
/automatic principle hoginB. Tlioy suggest that needs can 
/only be determined by obligatory expenditure on essential 
services. Tboir request would tlicrcfore involve the appoint- 
/ment of a special committee to investigate the needs of the 

( different provinces and to form a judgment upon tho present 
rate of expenditure in Bombay upon essential services as 
compared with iJjat of other provinces. Tho Gorornmont of 
, Bihar and Orissa also con.sider that a preliminary adjust- 
ment should be made with the object of correcting existing 
maladjustments before the automatic principle is applied. 
They point out that, unlike other pro\’inces, they obtained 
no relief bj* tbe remission of contributions under {be i)resent 
constitution, since no contribution was imposed unon them, 
and timt, with their existing deficit of 35 lakhs and tho heavier 
o.xpondituro foreshadowed under the new constitution, there 
will bo no margin for tho province to develop, having regard 
to tho fact that tho estimates of tho Layton scheme can 
hardly he expected to materialize. Tlie considered views of 
the Bcngnl Government arc not yet before us. but we have 
understood from their representafive (who with tho repro- 
Bciitativcs of other provinces met ns recently in conference) 



that the Bengal Government also avoiild be likely to press 
stionglj foi a pielimmarj adjustment betoro the introduction 
of the automatic 'piinciple Other provinces, though they are 
pieparcd to accept the Layton scheme, -would no doubt advance 
similar claims it a committee to enquire into needs vere 
appointed Some of them might argue that in their case 
expenditure on esbcntial services had been reduced or 
deferred through enforced econom> in the past. 

While -we haio considered it our duty thus to bring pro- 
mmontlj to notice the mcavs of those Governnienls which 
have asked for a special enquiry, our own view at present is 
that the .ippointment of a committee to examine the posi 
tioii ol the provinces on the basis of needs would be likely to 
intonsifj ])roAincial rivalries and to create general dissatis 
faction Tor the conclusion is unavoidable that the demands 
of the \ arious prov mces arc incompatible, and that no deci 
Sion could be readied which would be accepted by nil pro 
Vinces as fair On balance, therefore, our present view is 
that wo must dofimtolj lule out tlic idea of anj general ad- 
justment as bet con tlie provinces on the basis of ‘ needs ’ 5 
for we do not c bow any tribiunl could pronounce judg 
meat on a mattoi so controvcroial and so much n ni liter of 
opinion ir a terra which we tould leasonshly expect all pro

65 Preliminary adjustments may have to be consi- 
dered — While, however, wo feel forced to the concluiiou 
stated m the piecedmg paragraph, we do not go so fai ns to 
saj that no soit of prohminarv admstment nhould be made 
We have indeed been impressed in the course of our examina- 
tion bv tnc serious injustice which may be ciused in the 
iiiiti il stage to certain provinces by the ro arrangement of 
central and provincial sources of revenue iinmlv ed in ttie 
I^^yt(lu sdieme Wc have already referred lo the opeiabon of 
Devolution rule 15, the abandonment of whi<h would involve 
an initial loss m respect of income tax for aevcinl piovinces, 
which could only be recouped later by the transfer of re- 
Botuccs from the central Government, the date of which is 
uncoi tain Assam, for instance, stands to lose at once neaily 
7 lakhs Irom a source of revenue which hud been steadily 
growing, whereas their share of personal ini omc tax, even if 
the central Government were in a position lo burremh 
once the full amount under this head, would not bo moi 
9 lakhs Similarly the exchange between foreign liqu 
(Tommercial stamps, though these heads approximately 1 
so far as the central Government is concerned, wil 
provincial finances unevenly No figures are at 
availnblc and it -will take time to collect them, but 
■viiico has estimated its loss from the transfe" at 1 
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Tho provincialization of accounts will involve' a new burden 
ou tho provinces which has hitherto been boruo b> the central 
<jo\einmenb while some provinces might benefit fiom the 
truisfoi of High Court expenses less High Court fees When 
the cx*ict effect on indmdnal provinces of these various 
transters has been examined more thoroughly than has up 
to this moment been possible, consideration must be given to 
the question whether these special grounds luslify some pie* 
liimnary adjustments We reserve our judgment on this 
ptunl. 

66. Tho order of surrender of central revenues — It is 
necessarj first to explain how the various provinces will be 
affected by the order of surrenderor the two taxes m question, 
personal income-tax and salt We ha\o already indicated 
tho proportion in vhich Uic proinnces would share the pro- 
ceeds of the personal income tax when surrendered The 
industrial provinces of Bengal and Bombay and in a lesser 
degree ifadras would obtain the principal benefit The dis- 
tribution of the salt tax on the basis of population (taking, 
ns seems reasonable, a net figure of 6 crores at the time 
vhen Uie transfer is completed) would give tho following

^Bengal and Madras come out fairly well in either event, and 
thi^re ib ajo serious dilference in the case of the Punjab, 
Assam and the Central Provinces, though all would taro 
slightly better if salt were given the preference. The piin- 
-cipal result of pretcrring income-tax to salt would be a very 
jsubstauUal gain to Bombay and an appreciable gain to Bengal, 
lo the disadvantage mainly of the United Provinces and 
Bihar. 


Sir Walter Layton has definitely recommended that the 
urgent needs of the industrial provinces should be recognized 
at least to the extent of arranging that the transfer of in- 
come-tax receipts should be begun as early as possible. It 
is true that the industrial provinces will also gain most from 
■the surebaTge on personal income-tax If they decide, and are 
able, to impose it, but we suggest that as fair a solution as 
any would be If the surrender of the first 2 crorcs of revenue 
were in the form of personal income-tax and that thereafter 
tlie surrender of revenue should he from both taxes in equal 
'ainouuts. Wo locognizc, as pointed out by the Government 
of Bihar and Oilssa, that there would be definite political 
advantages in making a beginning with the provin- 
‘‘Cializalion of the salt tax at an early date. In fur- 
ther support of the form of recommendation that 
-wo have thus tentatively made, wo would point out 
that for practical reasons it is likely to he necessarv to 
■undertake the transfer of those taxes step bv stop. The 
central Government will have to orocecd tentatively in the 
•ahandonnienl of its revcmios, and it is hardly possible that it 
null at any moment bo in a position to hand over in a .single 
■transaction the whole proceeds of cither of those taxes. 


67. Procedure applicable to the provincial fund. — AVe 
accept the proposals* of llic Indian Statntr>ry Oommis lion re- 
garding flic procedure applirablo to the provincial fund. 
“Some modification in detail will be required il the Commis- 
sion’s pronosals regarding the constitution of the Fod^'ral 
As‘’pmhlv are revised, but the principles could be applied 
wulafh mufavflh to the alternative arrangement which vc 
have suggested for a separate intcr-prorincinl finance conn- 
ell. Several of tlie provincial Governments have expressed 
doubts whether it should be open lo a minority of the intor- 
provincial councll’nf finance members to bring proposals for 
taxation before the Assembly.- On the whole liowevcr wo 
consider that, if not lo«5s than three of tlio provinces desire 
that proposals for taxation should ho placed before the As- 
sembly, it is fair that tlicv should have au opportunity of 
presenting their case and of seenring, if they can, a majority 
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ill the Assembly. It bns also been suggested to ns that in 
view of tlio many uncertain factors and liypotbetical assump- 
tions involved in the suggested iiiiancinl arrniigeracnts, which 
may result in the settlement working out very differently 
from \diat is now anticipated, provision should be made for 
a review of the settlement after 5 or 10 years. IVo have con- 
sidered this suggestion, but we arc of opinion that such an 
arrangomont would bo disturbing, and might oven load pro- 
vinces into a policy of extravagance witli tlie object of cstab- 
libbing clniins for special treatment in the light of their actual 
commitments at the time of revision. 

'U’e recommend that the settlement shonld bo embodied in 
statutorj’ rules so that alteration of it would be possible with- 
out an amendment of tlic constitution. 

ATc call attention to the recommendation of the Bombay 
Government, with which we agree, that legislation imposing 
provincial fund taxation should not bo voted cver>' year, but 
only when the inter-provincial council of finance members 
makes proposals for a change. 

G8. Borrowing powers. — ^In an earlier paragraph' we 
stated that wo accepted the position that tlic control by the 
Government of India over the provinces in the sphere of 
finance should bo confined to the control of borrowing. It ia 
desirable to consider more fully the details of the Indian 
Statutory Commission’s proposals ou this subject. 

As regards the powers of provincial Governments to raise 
loans, the proposals in their report make little change in the 
existing position which is governed by rule 3 (1) of the Local 
Government (Borrowing) rules (regulating borrowing in the 
open market) and by Devolution rule 25 (regidating advances 
by the Government of India to local Governments). In actual 
practice the terms on which advances can ordinarily be given 
have been codified in the rulc.s governing the provincial loans 
fund, which have received the approval of the Secretary of 
State in Council, and have therefore to some extent limited the 
fuller powers which the Govermnent of India enjoyed under 
Devolution rule 25. 

The proposals of Sir "Walter Layton may be summarized 
as follows : — 

(a) The loans raised by provincial Governments 

should be subject to standard regulations and 
their raising shonld bo co-ordinated. 

(b) To this end a council of provincial finance 

ministers should be instituted, over which tho 
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finance !Mcml)cr of the Government of India 
feliould preside. Its lasUs* should be “ to 
establish a borrowing programme, to lay do\ra 
tlie standard regulations, and to arrange terms 
with the Government of India It should, 
Jiowcvor, 'bo advisory only for the present, and 
the real power should vest in the central Gov- 
cniment. On the other hand, it is contemplat- 
ed that the laltcv should not act without con- 
sulting the council, since it Is specifically stated 
'that coiisnltation should invariably lie made 
before special sanction is refused to si loan, even 
where such sanction is doOnitely required by 
the rognlations. 

.(c) As responsible government in India develops, llis 
'Council may cease to ho a ‘mere ad^dsory body 
and may acquire real power. 

'’The Comiriissionf apparently accept these proposals gene- 
Tally. They suggest fiirlhor that the powers statutorily re- 
lainod by the central Govemmont should take tho shape of a . 
qjerfectlv general control, hut tliat tins control should not l>o 
•tiscd to dictate tho purposes for which loans sliould he raised. 
If n declared purpose is wdtbin the -scope of the regulations,, 
"the grant or refusal of sanction slionlcl be dependent primarily’ 
•on considerations of the monetary and credit situation. Ap- 
proval should, hojvevor, not ordinarily be given to a loan iii- 
■•teiidcd to moot a deficit ; and iflt is to bo given, the loan should 
’pay a discriminatory rate of interest. 

Suhicct to i\ cpialificalion and a reservation explained at 
.the (‘iHroC tliis -paragraph, wo are prepared to accept these 
proposals as a provisional arrangement, though we must 
• cuiphasiKO thai the words ‘ credit situation ’ used ahuvo re- 
-Quire further definition. The 'considerations which are to 
govern any decision should include, not onlj' tlie general 
credit situation of the Government of India, having regard 
to its oivn pefsition and the rates for money prevailing in the 
•V'orld at tho time, but also tho particular credit situation of 
the province which is seeking a loan. For this purpose , 
'-account would have to ho taken of the general financial 
policy and position of flic pTovince concerned. 'While 
accepting the proposals as a provisional arrangement, wo 
sfeel bound to express doubts as to its advisability as a pevmq- 
'mont plan, if it is to develop to a point where the inter-pro- 
vincial council ceases to he merely ad\'isory and acquires

Thi* noco«>itv will be Inirne in upon them if thev have 
thoTn*elvG* to deal willi tlie onlvulo monev market, whereas 
if it IS inerrlv a matter hetweon the pmvmei.d Government 
and the cenfraf Government, fho roahtic* mav ho oh*curc(I 
and political influence* will plav a part Speakinp pcneinl 
Tv, we think that the future cour*c mn*t he decided in tho 
hpht of actual oxpeiicnco I'or the ore*ont tho provinci il 
Guommonts are all prepared to continue what 1* 111 sub 
stance the OMPtiii" an.ineemeni, and to place tliom*ehos in 
the hands of the central Government It is our view also 
that thi* arraneement should bo retained for the present, 
^e have to make one further observation in conclu*ion. 
The obieetions expressed by the provancial Gov’ornments to 
havinp their indiwidnal loan operations controlled by a 
council of provincinl representatives hav’O led tlicm in certain 
cases to ask that the functions even of an advisory council 
should he strwtly limited They fear that even if Kuch a 
council is merely advisory, if it is formally constituted^ it 
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ivill be difScult for the central Government to reject its ad* 
\ice They vould piefei it to be definitely underbtoou tbit 
the pover ot decision lemains with the central Govcrnnifiu 
and that the central Government will do no more than sum* 
mon a meeting of provincial representatives so that the 
general programme may be lointly discussed ; such discus 
Hion being of an informal nature and not intended to lead up 
to anything in the nature of definite resolutions by the cow 
cil On the whole, we may expiess agreement with this 
view. 

We must also make one further reservation It would 
seem essential to give the Government of India power to ad 
without consulting pro^nneial representatives if an apphea 
tion for a loan is made in an unexpected emergency. It is 
consistent with our preceding observations that we do not 
consider it to he nocessar> or desiiable to provide by statu- 
tory rules for the establishment of a council The ncces 
sary provisions could be inserted in the standard regulations 
themselves, which would take the place of the rules now sane 
tioned by the Secretary of State Minor points of dotail 
could be thrashed out when the provincial representatives 
met to frame regulations. 

69 Provincial balances — The Indian Statutory Com- 
mission have concurred in Sir Walter Lawton's recommon- 
datiem that provincial balances should not for the present be 
separated, and that anr change in flic present arrangemenfs 
might be postponed until a central bank is cicatod, winch 
would presumably take over the banking business of the pio- 
vincial and central Go\cinmcnts Wo have nseerfained that 
there is no desire on tlic part of provincial Governments for 
anv' immediate oinnge in the present arrangements, and we 
support the Commission's recommendation Wo have, how- 
ev or. to contemplate the pos>-ibilitv that an autonomous pro- 
vinciul Government may desire at some time in the future to 
maintain its own balances, and follovvung the general principle 
adopted bv the Commission a development in this direction 
should be allowed for We therefore recommend that if, 
after the new regime has been started any provineml Gov- 
ernment to maintain separate balances, the Govern- 

ment of India should ho prepared to agree, subject to snit- 
nblo arrangements ns to details A scheme for the separa- 
tion of balances was drawm up in 1924, and it mav he said 
that the separation could be effected without any serious ad- 
ministrative diflicnltv 

In this connection the Commission have made n further 
recommendation that the Go\oriimcnt of India should per- 
form the service of banker foi the provincial Govcnmicnts 



on n commorclal basis, and should not attempt to make undue 
profits out of the business. We accept this in principle ^ntlI- 
out committing ourselves at present to the amount ot profit 
■which •u’ould bo reasonable or the form m ^YhjcIl tlifs profit' 
would accrue, e q., sei-vicos rendered at treasuries or inteicst 
on minimum balances to be kept by the provmcial Go\eru- 
merits. 

70. Accounts and audit. — Sir Walter Layton’s rcconi- 
mondation in regard to provincial accounts and to tlio status 
and functions of the Auditor General arc endorsed* by the 
Indian Statutory Commission. We accept the Commission’s 
recommendations. It is not nulikely that some of the provin- 
cial Governments \nU at first desire to employ the ccntial 
Government as their agent to keep their accounts and snpci- 
vise their accounting staff, but we agree with Sir Waller 
Layton tl at whatever arrangement is adopted, the accounting 
staff should be entirely separate, so tlint the accounts inav bo 
audited by an ofTicor holding an independent position Tho 
various technical problems arising m this connection bate 
been examined, and, although complicated, do not give rfso to 
nnv insuperable difficulty. The question of the future of Iho' 
Indian Audit and Accounts Senicc is among the most im- 
portant The danger to avoid is that of ha\iiig a number of 
small distinct cadres, none of which would bo sufficiently laigo 
to offer a career to attract and keep good men. At first at 
any rate the provinces will probably find it necessary to ■'•m- 
ploy nifn seconded from the central sen.’ic'* for Dio higher 
poJts, and Dio full organization will bo for ndmiiiislratK o ex- 
perience to decide. 

71. Grants in-aid. — ^Wc agree wnth the view o\prcs'?cdt 
bv the Indian Statutory Commission that tho rigid svstem 
now in force,’ under which it has been held that it is not pei- 
mis«:iHc to incur expenditure from central revenues on nro- 
vincial subiects, should be relaxed, and that it should be 
rendered consfitutionnllv possible under suitable restrictions 
to assist pro\incial obieefs from central funds and vice t'osa. 
Any snob grants in aid should be for some specific purpose, 
and tbe system should not be used for general relief of pro- 
^incial revenues. 

72. Local cesses on land. — have no comment to make 
on Sir Walter Layton’s rocommendationj regar ling Die desir- 
ability of removing the limit upon surcharges or cesses on 
land revenue or rent TIub is a mattor which is within the 
competence of p^o^-incinl legislatures. 
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THE CHIEF COMMISSIONERS' PROVINCES. 

The North West Frontier Province 
73 The proposals of the Commission. — The Commission 
devote paiticular attention to the peculiarly difficult problem 
ot the JMoitli West Frontier Province Their first volume 
contains an illuminating chapter on its main features The 
contrast botwocn the government exercised in the fi\c ad 
ininisteiod districts and in the tribal tiacts bejond is autbon 
lativcly described, and the chapter ends mth a general dis- 
cussion of the nature of the constitutional problem The mam 
points which the Commission take are, first, that the Inbnl 
aica must remain under the direct charge of the Gonciii 
inent of India , second, that the administration of justice and 
the task of promoting and prcscrvmg order in the five distncts 
IS intimatelv connected with tlic control of the tribal tracts j 
third, tint if law and order m tbc fi\e districts were to be 
dealt with in a pioviueial legislature, and entrusted to a minis 
ter responsible to sucli legislature, the noccssirj co operation 
would be more dillicult to scenic, and, tonrth, that the 
question of law and order, which m other parts of India is 
a domestic and inlomal matter, m the North West i'Vonticr 
Pro^inco IS cIosol> related to the subjects of foreign 
polic\ , and of Iinporinl defence On the other hand, 
while thc> comment s%mpatJicticalIy on the fears of 
the small Hindu commnniU, the Commission hold tint the 
denial ol rolorms to tlio fuc districts Ins given tliose an nn 
doubted giioAaiico Tliej comment, howo\er, on the absence 
of local cxpcnoiico of tlic oIecli\o principle and draw ndvoise 
conclusions from tlic results of the recent experiment in 
elections to the Peshawar rauincipility 

Tlie recommendations made bv the Commission in thoir 
second aolumo loflcct the tenonr of tlie -vaewB thcf express hi 
the fii<?t Thej repent (licir proMous emphasis on tlie osscii 
tial need for unified control o\ci the settled districts and over 
the tribal Irict*’, ns the oiilj menus bj A\hich the seenntj of 
the frontier can be cfTcctnclj ranmtnined Tlicy accordingly 
suggest that tlicro should be no cImni?o in the present anango- 
mont, In which the Chief Commis'^ionor combines m his 
person the dual rcspoiiMbilitv of ndministeiing the fuo 
oistncts and acting as Agent for the Goa omor General in 
dealing avitli the tnb il area Tlioa propose to meet tlio politi- 
cal aspirations of the proaince bj creating a local legislnturo 
containing iiuhrecth elected representath cs, with powcis 
of taxation and of anting expenditure ; but •“oxccutiao 
Tcspoiibibilita sliould, ns at present, rest aMth the Chief Com- 
missioner "

75 The need for constitutional advance — As wo shall pre- 
south mdicato, we see stnmij rt isous for giMug the \orth-

liberal than proposed either b\ the Commission or bj the 
Indian Conlral Committee But the first point which we 
desire to cmpha'^i/c is tint (he (Aiminibsion thcm'scUcs appre 
ciato the now urgent need for constitulioiml ad\aiico in that 
]iroMnce 'Iho need is also rocogm7cd In the Indian Central 
Committee 'Ihis is an important \ ination from the position 
which obtained in when the authors of the Joint Keport 
recommended* (hat, for reasons of 6tiatcg\, tlio pro\mcc must 
rcTinin cntirch in the hands of the Goicmmont of India, a 
recommendation which Ima since continued to goxcni its 
constitutional status And, though the problem ot introduc 
ing reforms Im« been much auitattd tor some \cai‘K past, and 
xrnB examined the Committee oicr which Sir Benjs Bray 
presided in 1922, no change in the administration has > ot been 
male The proMuce was separate 1 from the Puniab m

the proMnee, and this is a position winch wo think can no 
longer be maintained The need for some advance is admit 
ted , the questions now at issue aie its degree, und the tonn 
vrhich the new constitution should take 

llie Commission seem to Imre been gieatlj influenced 
b> their bohet that local comlitions pre\ ent anj resort to 
methods ot direct election For our part we are inclined to 
the Mcw that the conclusions which the Commission drew 
from the first results of a single experiment in municipal 
elections may have been unduK pessimistic, and, if direct 
elections to the legislature be found practicable, we would 
consider it difficult, on general grounds, to retuse to the 
frontier proMneo somewhat more generous treatment than 
the Commission recommend The fii c districts of the North 
W est Frontier Pi evince arc not behind the adjoining districts 
of the Kawalpindi and Sliiltan divisions of the Punjab in 
point of intelligence and capacitx In those Punjab districts 
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the method of direct election to distiict boards and mumapsl 
committees was still unknown "v^lien the reforms ot 1919 '^erc 
introduced Ne> ertiieless, they Iia\ e participated with 
success in the d\archicnl constitution of the piovuice 'lli» 
people ot the ^*orth West hVontier Province maj well claim 
that the ab'jence ot direct representation tor local purposes 
should no more obstruct the introduction of repiesentativa 
government in their jiromnce now than it did in the Punjab 
in 3919 111 fact the Chief Commissioner has now dofidcd 

to introduce diiect repiecentalion for the constitution of local 
bodies. 

There are, bowevoi, other rea‘!ons of great piait'cri 
moment lor carrying retorm be>ond the pomt reached bv tne 
Commi^'-ioii. Then proposals coucodo a legislatno council, 
but denj any popular share m the executive In efli'-'i the 
Commisaiou, equalh with the Indian Central Commit'ee, 
would Ica^e the ^orth We‘?t Frontier Province, with rM 
lariation, ^c^y much at the stage which other piovuic^'S 
iciched with the introduction of the Morley Minlo ^efonu’f 
in 1TJ9, There ould bo in the cvccutue no element ot 
losponsibihty to the legislature The undertaking of His 
ifaiestv’s Government set out m the anuouncemeut of the 
noth Angnct 1917 would still remain unespresced in t’ e 
cou'stitution of the Isorth West Frontier Proimce at a time 
when the other provinces are rapidl\ moving fonvnrd to- 
rc<ipon«ible government Wc fullv recognize the particnfar 
conditions of the ^lOrthWest FVontiei Province so well 
described in the report, and do not overlook the wcigl'tv 
coiTsideration** wliicU intlaenced the Commission lu fai oni of 
a str’ctU cautiou** ad\anco At the same time the rcalitu** 
of the «!itnation. and we here hnie in mind the events of the 
post few months, make it n matter of the first importance 
that the scheme adopted Mioiild attract a rca'^onablo measure 
of public support , and, ‘subject to the nece's'^arv sateguard, 
that it «?hould not leave the wa^v open for invichou'; com

76. The choice 'fietweeii three courses — ^These are the 
broader considerations which we Inve before us The 
choice of a constitution for the North-Wc&t Frontier Province 
«scems to he between three systems ■ either a Morlev Minto 
constitution, or dyarchv, or a unitan scheme on lines 
approvijimte to the form of go\eniment in other pro\mcos, 
hut with provisions npnroprin*c to the particular circum- 
stances of the province The first represents roughl v the t lioico 
made by tlie Commic^ion and b\ tl.c majonty of the Indian 
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gi\cn, V.C consider tint it would not sitistj the political 
aspirations ol the province, nnd would thus sulTcr irom tho 
tntal impediment that it would enlist no popular co operation. 
Arj^nments based on the Uoniimssion's contention tliat tho 
province* “ forms iho mcvilahlo terrain for mililiirv npeia- 
lions ” seem to ns to ho '»iisccplihJc of implications other than 
those which the Coramissnm driw A discontented tronticr 
province would bo a serioitb threat in the rear ol anj army 
oi>cratinp; in the delcnco of India Wc wonlil bo reluctant 
Ihcrctore to ailopt a form ol constitution for tlio North West 
l-rontier IVovinto whuh would tall so lar short of provincial 
expectations Incidtntallv the siiKr?<''tion ol tho Indian 
Central Committee to fix a ten veara’ limit to the constitution 
which tliev propose seems to ns more Iihelj to a^i'ravato than 
to assuage the objections to their scheme rrom tlie lirst 
5 cars of tho new conRtitntion ajptation would he set on foot 
to replace an admitlcdlv tninslhoiml Bjstcm bj somethms 
more acceptable 

The second exponicnt of a dv archie coiisiifidion on 
tho lines of tho existing constitution 111 tlio Governors’ pio- 
vnicos was suggested bv two Muslim members of the Indmu 
Central Committee, nntncl> Sir Znlfiqnr Ah Khan and Hr. 
A Siilirawardv So far as we arc aware tlieir suggcbtii'u 
has rocoiv od no support in tho prov incc , and, m tho absence 
of such support, wo agree with the Clnef Commissioner that 
there would bo von grave disadvantages in now giving the 
North ■\^cel Frontier 1 ‘rovmco a form of govoinmoid which 
IS being discarded ciscwlierc Tlio general arguments used 
b) tho Commission in criticism ol dvarchj in tho Governois’ 
provinces would appiv with special force in the North West 
Frontier Frovinco, whore irresponsible opposition to the 
reserved administration would be particularlj dangerous 

There remains the third possibility, namely, a unitary 
pcbeinc approximating to tlic form of government m other 
prov inccs, but w ith adequate pow cr secured to the head of the 
province suitable to the particular local circumstances 
xliis is the torm of constitution recommended by the Chict 
Commissioner and represents the choice between the three 
courses which wo would ourselves make The scheme which 
the Chiet Commissioner proposes is sot out in an annexuro 
to his letter , but the mattei is of such great importance to 
the peace and contentment ot the North AVest Frontier Fro- 
Vince that we make no apologj tor ourselves recapitulating 
the features ot the Chiet Commissioner’s scheme and review- 
ing the lines on which it might be expected to tunction. 
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77 The Chief Commissioner’s scheme —The schcnic prc 
pared b> tlio Chief Commissionei contemplates a logishturo 
to c as recommended hy the Commi-ibion of an elected 
and nominated element in about equal proportions The 
piGciso suggestion is that the elective element should be gnen 
a ma^oiitj^ot one bo far theie is agreement ivith the Com 
mission, but in place of the Commission’s scheme of indirect 
election, the intention is to substitute ducct election “ it theKr 
IS found to be anj strong local feeling in ln\ our of a body of

frontier remissions and allowances, and strategic roads as 
illustrations of matters chielly relating to the tribal areas 
and to tlie detence ot India, and properly classed as cential 
isubjects tor that reason He also mentions the extra police 
and other torccs necessitated by the geographical position ot 
the piovincc. "We think it probable that on turther examina- 
tion those should be classed as provincial. These, however, 
are matters ot detail which need not here detain us. The 
broad point is that in making the dividing line between central 
and provincial subjects, regard •would be had to the need 
tfor classifying as central certain subjects of all-India 
importance peculiar to the present administration ot the 
North-West Frontier Province, which could not properly be 
'entrusted to the provincial legislature. 

Simultaneously •with the dc\olntion of authoritj to the 
local administration, it would be necessary to give the pro- 
vince a financial settlement. The Chief Commissioner has 
explained that it •will be necessary first to rcacli a figure 
of what may be called its nonnnl domestic expenditure. 
"Steps have already been taken to enquire further into 
the classihcation which he has suggested of various classes ot 
provincial expenditure, but these again ore matters of detail 
"With which wo need not encumber tins despatcli The out- 
•staiiding result is that oven after heads of expenditure which 
should bo clnssihod as central ha\e been soparated, the 
revenues locally raised arc expected to tall far short of the 
expenditure needed tor the administration of the subjects, 
wliicli will be classified ns proMiicial To meet this deficit a 
'subsditioii from central levcnucs would be required wliicb, in 
ugi oomo.it with the Commission, wo consider would bo justi- 
fied Tfio Cfnef Commissioner suggest^, and wo arc disposed 
"to accept his suggestion, that the subvention fixed on tfus 
basis should not bo variable Irom jenr to jear, but should be 
subject to quinquennial review’ by the A^’sembly. 

Tliese are the broad outlines of tlie alternative scheme, 
•which with duo regard to local conditions the Chief \lomnns- 
sioner has put fonvard. In concluding his description of his 
propovnls, which lie describes as tentative onh , he suinniniizca 
the mam respects in whicli thev depart from tlie recommenda- 
1ions ot the Commi«5Sion, immclj, m the devolution of aiitho- 
ritv to the local Government ; the provision for a financial 
settlement ; the introduction of direct election to the 
lejnslaturo , and the presence in the executive of two minis- 
tois, (<iio ofiicial and one non-oflicial The scheme is put 
forward in the belief tint while securing to the Lieutenant- 
Governor adequate controlling authority, it will giv’e the 
province a flexible comtitnlion capiblo, with the growtu of 
political experience, of development and expansion without 



the necessity of subsequent violent changes ot radic«il 
statutoiy amendment, 

78. Consideration by the Round Table Conference — 
We have no doubt that lull oppoitimity will be taken at the 
Round Table Conference, in consultation with the British 
India delegates, to weigh and to asses* the rival merits 
of the three schemes which we have set out, oi of any others 
which may be put forward for consideration, iluch weight 
will attach to the proposal to tvhich the Commission have 
lent their authority. \Vc recogmze the care and the abiiitf 
with which tliej have consideied this most difBcult problem. 
We do not differ iiom them in their assessment of the factors 
which must be bonie in mind, and of which we appreciate 
the bearing. But recent events have thrown fresh hght on 
what has become a piessing political problem. We do 
not disguise the risks involved They are set ont frankly 
by the Chief Commissionei. But the risk of continued poU- 
tical dissatisfaction in the North-West Frontier Frovincc 
IS to our minds the greater menace. We look for a constitu- 
tion which shall bo so liamod as, on the one hand, to sale- 
guard the pence and security of tho^ frontier, and, on the 
other hand, to recognize the local aspirations with vhioh v>e 
tully svTnpatiiize tor a form of government, containing a 
popular clement, for the admin stiation of purely provincial 
subjects With tills objective before us, vihile we appicciate 
the argnmciifs on which the Comnii«-sion base tlicir nioposnls, 
wo tav'our the more liberal scheme winch the Chief Commis- 
sioner has prepared, and which he recommends. 

Baluchistan. 

79. The Chief Commissioner in Baluchistan aecepty the 
view o\pre«<5ed bv- the Commission that no present change is 
rcquiicd in the administr.ition of Bahiclu'-tan, v\ here no desire 
fni vNostern institutions has yet ovprc'^scd itself We .dso 
are of the same opinion. Wc agree with the Chief Commis 
sioncr in the importance which he attaches to the Commis- 
sion’s proposal for the representation of the province in the 
central legislature. We have home this in mnid in the 
suggestions vilucli wc liavo made below for the tuturc com- 
position of the Indian legislature. 

Other Areas. 

SO. The Delhi Province — ^Tii our memorandum to the 
Commission on tlic subject of the Delhi province, vve observed 
tliat it comprisos the scat of the Imperial Governmoiit and 
tliose areas alone w hicli could not conv oniontly be severed from 
it. Though the memorandum was descriptive only, wc drew 
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open tlio precedent*? of other countries to cmplnsizo our 
direct interest in the general and polilicil condition of our 
owTi oncliNc The Coinmi*=sioirs Men that the form of 
go% eminent n DoUu cannot be usofulI\ altered is cntirelj 
in acconi with our onn opinion In our onn suggestions lor 
the constitution of the Assembh wt meet the point taken 
bj the bhiof Commissioner tbal Uierc should bo h\o seals, 
one lor a Hindn and one for a Muslim roprosentalno of tlio 
Delhi proMiicc, 

81 Ajmer Merwara — bimilarU, m agreement nith the 
Commission and Mitli the Chief Cominissionor, mc consider 
that at present no constitutional refonn cm smtablv bo 
introduced in Ajmer Meniarn Wo agree mth the Chief 
Commissioner that the reprcscntatiie of the proMiice in 
the AsscnibU should as now be elected and should not, as 
suggested b^ the Commission, be nominated It maj not, 
however, bo possible to meet the Mew of the Chief Commis 
aiontr that Ajmer Monvara be given a separate seat not 
shared with anj other province in the Council of btatc Hut, 
as in the case of Coorg, we agree that the mows expressed

82 Coorg — ^The Commission Imo expressed tho opinion 
that there is no ground for changing existing constitutional 
arrangemei ts m Coorg Tho Coorgs thomsohos appear 
from the Chief Commissioner’s letter to be diiided in their 
MOWS on the future status of the pronneo Some sections 
are reported to favour amalgamation with a larger unit , 
others desire to retain the separate existence of tho Coorg 
province AVe agree with tho Chief Commissioner that, 
until local opimon has crystallized, it would be premature 
and unwasc to take final decisions ■\\ e accordingly accept 
tue recommendation of the Commission agamst any present 
change 

"We accept the Commission’s proposal to gi\o Coorg 
one elected reatln the Federal \ssombly We fully apprcciita 
the distinctiie historical traditions of Coorg as recalled by 
the Cliiet Commissioner, but we see some difficulty in accept- 
ing his suggestion tliat this small province should also have 
one seat ot its own in the Council of btate instead of sharing 
n seat with Baluchistan and Ajmer Merwara, as recommended 
by the Commission The news expressed by the Chief Com 
imssioner on this point may however be further considered 
when tlie arrangements for tho composition of the future 
Council of btate arc being made 
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83 Maclamery for constitutional changes — Tliough wo 
accept the Commission's \iei\ that the time has not come loi 
constitutional change in anj of these tour central areas, "wc 
lecognizG that their existing systems ot administration may lu 
course ot time come to require modification We should hope 
theretore that there •R'ould be machmery in the constitution to 
enable administrative and constitutional changes to be made 
at any time in the toim ot their government.

84 Separation recommended by the Commission — 
then lepoi t the Commission di'^cuss* at some length the fiitnre 
of Buima They describe the nature of its present asso 
ciation ■*\ith India, and express two mam grounds foi Iheir 
belitt that the tuo countries should now be separated The8*=‘ 
two grounds, A\hicli thej state as cardinal considerations, are, 
fiist, the strength of Bunnaii sentiment in favour ot sepai i 
tion , and, second, the constitutioiiai difliculty of giving to 
Burma a satisfactory place in any centralized system dc 
signed to ad\ancc the reahzatiou of responsible go\oinmert 
111 lUilish India Tlieir examination of these two matters 
loads the Commissionf to the definite conclasion that noth 
ing but the most overwhelming considerations could justity 
the continued relciition oi Burma within the Government of 
India ’ Having leached this view, they next proccid to 
coiisidfi the main objections which have been raised, military, 
fiiimcial and economic 

I he Commission do not contest the argument in the 
Atoulagii Chelmsford report that Burma mubtremainf pait 
of the Indi'^n polity ” for militarv reasons They do not 
enter into questions of high strategv, but, after emphasi ing 
the Innit ot Burma’s interest in the defence of the North 
East Erontier of India, they take their mam point that§ “ they 
see no icason why it should not be possible to combine poll 
tical separation wath satisfactory arrangements in the niili 
tary sphere ” Though they contemplate that the tioops. m 
a separated Burma would be under the control of the Got 
ernor iii all ordinary internal matters, they seem to have had 
in MOW close militarv co ordmation under some kind of 
unified control between India and Burma for the general 
purposes of defence 

The Oommission accept Sir Waller Layton’s general con 
elusion 11 that “ separation could fairly be effected in such a 
way as to do no hnancial injury to either country, and to leave 
Biunia with adequate resources ” 
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They restrict their consideration of the economic consor 
quoiices to the effect of separation on Burma’s economic posi- 
tion and its economic relations \rith India, and suggest that 
mutual adjustments should be made byway of a trade conven- 
tion between the two countries to the advantage of both. 

I he general view which the Commission reach from these 
conclusions is that there arc no nulitary, financial or economic 
objections of snch weight as to amount* to “ ovenvhclrning 
considoratrons ” sufficient to justify the retention of Burma 
under the Government of India. They accordingly make a 
definite recommendation that Burma should be at once sepa- 
rated from India, and they suggest that a declaration to tkat 
effect should he made as early as possible. 

85. The military problem. — ^In the short time at our dis- 
posal we have endeavoured to supplement the Commission’s 
investigations into the probable military, financial and eco- 
nomic consequences of separation by further departmental en- 
quiries on our ovTi part. IVo take first the railatary problem. 

We do not hero concern ourselves with questions of the 
garrison required in a separated Burma; nor with the sources 
from which it should be obtained ; nor again with sucli mat; 
tors ns the nature and extent of such financial contribution! 
if any, as Burma might for one reason or anotlior be re- 
quired to make towards the defence of India. The broad 
issue V liich we place before ourselves is wholbcr or not strate- 
gical considerations make it essential to maintain a single 
military organization under unified control for the de- 
fence both of India and of Burma. On this broad issue the 
technical advice which has been tendered to us by our col- 
loaguo His Excellency the Commnnder-in-Cluef is that iiuilied 
control is not essential. We arc informed that there is no 
military reason why each countiy should not possc^ss its 
own separate defence organization. Tliis advice immensely 
simplifies the problem >nth wliich the Commission were faced. 
It docs not mean that difficult and complicated issues may not 
arise in iletcrmining the appropriate arrangements for the 
defence of Burma. Nor docs it exclude the pos-iluUty 
of some measure of mutual co-ordination in the arrangements 
made for the defence of the two countries. But the advice 
winch we are given, and which wc are disposed to accept, 
goes far to remove the military problem as in itself an 
obstacle to the separation of Burma, Moreover, it is whollv 
in accord with the representation made by the Govormnent of 
Burma themselves thntt “ separation should bo complete, and 
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should extend to the militaxy as ^\cll as to the pohtical 
sphere 

8b Financial considerations — Oiir examination of the 
iinaiU lai c onsequences hkeh to arise from separation is neces 
sarilj incomplete, hut \\c enclose m the torm of an appendix* 
a meiiioiaiidum ijrepaied in our Finance Department di‘?cn‘?b 
mg \aiioub aspects of this matter The calculations nude 
bv Sir Walter Lawton in his note on the financial aspect 
oj stparu+ion are examined and discussed, and the concliisun 
reached by the Department is that it vould not he safe to 
accept at pie'^ent the Commission’s finding that separation 
could fairlv be effected in such a Ma^ as to do no financnl 
iii]ur> to India At the same time, according to the depart 
mental mgav, separation could be brought about m such a ^^IV 
that Hr ■»*e\enue loss to India ^ould not he of sufficient mag 
1 Jtude to make it a factor of oveiriding importance in con 
sHlcring tl e pros and cons of separation The reactions of 
scpii<itioii in the financial sphere \\i\\ not be confined to its 
duoet efiects on revenue and expenditure In con«ic'einig 
the^e reactions ive wish to emphasize the great desirabilityf 
if sopaiation is to he earned out, of adpisting the relitions 
hpt^\eGn the t\\o countries in a spirit of leason and mutual 
accommodation, so as to avoid as far as possible the ill effects 
a^hlch might arise from so gieat a change in long established 
practice This remark apphes eciuallv to the economic conbe 
qu^'nces refened to m the next paragraph 

87 Economic consequences — e turn now to tlie possible 
economic consequences of separation Here we pass into a 
region where piecise statements of the probable future posi 
tion in *ho eAent of separation cannot be made At present 
the two countnps come under a •single economic system The 
Commission have examined the question primarily from the 
aspect of the reactions of separation on the economies of 
Buima They comment on the divergence of interests 
hetwicn In 1 a and Burma and mentioni- that “ Buima in- 
cicasingl> ftels that its o^\^ practical interests oomotiniec con 
fict ■s ith the policy a Inch commends itbelt to the majoiity 
ir the ccntial legislature” We are aware that some sec- 
tions ol infinential opinion in Bnrma take the \ lew that econo- 
mically their country suffers hv its union wdh India, and that 
this constitutes a factor in the local dem iml for separation 
But even if it -Nvere to he established that under existing 
ariangcments Burma suffers some economic disadvantages 
not (lirectlv offset by compensatory economic benefits, this 
T ould not necessarily lead to a decision m favour of irame- 
di ite separation It would still be neces^arv to assess the 
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economic effect on India of a separated Bnrmn. The most 
that w’Q are able at present to say on this subject is that the 
economic effects may bo considerable, but that, as suggested 
by the Commission, it should be possible to secure tho legiti- 
mate interests of India by some such means as a trade con- 
vention on terms mutually advantageous to both countries. 

88. Administrative aspects. — ^Into tho more general as- 
pects of separation vre have made similar departmental in- 
vcsiigation. No administraU\*e objections have been brought 
to our notice of such moment as to affect a deci- 
sion on the broad question of policy wbetlier Burma should 
remain a part of British India, or whether it should be separ- 
ated. If the political association of the two countries wore 
to bo terminated, it might still be found desirable by mutual 
agreement to retain common services for certain purposes. 
For instance, local difEcuIties in organizing scientific depart- 
ments corresponding to the Geological Survey of India, the 
Survey of India or the Meteorological Department could be 
met by agreed arrangements on a basis of payments made for 
services rendered. Any necessary co-operation, for instance, 
in agricultural, medical or forest research, could no doubt be 
settled by negotiation, 

89. Separation accepted in principle.— The brief review 
which wo have made of the military, financial, economic and 
administrative factors loads us generally to the same con- 
clusion as that reached by the Commission, namely tliat, 
however important may bo the practical considerations which 
are raised by the proposal for separation, and wo do not dis- 
guise from ourselves the fact that the consequences may bo 
far-reaching, they do not in themselves constitute any insur- 
mountable barrier. The separation of Burma can therefore 
bo examined in the light of the broader considerations of 
policy adduced by the Comnussion. In their first volume the 
Commission* set themselves to bring home to the British 
Parliament and the British people in what tho difference 
between Burma and the rest of India essentially consists”. 
9'lto people of Burma are entirely different from tho people 
of India. They come from a different stock and have a 
diffoient history. Tlie former rulers of India never 
ruled over Burma. The country in which the Burmese 
live is geographically distinct from India and is cut 
off from it by sea, mountain and jungle. These state- 
ments by the Commission of the differences between tho 
two countries supply the fundamental argiiment in favour of - 
separation, an argument which develops greater strength 
with each stop forward that India takes on the road to sclf-

We accordingly endorse the vieu expressed hy the 
Commission that, so far as there is public opinion m 
Burma, it is strongly in favour of sepaiation Assiunuigt 
therefore, that an equitable financial settlement Will be made 
between the tuo countries, and that their respective ccononac 
interests will bo safoguaidcd by arrangements which ue hope

UO An early declaration of policy- — The Commis'?ion 
smrgcst tint an aniuninromcnt "honld l)o promptly and pub 
Uih made tint the pohej of «;opaiation of Burma from British 
Tiidii li n boon approved, and lint consideration will at once 
be given to llto question of the new constitution of Burma, 
and to the f d u tinont of the mam complicated and important

Tim point with 
vbicli wc are concerned is to invite attention to llie emphasis 
vUich the tbwemmont of P.wrma lay npon the t’C'^d for ex- 
po lition, in order tliat a new constitution for Ihiuna may* 
come into bejnff at llie same time ns the now constitntion 
for British India. In vien of the large iFsncs involved, wo 
have some donht vhothor tliis will in fact I'o possihlo ; hnt, 
nsmming tliat the general cn<o for toparatimi is ostahlisliod, 
ve ngroc iKitli with the Coinm!<s<ion and with the local Gov- 
ernment that an early declaration of i>olic} is dosirahlo to 
cnnhle enquiries to he *^01 on foot without avoidable delay, in 
order to offtet the separation ns nearly as may ho simnlla- 
neoncly with the introduction of the new constitntion in 
India. 

91. The machinery for enquiry. — ^^Vo liavc mentioned that 
largo issues arc in^olveJ, ami wc slinll endeavour to guo 
a cnnncete<l \icw of tho gonoml nature of ll.e enquiries 
which seem to us lihcly to bo necessary befon* separation can 
bo carried into clTcct, In such an c^ent, there would he three 
classes of matters to he considered. In the first place a now 
constitution for the separatod Burma would be required. 
Secondly it would bo necessary to hcpnrnto tlie finances of the 
two countries and to determine in otlior respects their mutual 
rights and obligations. And, lastly, there are all those 
arrangements wliich may require to bo made by agreement 
betw’cen two separated countries, arrangements, for instance, 
relating to commercial and trading conditions. The most 
that we can attempt at this htage is to sketch in outline tlie 
maclnnor>' which may be necessary for the investigation of 
these se^o^al matters. 

92. A constitutional commission. — The Commission na- 
turally do not themselves undertake to elaboi.ilo .i constitu- 
tion for Burma because, as they say, suggestions from 
authoritative qiiarteis arc not as yet forthcoming, and until 
the main question is settled, the consequent readjustments 
are hypothetical Bnt they indicate* that they do not con- 
template that “ the framing of a new constitution for Burma 
would be undertaken without full consultation on the subject 
with those having special knowledge of the working of the 
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present government, or until after further enquiry into local 
conditions and opinions 

We should not anticipate that there could he any difference 
of opinion on the necessity for appointing some authoritative 
ad hoc body, "whether commission or committee, to report upon 
a new constitution for Burma. Conflicting vie"ws may 
♦ be held regarding the exact nature of this body. The 
Crovernment of Burma set out two alternatives, either en- 
quiry hy a Parliamentary commission appointed by Koyal 
Warrant or enquiry by a committee in which Bnrmans 
would be included. For reasons given” in their letter the 
local Government prefer the former method, hut would make 
provision to associate a select committee of the Burma 
legislative council with the work of enquiry both in Burma 
and in England. We do not ourselves feel called upon at 
this stage to expreas'an opinion on these alternatives. But 
there is a considerable Indian population resident in Burma; 
and Indian capital and labour play an important part in 
Burmese business. The Government of India could not there- 
fore disclaim all concern in the framing of a new constitution 
for Burma, and we worild expect that in the process of esnquiry 
Indian opinion would be given adequate ojq^ortunity to be 
heard on all matters touching Indian interests in Burma. 
These, however, are matters into which we need not now enter. 
Our immediate intention is to affirm the need wMeh, in 
the event of separation bein^ accepted, vvill at once arise 
for full and specific enquiry into the framing of a new con- 
stitution for Burma, a problem which has not yot been 
examined. 

iniile we limit ourselves to stating this broad proposition, 
there is one matter of particular importance relating to the 
terms of reference to be given to those entruRtct-l with this 
responsible task, on which the local Goiprninent comment, 
and to which we invite attention. When tlio annonneemont 
of August 1917 was made, Burma was, as it now is, a part 
of British India. The progressive realization of responsible 
government was promised to Burma equally with the rest of 
India. It is important that the pledge then given should bo 
re-affirmed to a separated Burma. In Bomo quarters doubts 
have been east on tbe motives alleged to underlie official 
support to the policy of popnration. If for no other reason, 
a clear statement of the continuing policy of His Iilajcsty’s 
Government should, in the event of separation, be publicly 
made in order to set such doubts at rest. We agree with the 
local Govomment that the point, which was not overlooked 
by the Commission,* can probably best bo taken in the terms 
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of rcfoiGuco gi\e i to the comnussion or committee ippomtcd 
for the purpose of the constitution'll tnquirj We do not pro 
pose to discuss the hues on 11111611 this enquiry should piocecd, 
but the oigaiii 2 atiQii of the defence ot Bunna i\ill be a matter 
in i\hich as near neighbouis, i\o maj be expected to possess 
a continuing interest For that reason, as also because of the 
present association of the two countries, i\d assume tuat the 
bod} charged mth the constitutional cuquir} uiU obt un the 
Ileus of the niilitar} authorities in India on this question 

Lastl}, befoic uc pass on, i\e take this opportunit} to 
state our agreement mth the opinion* expressed b} the Com 
mission that if separation takes place, the 6 o% emor General 
of India should cease to have am official responsibilih towards 
Burma, and Bunna should ha\c a Go\cmor of its own not 
subordinate to the Governor General 

91 The financial settlement — ^Tho general financial 
a'.p els of the "oparalioii of Burma were examined by Sir 
W'’ltcr I a\ ton in an appondixt to the report We hai p ahe ulj 
nt ilioncd his general conclusion whicli the Comm ‘•sion 
accept, thut sppaiation could faiih bo olTcctod iii such a way 
as to dj no financial inpirv to either countri, an? to leaio 
PiiTmu whh adequate resources and we ha\o imitf 1 a*tou 
tion to llic lather more cautious anticipation of the piobiblo 
position niado b^ our own Finarcc Department The Gov 
einmtnt of Burma state that while thev do not accent fho 
nssmnpUons undo by Su Waltci Lav ton, tbo} accept Ins 
gcncial toncliision tliat tl ere is no sliong financial objecaou 
It scparaticu 

It IS clear that the ‘reparation of the finance'? of the 
countr} vmII raise cxtreinclv diflicult issue'?, requiring close 
expert analysis, in the decision of which it will be e'?sential 
to hold an even balance between what mav bo conflicting 
claims We agree with the local Government that fho best 
inclhod of approaclnng tins difficult problem is to endeav our, 
by mutual co-opcnlion ])el\^cen llic Government of India and 
the Government of Bunna to draw up an agreed si itoment 
of the case for reference to an impartial tribunal The su?) 
jeets roquinng settlement will be of a technical nature and 
wall include, besides the normal questions of the adiustmont 
of revenue vnd expenditure wich matters as the allocation 
of debt cliarges and the adiustmont of currenev arrangements 
No constitutional comnns'sion could deal satisfactonlv vvath 
these questions for its functions would be entirelv different, 
as also its probable methods of cnquin In arriv/.Qfi' at a 
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financial soltlomenf the main point to be considered is tbeuoed 
for satisfying public opinion in both countries that each u 
being fairly treated. Indian public opinion would vratcl^ tins 
aspect of the arrangements verj* jealously, more particularly 
the allocation of debt burdens. IVc believe that a committee 
of the Pru*y Council would be the sort of tribunal most likely 
to satisfy Indian opinion. Their decisions could be given on 
evidence placed before them, assisted by expert witnesses, 
or possibly assessors, from India and from Burma. 

94, Trade agreements, — There remain the matters to be 
settled by agreement. Those 'which we have principally in 
\‘iow arc connected with trade and commerce between the two 
countries. It might he argued that the consideration of these 
aspects of the problem could be left over until separation is 
efToclcd, a financial settlement reached, and a new constitu- 
tion for Burma inaugurated. Tlio contrary view might be 
tatcu by Indian critics, that Indian opinion would only agree 
to separation subject to satisfactory arrangements being 
made on such matters. "We do not oursclves^considcr that 
this altitude could bo snstained, but wo recognize that the 
knowledge that India and Burma wore agreed to work to 
golher to their mutual advantage in regard to those questions 
would facilitate the discussion of the overriding issue of 
separation. ^Vo therefore agree with the local Government 
that in the troalmont of these questions, ns in the collection 
of material on which to reach a financial settlement, (ho groimd 
should be prepared and endeavours made to establish without 
further delay an agreed statement of facts to serve if possible 
as a basis for future arranements. which the two Govem- 
nicnts, as they stand to-day, should agree to accept, 

95. Summary.— “After accepting separation, in principle, 
wo have in these paragraphs attempted to indicate in very 
general terms some of the more important issues involved, 
and to suggest machinery for their treatment. Should the 
policy of separation be adopted, these matters will require a 
very much closer examination in detail Gian it would be pro- 
fitable for us to give them at the pre'scnt stage, while the 
acceptance of the policy itself is stiU hypothctical-

97 The casting form of government — It mav bo con 
acment at the outset to rcciU the framcworl of the cMstiug 
atuieluic cl government at the centre Iho Governor Ocntial 
in Council is rc«poiisiblo in all matters to the Secret in of 
State The members of the cxccntivc Council arc appointed 
ba the Crown and throe of them must bo persons wlio 
have been for at least ton joars in the scnico of the Crown 
in India The legislature consists of two chambers of which 
the first contains a substantial majoiitj of oloctod mombeis, 
though the nominated element consicting of 2G ofiicial mem 
hers and 14 non ofTiciaK is of snfiicient size to plav a veiv 
important part Tlio non official Indian members of the 
Governor General’s Council have not been drawn from 
the existing legislature nnd do not depend for their 
position on its support The Government endeavour to 
accommodate their policv far as circumstances permit to

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conditions are at present realized The existing system pro-

101. Outline of proposals of the Commission. — Having 
given a general picture of the existing constitution at the 
centre and the way in which it works, we have to consider 
against this background the proposals of the Commission foi 
the future. The Commission suggest no change as regards 
the responsibility of the Governor General in Council to tbe 
Secretary of State, and they have been unable to propose 
any definite restriction of the field in which the Secretary 
of State will exercise his powers. In all matters, with the 
exception of those covered by the fiscal convention, the prin- 
ciple of which, however, they do not approve and would not 
extend, the Commission contemplate that the Govcnior 
General in Council will remain subject to the orders of the 
Secretary of State. The Commission further insist* in 
very emphatic language on the unity of tlio Council. “ Unity 
ill the central executive must bo preserved at nil costs 
They propose to continue the requirement that throe of the 
members of the Governor General’s Council should bo persons 
who have been for at least ton years in the service of the 
Cro\vn in India. They put forward, however, two important 
suggestions in connection with the appointment of members of 
the Council. In the first place they suggest that the members 
should be appointed by tlie Governor General instead of by 
the Cro\m, and in tlic second place they suggest that some of 
tile members of the Council sliould be taken from among the 
members of the legislature. At the same time they propose 
changes in the composition of the legislature which might 
Iiavo far-reaching effects. They contemplate that the 
Assembly should be composed by indirect election from pro- 
vincial councils, that its numbers should be raised from 145 
to something between 250 and 280 and that the official clement 
should bo reduced from n total of 2G to 12, to which would bo 
added the mcmber.s of the Govcnior General’s Council. Wo 
discuss the general question of tlio substitution of indirect 
election for the present direct metliod when wo come to deal 
with the central legislature. But it is in point hero to obsen'o

importance, but it must be recognized on the one hand that it 
cannot be applied when the popular view is in opposition to 
the polipv which Parliament considers it necessarv *o nur- 
Bue and on the other hand that when it is applied consistentlv 
it approaches veiy near to responsibility Responsiveness to 
the legislature is difficult to combine with a strict adher 
enee to the principle of responsibility to Parliament over the 
whole field "We shall deal with the matter more fully later 
At this point we only wish to suggest that the difficulties in 
herent in the situation would be greatly enhanced by consti- 
tutiDj, the executive and the legislature on principle which 
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’would widen the gap between them. We do not deny lliat 
there must in present conditions remain an appreciable 
degree of incompatibility, but our aim should be to reduce 
that incompatibility so far as circumstances permit. If, 
we hold, the Commission were right in taking the view that 
the present popular character of the legislature should not bo 
impaired, any adjustment must be sought in revision of the 
composition of the executive or of its responsibilities. la 
regard to the latter point we have already suggested that it 
may be possible for Parliament to restrict its interest to cer* 
tain definite purposes, a course which would have im- 
portant effects on the relations of the central executive and 
its legislature. In regard to the foim of the executive it may 
be that, in order to obtain a greater degree of harmony with 
the legislature, we shall have to sacrifice something of its in- 
ternal uiuty. We do not fail to realize the great irapoi-tanctJ 
of effective unity and shall endeavour in any suggestions we 
make to promote its retention in the greatest degree possible. 
But wc do not think that all other considerations can be sac- 
rificed to tho attainment of this one object, or that internal 
unity in the executive without any degree of harmony between 
tho executive and the legislature will yield a strong or oven 
a tolerable Government, 

103. The possible methods of sharing power. — Exclusion 
of certain functions from the field of the central Govern* 
ment . — "Wa have made it plain that in our view conditions at 
the coutvo involve an inevitable duality or sharing of power 
between Parliament and the Indian legislature, and we now 
proceed to consider the various constilutionnl forms by which 
this cHsontinl fact might receive expression. The must ex- 
treme and rigid method would bo to exclude certain sabjects 
from the purview of the Indian legislature, and to administer 
thorn in unqualified responsibility to the will of Parliament. 
As a moans of dealing with strictly limited problems for very 
special reasons it deserves consideration, and wo shall discuss 
helow the proposals made by the Statutory Commission for 
excluding from the sphere of the Governor General in Council 
the administration of the army, and the exercise of para- 
mount oy in regard to the Indian States. But the objections to 
any considerable extension of this system arc obvious. Con- 
stitutionally it may be distinguished from dytarchy in that in 
the main sphere of government there would be no division. 
But if the excluded sphere wore appreciable there would 
really he two Governments, and that is clearly not an arran:;c. 

Moreover, even if the 
oxchidod sphere is limited, siicli a plan involves a separation 
of the fuiietiouR of government to Avhich there are substantial

Further cnnslitutional 
development would need neither frosli legislation nor fresh 
sanction froni any authority. Given good sense and goodwill 
on botii sides, progrc.ss would he aiuomatic and would lake 
the shape of the non-cxercisc of the Governor General’s 
powers of control, which would nloue stand in the way of 
comploti’ responsible government, except in so far ns Iho 
army was concerned. 

Our honourable colleague makes it plain that his^plan 
is contingent on the acceptance by Indian opinion of somo 
arrangement in regard to the ann\' on the lines adumbrated 
by the Statutory' Commission. So far as Tiidinn opinion 
yet disclosed itself, wo see little prospect of any such arrange* 
incut !)oing accepted. Wc do ttot therefore propose to 



examine the practical diOicallics which under such a scheau 
might arise Doth in connection ^\lth the administration ol 
hnancc and the maintenance of the ultimate responsibilitici 
for law and order throughout the countrj At this stng( 
we meieh state the scheme 11, contrarj to our expectation 
Indian opinion were prepared to accept the suggested exclu 
Sion ol the annv irom tlie functions of tlie central Govern- 
ment, it would he necessary to examine more closely these 
diflicnltics and the general implications of this method ol 
appioich to the problem 

108 The solution of dyarchy — The second pos'^ible method 
of meeting onr difficulties is to introduce into tlie cential 
Go\ ornment the svstem of d\arch> It might appear strange 
if d\arcln were adopted at the centre at a time when it hijd 
Inllen undci popnhi condemnation in the proMiices and is 
there being ah indoncd Ne\ crlholoss, we must remember 
that in part at least its condemnation in the pronneos was

Criticism directed to tbe poverty of India and her 
economic bacL^^a^d^ess For these leatures an alien Go\eni 
ment is held icsponsible There is a ividespread btUef 
that tbe economic disabilities of India could be rcnio\cd by a 
national economic policy, and an equally widespread suspicion 
that the interests of In^a and Bntain in this matter do not 
comcide, and that, as long as India’s economic policy is 
controlled by Britain, India -uill not have a fair ciiancc of 
de\f‘’oping her resources and raising the general standnrd 
of life of her people We cannot of cour‘?e admit that there is 
justification loi this feeling But there is no doubt tlm^ it 
exists, and that it is being used more and more to stir up dis 
content igamst the piesent system of government tl it were 
feasible in the iia-v outlined b\ the Indian Central Committee 
to establish the principle of responsible go\crnment at the 
centre, and to put it into practice on a largo scale, particularly 
in the economic and financial ‘iplicros, it might be expected 
that Indian sentiment ^\ould be to a groat extent satisfied, and 
Indian suspicions of tlio real intentions of Britain nllajcd. 
But all depends on the possibilitj of an imincdiate transfer 
to popular control of the central administration of finance, 
commerce, and law and order

It IS not our purpose to argue that these considerations 
create penunnent and insurmountable obstacles to inj trans 
for of linancial rcsponBlblht^, but the practical conclusion to 
■which we feel impelled is that, before so fundamental a change 
can safeh bo undcrtal cn, there niu«t, on the one hand, be care 
lul preparation including the fulfilment of certain conditions, 
whicli we define elsewhere, and on the other, Indian leaders 
must collaborate with the Go\criimcnt in the fulfilment of 
these conditions, and must on their owai account take steps to 
create confidence in the pohej which an Indian goicmment 
might be expected to pursue AVt do not wish to exaggerate 
the difficulties, hut wo fool that the greatest sor\icc which the 
present Go\cniment can render to India is to face them 
frankh, and to do its be<5t to work together wath Indians to 
overcome them Wo deal more fulU with this question in the 
section dealing with finance 

In one important respect commerce is hardlv srpar ible 
from finance, for the customs head is the principal source of 
central rf%onucs and this fact must haNc its duo jilacc in 
shipiiig t"ri(T pohc\ It must be recognized tliercfore that 
until finance is. Iransforrcd the populii control of the tariff 
would ho incoraploto But coimi orcc has problems of its own 
qui 0 apart fioni its connection with finance It inav bo 
difficult to doMso oiTectno guarantees, which wonlil secure 
British firms and companies doing business in India against 
unfair discrimination and to pro\jdo for the efficient commer 
cial management of the ^allwa^s -which the experience of 
other countries lias showai ina\ be senoush endangered when 
the management is in the hands of tliose who must maintam 
harmonious relations A%ith a popular Assemhh We do not 
repaid either of these difficulties as insuperable, and in a 
later section of this despatch we shall consider them m greater 
detail 

n 2 The problem of transferring law and order — In re 
gard to internal trauquillitx a critical change is ho ng made 
in the proiinccs 1)\ transferring to popular control the admi 
ni'stration of law and oider Vnti! the results of tins change 
have been obsened it does not seem to us possible for Parlia

for not following a similar course at the centre But wo ha\c 
no doubt that the proMncial Gnernments m necepting the 
proposal of a fran-^fer of law and order in tlie pro 
Mii^cs are to i con..idiral»le extent lohing rii Ih"' 
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maintcnauco of existing conditions at the centre. It is 
the central Govcinment is lesponsible for the 

ultimate conditions of internal security throughout the coun- 
try. It determines the military forces required for this pur- 
pose and tlieir disposition. It lays douTi principles for the 
administration of the Arms Act On it rests the duty of keep- 
ing intact tlio general btnielnrc of the criminal law and pro- 
cedure, which foims the essential framework for the inain- 
leimuco ot internal trauquilUty. It must co-ordinate iuloiiua- 
tion .nid jiolici m regard to subversive movements of an 
all-India diaiactei, such as those which are continuously pur- 
sued b> the terrorists and bi the communists, or widespread 
outi goiermncnt acthities sucli as the present campaign of 
cn il disolu'dionec In cariiiiig out those duties it his liitlieito 
soldo r> J»oo« possible for the o\ec«ti\’e to ich on support 
tioni 111!

115 The practice of responsiveness — An cxammntion 
of the working of ‘responsiveness”, on which the

122. Potentialities of development. — It must be expected 
that any scliemc of government at the centre -will be judged 
b)*' Indian opinion on the promise it affords of development 
into full rosponsibiiity. We think that the suggested form of 
unitarj' government leaves the path open for such develop- 
ment on natui’al linos, and this is in our view perhap.? its main 
attraction. Xo abrupt changes would he required. As Par- 
liament lecognizcd that the Indian legislature did not doMro 
to pursue a policy inconsistent with tiie fundamental purposes 
which P.u’liamcnt wished to secure, the occasions for infer- 
feronco would become less frequent. Simultaneously the 
necGSsitj tor retaining Ihe official clement in the Council 
would diiiiijiish. Tliis element would with the npprovjil of 
Parliament gradually be reduced, leaving what would in 
effect be a Government j)rogrcs.sively icsponsible. Develop- 
ment would come, by normal constitutional evolution, ihi’ough 
the Avisc use by llio Indian legislature of its opportiiuities. 
Until such time as India is able to make her own provision 
for defence and inlornal security, we recognize with the Com- 
mission tliat special arrangements would be necessary for 
these subjects and for foreign policy. But over tlie rest 
of the hold the proec.ss wc have indicated might continue 
without inrerrunliou. This naturn] gi*owth of the poa'crs of 
the Indian legislature, through Parliament porniittiug it.s own 
powers of control, retained for specified purposes, to fall 
into disuse, could bo accelerated if the intervening period 
were used to fulfil certain condition.^; by wliicli Parliament 
might be roasonalily a&smed that it.s jjnijn.ses were secured. 
Ab regards minorities, Parlianjcnt would no doubt require 
that adequate piovi.cjou based on mutual ngrocmeut should 
be made for their rights and interests. In the spheres of 
finance, comnierce and r.'iihvnys, wc indicate holow’ the con- 
ditions on which progress seems to us to dci)end. Finally, 
when Parliainont had "been as.surcd of tlic successful working 
in the provincial field of tlic transfer of law and order, it 
might be Avilling to see the central administration of this 
subject placed in popular hands. Wlien matters of thi.s .•«ort 
had been satisfactorily adjusted, a wide and definite tinnsfer 
of jiower miglit take place, for the completion of this task 
would furnish proof to rnrliament of India V al)ility to 
assume responsibility for those subjects, over which Great 
Britain would at pro.'senl be likely to feel it necessary to retain 
a measure of control. In the meantime the preparatory ivork 
lending up to this transfer of power might be carried out, 
ATitli perhaps a largo measure of unanimity, by the kind of 
unitary govemment containing a popular clement wlfich we 
have sought to portray.

contmue to bo constituted on the basis of direct election, there 
might be some advantage in taking occasion through the 
Council of State of familiarizing men’s, minds with the 
federal idea and the system of indirect election proposed 
hv the Commission. Wo would, however, make our accept- 
oC m tUci coasting method of election conditional 

upon two objects being attained. ’SVe should wish to bo 
satisfied that the change involved no prejudice to the rigMs 
of minorities. Our second proviso woiild bo that the 
change commended itself to public opinion. Subject to 
these t\vo considerations, we should be prepared to accept 
the proposals of the Statutory Commis.«ion. 

14G. Namluallon..— There arc two arguments., which 
weigh with us in retaining the cxi.sting proportions of elected 
and nominated members. First, we hesitate to rely altogether 
on the qualifications, which wall he prescribed for candidates, 
to sf'curc an olcmoiit u’hich has proved valuable in the past 
and is indispensable in a senatorial body. In paragraph 8 of 
our Reforms Office despatch Ko. dated the Gth May 1920, 
Lord Chelmsford’s Government made the following obsorva 
tioii ; “ Tlio fiuictions of such a clmmbcr, ns wo conceive 


thonij arc tliosc of a revising body, capable of exorcising in 
relation to the popular chamber a restraining though not 
an overriding influence*, and its composition is a corollary 
of its functions, Tlie members of such a body must be 
persons possessing what has boon called tho senatorial 
character ; they must, that is to say, be meu who will bring 
to hear, on problems of Stale, tho qualities of knowledge, 
Experience of the world, and the sobriety of judgment which 
comes thereby. Xo form of indiicct election (Tould satisfy 
these rcquironienls. At its best, this method would produce 
a body which merely renocted the views of popular elec- 
torates ; at its worst, one which consisted of the. delegates 
of small electoral cliques ; but in no circum.stancos could 
it yield a true* senate.” ^Vo do not now press tlie.se views 
so far ns to reject indirect election altogether. They are 
ho\yevor still a jnsiificalion for retaining adequate scope to 
mniiifnin bv iioininntion the Ncnatorial character of tho 
ohnmhcr. Second, wc consider it do.«irnblp that for some 
tinie longer tho central Government t=hould be able to count 
on support from the upper chamlier. 1-^or that roa.son it is 
o'scntinl that the Council of State should remain a bodv 
01 couscrwitivo disposition. Wo would, therefore, retain 
tho power po«‘*cs*=c(l !)>• the Governor General to make 
nominations both of ofilcials and of non-ofllcials, ohsorvin" 
that tlie Governor Goueral is at present under no obligation 
to nominate the maximum number of offiriRls and indeed in 
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practice nominates a smaller number. We would hope that 
this discretion to reduce the nominatious of oiBcials might, iu 
the future, be more freely exercised than at present and it 
might well be that if the method of indirect election were 
adopted, more frequent resort to nomination of non-officials 
might he necessary, in order to represent interests or com- 
munities which fail to secure representation through pro- 
vincial legislatures. 

147. Life-time. — ^Whether the Council of State is elected 
directly or indirectly we agree with the view of the Statutory 
Commission that its life should be seven years. 

DEFENCE. 

ArJmbiistraiivc problems. 

148. Connection of civil departments with the admin^trS” 
thm of defence. — Having described the general administra- 
tiv'e and legislative dispositions at the centre, which appe^^r 
to us to accord host with present conditions, wo desire to 
consider in greater detail how these dispositions ■mil affect 
some of the more important of the departments of Govern* 
ment. The Commission Imvc fully recognized the importance 
of the subject of defence, wliich* indded constitutes one of 
the most ditficult of all the problems at the centre. 
putting forward their .scheme, they have been largely 
actuated, as they point out, by the desire to remove what 
otherwise iorm a continuing barrier to constitutional progiess- 
Any proposals designed to produce this result merit the most 
careful and 6j*mpa(hctic consideration. We have alrefl^f 
discussed the proposals for the exclusion of defence in eo 
far ns they airect the structure of the central executive ; 
and wc have examined in that connection the suggestion 
that the removal of the control of the army from^ the 
Government of India would clear the way for constitutional 
advance. We will now endeavour to consider how the pro- 
posal w'onld affect the army ndminiRtration itself. We have 
been imprc'^sed by the accuracy and insight with which the 
Commission have analysed the problem, and by the in- 
genuity of the solution Svhich they propound. The essence 
of their proposal, as wc understand it, is a mutual agroomont 
between Great Britain and India that for the time being the 
defence of Tndin sliould he regarded as an Imperial con- 
cern carried on in co-operation ■with, but outside, the ci\^l 
adminislivition of the coimti*y. By a sirmlar agreement, a 
fixed total sum would he made available from Indian rovcniic’ 
for defenrp oxponditure, Bubjcct to revision at suitable n*- 
iervals. T)jc idea has undonbtcdly many attractive featiircs- 
Wc have however, to ask ourselves two questions, msi. 
whether, in the endeavour to avoid a constitutional difficiuo 
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of a ‘^pcc il clnroLlcr, India niai not fall ii*to a greater 
dniiiTLi la altcmiiting to detach an important fniiclion of

ensuring such co operation must in the final resort rest m the 
hands of the Goiemor General IVc ha\c to examine this

149 Position of the Army Department under the existing 
system — ^In the central Go\ ernment as at present constituted, 
there i<! no fundamental dilBcuItj in correlatmg the aofi,^itiLs, 
and defining the responsibilities, of the lanous cml depart- 
ments 'in regard to defence Questions, whicii arc the joint 
concern of the armj and one or more civil departments, are 
dealt with under the oidmarv interdepartmental routine of

main unimpaired, and the powers of the Governor General 
vonld be in rosciwe to enforce that responsibility. It might 
also bo questioned whether an army administration, excluded 
by mutual agreement from the Government of India, wmild 
be faced with any greater difiicultiea in securing co-operation 
arc! co-ordination of clTort than an army administration form- 
ing part of a Government of India, wliicli was in other 
natters I’csponsivc to the iegi&lalurc- We do not ourselves 
hold these views, but we think it desirable, in connection with 
so important a proposal, to state the argumeuts on either 
side. 

1G2. In the legislature — The removal of the Commander- 
in-Chief and the Army Department from tl)o Government of 
India rai^dit lend to complications in the legislature. The 
Commission observe that the Army Secrotarj’ would be 
avnilalilo in tlie Loglslntivc Assembly. He would however 
co.n‘!o to be an ofTicial of tlio central Government, and, as that 
Government would bo divested of its share in the respon- 
sibility for dofojico, he would act, not as its spokesman, but 
ns the* moulhpioco of an Imperial agency. Ilis position in the 
Assembly ns the official exponent of policies for which ibo 
Govenimcnt of India wore not responsible, would be in our 
view aiiomalous JUid embarrassing. There is already a ten 
dcncy to critici/e the existing arrangement under wliich the 
Army Dcinirtment is represented in the Assembly bv a Sec- 
retary, and not by a inemhor of tlio Government. We tliiiik 
that there might be greater cause for dissatisfaction if the 
6poI:<'.«irinn on military matters were not even an o/licial of 
the Government of India. The Commission indeed propose’ 
that (ho Tjoader of the Federal Assembly should take eliarge 
of jiiiportant debates on military subjects : but nllhougli the 
Leader of the Federal Assembly might personally carry groat 
weiglit. his idle, in army debates, would he merely that of an 
ndvoento briefed for the occasion. 

Here again ve do not overlook the arguments on the 
otlier Hdc. If defence were oxcliule<l from the Government 
of India hy general agreement, the A.sscmhiy might tend to 
concerj) itself less with the details of arrav administration, 
especially if it wore ropresentwl in a standing defence com-

157. The Commission’s survey of the probIem.~Iri clmptor

most diOicnlt subject. That the Commission recogniKC the 
aupvcinp importance of this question i.s made clear

16G. Tentative character of the scheme.— This saggcstluri 
of the Commission iUf however, only tentative. As we have 
already stated, they ao not lliemsclves consider that the time 
has yet arrived to decide upon it, and whether it should he 
adopted or not. Its adoption would in any case depend upon 
a deiinito pronouncement in its favour by Indian publie 
opinion. IVe shall proceed to examine it in the paragraphs 
that follow. At the same time, we wisli to make it cleiiv that 
our views, like those of the Commission, are merely pro- 
visional, and that we do not commit ourselves 'at this stage to 
a filial exjircssLon of opinion. 

107. Possible objections to the scheme. — IVhethov, as 
we should prefer, the Government of India continue to control 
tlje rc;,mljr army, or whether the Statutory Commission’s 
rocoiiunondation bo adopted, and the control of the army be 
tiansfc'ired to the Governor General, acting as an agent of 
the Impel ial Government, this further recommendation of 
the Statutory Commission would involve the existence of 
two distinct forces side by side, controlled, organized, 
equipped, financed and employed on different systems, but 
both of thorn none the less forming part of the army in 
India, and containing the germ of the future dominiou 
army. IVe confess that we do not at present sec wliat 
justification or incentive could be found for the creation ef 
the proposed now force. Apart from the finanoial difficul- 
ties to which wo have alluded in paragraph 1G5, it is obvious 
that newly raised troops of this character would not for 
many years he as efficient as units of the regular army 
Iruliiin’^imhlic opinion, so far as wo know, is content that the 
whole army should remain under the control of the Govern^ 
meiit of India and the Commander-in-Chief. Its main de- 
mands are first, a large reduction in military expenditure, 
and, second, an increase of liidianization ivithia the 
exisling army. The fact that the Government of India and 
the Asscmhly wore free to develop an army which might ho 
regarded as of inferior status and of loss effective fighting 
capacity alongside the regular army, with such funds as 
might * he available, would uot evoke any dG,gi*cc of 
popular enthusiasm : nor would it be easy to convince any 
one that this measure constituted an advance towards tbo 
formation of a dominion army. It must further be ro- 
memberod that, in time of peace, internal security troops, 
ns such, do not exist. All units of the army are recruited, 
trained, and equipped up to the full standard of efficiency 
required for sorvuco in the field. On the outbreak of war, 
units which are at the moment stationed in certain places 
become, on mobilization, part of the field army, and proceed 
to the front. Those in certain other stations arc detailed

169. Reasons for preferring: the continuance of a .single 
arniy.---.j\]iarl from fJjo.sc considei'ations; the creation fjfatjr 
non’ typo of armed forces -would form, iu our opinion, un im* 
nocoHsary complication. "Wc already have regular troops 
wltli British officers, and regular troops in process of Indian- 
i^ution. IVe have also the territorial forces, and tin* 
various battalions of military police maintained by pronii- 
ciul^ Governments. Wc doubt if there is room for pro^in- 
ci?ili:fed foioes in addition to all these. We -w’ould giwtly 
prefer that all units hereafter selected for Indianization 
should retain the statn.s and functions of regular fightuig 
troops : and wo have little donht that Indian seati- 
ment would support iis in tins view. We think that the ad- 
vantages of a provincial or local connexion conld te 
equally well attained by assigning certain stations ns per- 
meinont bcadquartor.s to some of tljc Indiani;^!!!^ units 
regular artny.

We desire to 
in more detail the special circumstances which surround this 
highly technical but vital part ot the administration. M e 
shall then offer some suggestions as regards the direction in 
which, and the qualifications subject to which, advance in 
fmaneml rosponsiWUty may l>c made. 


172. The four principal factore in the situation. — It will 
facilitate an appreciation of the practical measures which 
are required if the principal factors in the situation are 
analysed and considered separately, though they necessarily 
to some extent overlap. These factors may be stated as 
follows : — 


(n) Tlio groat financial significance of the purposes 
• in regard to which Parliament cannot divest 
itself of all responsibility. 

(h) The foundations of India’s credit and its signi- 
ficance to llio country. 

(r) The unusual responsibilities which the Govern- 
rnent now carries in relation to the currency. 

(d) Tlio particular financial and economic conditions 
wliich exist to-day. 

173. The financial significance of the responsibilities of 
Parliament. — The special responsibilities of Parliament in 
tlio financial sphere may bo classified under three main 
heads. First, if Parliament remains, ns it must, responsible 
for defence, it must ho able to ensure that the funds to meet 
tlio cost of defence arc available. Second, Parliament liaving 
boon hitlieito lesponsible for the general good government 
of India could not relinquish this responsibility without 
ensuring that the debts incurred during its period of rcspoii- 
silnlily arc honoured. In this connection we may recall the 
assurance given by the Secretarv of State to the liolclers of 
liuhnn loans in England in Sir Arthur Hirtzol’s published 
letter of January 27, 1930. Third, Parliament mus< remain 
ro.'^poiisihle for the pay and pensions, family pension 5 and 
proyidcnl funds of all officials recruited by the Secretarv of 
btiite. It may he argiied that it would be a sufficient ‘<lis- 
clnuge of the responsibility of Parliament, if it were provided

not only to continue the development of India’s railway 
system, but for estabiisliiiig a central bank with a(lc(iuut« 
reserves. It would indeed hardly bo jjossible to imagine a 
combination of circumstances more unfavourable to au ini* 
mediate change of policy, which might rcsiill in shaking 
public confidence in the credit of India. 

177. Importance of central Government finance in the 
new constitutional scheme. — There is one further con- 
sideration which should be mentioned at this point, namely, 
llic I'ital importance of maintaining the iinancial stability of 
tin* centj-al Government in India in relation to the constitu- 
tional .sclieme wliieli we are now considering. The proposals 
of the Statutory Commission Avould give a wide extension of 
res}>onsil!ilitY and independence to the provincial Goveru- 
menfs Nevertheless, the provinces cannot be regarded a* 
sepaivitc economic nnils, and they must romaiji to a large e^c- 
tonf dopendoiit on the central Government’s financial ad- 
ministration and tlio maiiiteimnco of its credit. At tlio same 
time, the adminisfration of finance in tiio j)roi’iuceR may on 
its side react to an inmortant dogroi* on tljo general rmaiicinl 
position of India, ana the centre must bo strong enough to 
protect tlic situation. Central Government finance indeed 
may be said to represent a key point in the proposed consti- 
tutional structure which may lie exposed to lioavy and un- 
certain strains. India can hardly attord to luu I’isks at tlii« 
point during the early years of the new icgimc in the 
provinces. 

178. Conclusion that transfer of responsibility requires 
fulfilment .of certain conditions. — From this review of the 
main, fuctevs iu the pveseut position \s-e are forced to (he con- 
clusion tlint the occasion for a trans'fer of finam-ial responsi- 
bility cannot be ]*eached apart from the fulfilment of cert.'iin 
conditions, such as the restoration of normal economic eondi- 
tio'ns, the re-esfablishmcnf of credit niid confidence, and the 
inauguration and successful working for some time of a re.sorre 
bank with adequate sterling roseia’os. Some of these condi- 
tions, such as the last, are clear, and their fulfilment is capable 
of precise detcnniiiation. Othons arc essohlinlly more goiioral 
and in the last resort Hi,«; Majesty's Govcniniciit nmsi Ijc 
the solo judge of tlieir realization. If is at this point that the 
essential (lifliculty arise.s, and it i.s precisely on the subject, 
of tbe.se conditions tbal free discussion at fbe Hound Table 
Conference is likely to he helpful. Ponding such discussion 
we arc reluctant tf» propound final propo.sals, and in the 
following paragraphs we do no more than attempt to indi- 
cate the general siguificaucc of what wo have in view.

189, Necessity of doing justice to both British and Indian 
points of view. — If agreement is over to bo renclicd, full 
justice iinisl bo done both to the British and the Indian 
points of view. Tlic diftcrcnces whicli have disclosed them- 
selves relate not to aims but to motliods. "We do not believe 
tbat the British community in India have any lack of sym- 
pathy for Indian ambitions, or any desire to retard the deve- 
lopment of Indian industrj- and commerce. But what has 
aroused their fears is the tendency displayed in certain 
quarters to advocate measures designed to secure the rapid 
development of Indian enterprises at the expense of the 
British concerns already established in the country. Pro- 
posals such as wo have described in paragraph 187 cannot 
imt convey the impression to the British business community 
that, if commercial policy came to be administered in respon- 
sibility to the Indian legislature, they would have no security 
of equal treatment, that they would he loft to carry on their 
business only on sulTcrance,’ and that indeed they miglit ex- 
pect to bo treated in all respects as forcig:iers. Sucli a 
position thuv may well fool, apart from any question of jus- 
tice, is (.'onsistcnt neither with the part wliicli the oonmiunity 
has i}].iyod in tlio dovclopmcnt of the country, nor with the 
intimate lolations which must continue to .exist betwoon 
Groat Britain and India. But if once they could bo a&surod 
that all Indian Government would treat them not ns aliens 
but ns citizens, we do not doubt that they would play a 
worthy piiit in tlie commercial life of the country, and that ns 
time went on their co-operation in furthering fiie attainment 
of the objcct.s which India dosire.s would bo forthcoming in 
iiierensiug measure. 

From the Indian side, the objection may he raised 
that, if the interests of British concerns are to be fully safe- 
guarded. 110 ro(*m is left for the development of Indian cr.m- 
morce and industry. IVhcro feelings of this sort are in fact 
cjiior’iained, wo tliink they are largely duo to a misconception.

The contracts of the com- 
pany-managed railways are "with the Secretary of State, and 
though the Government of India exercises by delegation many 
of the powers reserved by the contracts to the Secretary of 
State, the ultimate control rests entirely in his hands, 
and the companies, by reason of their domicile, have direct 
access to him. It will be necessary for those making the 
enquiry to examine the question clo.sely, and to consider how 
far the powers of the Secretary of State under the contracts 
should be exercised by the statutory railway authority, and 
in what matters tho Secretary of State himself should reserve 
control. Their task will be extremely complex and difficult, 
but wo have no doubt that the difficulties must bo faced. It 
is our desire to sec the direction of railway policy placed in 
the hands of popular ministers, but it seems to us an iiidis- 
ponsable preliminary that a system of administration should 
first bo established, which -wdll provide for the efficient 
commercial management of the railways, and will also to a 
large extent safe^mrd the purposes of Parliament and avoid 
the necessity for detailed control. 

19G. Method of legislation. — Before any scheme for 
establishing a statutory authority to ndrainister the railways 
is adopted, it would bo necessary' flint rndinn opinion should 
have full oijporluiiity of expression, and any commission 
or conimittoc wliich may be set uj^ t<t cnn«ider the 
question shook} of conrso inducle reprosc?)tot 2 vcs of huliox 
opinion as well as the necessary financial and railway 
exports.

AVc sliould 
propose that, folhjwiug the South African precedent, pro- 
vision sliould ho made in the constitution for tho establish- 
ment of the railway authority by the insertion of a section 
in the Government of India’ Act, the detailed provisions 
necex'’sary bring included in nile.s made under the Act. 
These rules might lie subject to modification by the Indian 
legislature .after the lapse of a snfficient period to enable the 
now authority to establish its position and all concerned to 
gain experience of llic working of tho new system. 
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EXTERNiUj AFFAIRS. 

107. In tlic inimoilintch* prcccdiiip Rpclions wo Iinve been 
concerned to develop our fitiggc.stions for the general .‘‘tnictnro 
of g(nonnncnt nt the centre, nceording ns they Imvo ni»i)Hca- 
Hon to particular departments. 'Wo now turn to India's 
extcnial relations in which several dcpnrtnionts are concerned. 
The problems which uvi'-e have not fallon witliiu the scope 
of the propo.sals of llie Indian Sf.atutory Commis.sion, perhaps 
because no definite constitulionnl provisions appeared to he 
rcQuircd in llic Rtrnclure which *hcy contemplate. But the 
demand of Indian opinion, which we have described as 
directed to obtain .solf-gr)Vcrnincnt at home and national 
recognition abroad, loads us to consider to what extent the 
«enlrnl c.xccnlivc which wo contemplate might he concerned 
with the oNlenial relations of India with the other parts of 
the Empire and with foreign countries. 

Tlio c.visling position lias been described in the memo- 
randum which we suhniiUed to the Indian Statutory Commis- 
sion on t!io status and position of India in tlio Britisli Empire 
and in the India Ofilco roemorandum oji tlio intornntiounl 
status of India. It is beyond donht that there ims so far 
boen*no delegation of authority to the Government of India 
in regard to external matters. As regards commercial ngreo- 
meuts with foreign countries she has not the power which the 
Dominions have to enter into direct ncgotiation.s. The Gov- 
ernment of India Act restricts tlic power of tlio Govcr.nor 
General in Council to make political treaties and forbids the 
Indian legislature, without the previous sanction of tlio 
Governor General, to legislate regarding the relations of Gov- 
ermnent with foreign Princes or States. "We do not contem- 
plate that in pro.scnt circumstance’? tlie Government of India 
oould have a decisive concern with those foreign rela- 
tions whicli closely overlie the right to make rvar and peace. 
On first class cincstioiis of foreign and Imperial policy 
independent action by India is not yet witliiii the realm 
of practical politics. India is indeed -more continuously and 
practically concerned with foreign policy particularly in the 
lilidflle East than any of the self-governing Dominions. But 
whatever may be tlie degree of consultation with the Govern-, 
ment of India, and wiiatever the agency functions w’hich that 
Government may perform, tlio decisions must -still remain 
with His ilajesty’s Government. Nevertheless, there is a 
large' range of extornarrelations which may conveniently be so 
classed in dit-tinctioii from foreign affairs, and in which we' 
sec scope for an increasing recognition of the individuality 
of India among the nations of the world. It may well be 
that if the purposes of Parliament are defined, as we propose, 
the Government of India may enjoy considerable liberty m 
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matters sueli as commeicial tieaties, and the tieatnif'jit of

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It IS, liov.c\or, possible to attack them on the grounds that the 
clsssilication of subjects requires rcMsion, and that the 
machinery of previous sanction is capable of improvement 
III the first regard, the Commission reject* “ any alteration 
of the nhich uoiild restrict tlie range of the legislative 
power of the centre ” They look rather to a freer use of 
the Goiernor General’s power to permit provincial legisla- 
tures to undertake legislation on subjects tcchnicallj central, 
and to a self denjang practice whereby the central legislature 
would make its enactments on such matters as Social and 
religious customs adoptive or enabling We think that these 
are lines which practice may be expected and should be 
encouraged to pur‘?uo But we observe that two local Govern 
meufs would make more rigid provision The Go\em 
ment of Madras! would remove it from the power of the 
central legislature to legislate for matters which concern one 
province alone The suggestion does not, so far as we are 
aware, proceed on anj ground of complaint in the past, and 
we are reluctant to introduce into an already intricate 
system complications which necessity does not require There 
IS much in the suggestion as made which we could not accept 
"Wo could not accept it as a denial to the centuil legislature 
of a nght to legislate on its own subjects of administration, 
if necessary, province by province, or, for instance, 
for individual ports or universities Nor could we at once 
agree that certain provincial subjects should not be “ subject 
to legislation by the Indian legislature ” aa they are at 
present But if the Government of Madras desire that the 
central legislature «!hould not legislate for provincial subjects 
whose administration has no extra pro\incial effects, we 
would expect that the result of such a provision would be 
little different from that produced by the present provisions 
for previous sanction to central legislation 

The suggestion of the Go^e^nmcnt of the TJmted Pro 
Vinces is of the nature of a check to be operated at pleasure 
hv the local legislature It is proposed that the local legisla 
hire should be empowered to require the central legislature 
to give to its legislation, affecting social and rehgious usages, 
an enabling form It would bo for thQ Governor General to 
decide when such a power became operative, bv declaring 
whether the proposed legislation actually affected social and 
rebgiouB usages or not "We arc in sympathy, as were the Com- 
mission, with the desire that amendments of social and 
religious usage should be left increasingly to local legislatures 
But we would not readily agree that all amendments 
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should Decessar7ly hp go loft, nor tliat the mechanism to sociiro 
provincial interests should be a provinci'il po^ei of contiol 
over the centre Measuies of this kind vould loquiie the 
prenoiis sanction of the Governor General before lutrodue 
tion into the Ltgislatne As^-cmblj, and are not no\v in 
practice taken into consideration till local Government’s haic 
been fully consulted It would, we think, be adequate if a 
practice were cstabh'^hed that such consultation inviriably 
pieceded the grant of previous sanction But we would see 
inconvemonCe in a pio-vincial pouer to revise the grant of 
previous sanction, or to sit in consideration of i mnsure 
under discussion in the Assembly, and to intciveno at an^ 
stage, oven the latest, of thnt discussion "Wo noidd oin 
selves tiust to the lecommendations, nhicli the Commi'^'jon 
have made to secure due eonsidei atioii of provincial inteicsfs 

The second giouiid on which the present svstem may be 
«iiticized is that the necessity for obtaimng previous svnction 
to provincial legislation causes inconvemence and delaj 
Ciitioisms. of this nature were made in the earlier period of 
the rofonned regime, when the operation of the law of s me 
tion was attended with some friction That friction is now 
largely a thing of the past, and it is questionable whether am 
substantial practical benefit would ensue from a modification 
of the existing provisions Nevertheless we would accept 
the suggestion of the Government of Bombay*, nhoieby a 
discretion would be taken to mitigate by rule the rigidity of 
the present law 

200 Administrative and financial jurisdictions — Tlic 
present distnbution of admuiistrahve responsibihfcv is coni 
mended by the Commission as generally satisfactory "We 
agree, and find support foi the same couclusiou in the 
views which the provincial Governments have expressed Wo 
avait the publication of the report of Mr Wlntlev s Oommis 
Sion betoro submitting oui rocoramonclations tor the di° 
tribution ot tniictions in rcgai<I to industrial matters I ho 
more pnrticulai lecomraendation of the Indian Statutorv 
Commission in lognrd to the rnmiml Intelhgonco Bopait 
mentis opposed hi the Governments of Bengal the United 
ProiincGS, and Assam The Commission recommend that tlic 
classification of police as a subject of provincial admimolra 
tion should be accompanied by a discretion in the Governor 
General in Council to determine conditions icgardincr 
(he organization of a provincial Criminal Intelligence JJeparf 
mont The Commission rightly regard the matter as 
Important An efficient intelhgonco service will depend on 
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Provinces vould accept* it onlj on “ the understanding that 
the Go\ eminent of India tviU be restricted to use their 
powers principally for the purpose of collecting information, 
giving advice, and settling a common policy, and not for the 
purpose of interfering in the actual details of administration 
in any province The criticism of the Government of the 
United Provinces appears to u*? to contain the answer to the 
objection of the Government of Madras It is because, in 
manv m'ltters which were not in djarchio constitutions 
transferred, a common policy may need to be determined 
without waiting for disputes between provmees to anse, that 
a new definition of central control must be sought Wo agree 
with the Commission that the definition must be m ven 
hroad terms But we also agree with the Government of the 
United Provinces that means must be sought wherebj pro 
vineial responsibilities maj be safeguaided The Govern 
ment of the United Piovmces would find these meins in a 
definition of the spirit in vvhicb control will be exercised The 
Commission have provided a check in the personal and entire 
discretion of the Governor General to decide, in any given 
instance, the scope of control We ourselves hope that that 
discretion, combined vnth the restrictions on the method of 
contiol which wo sliall presently suggest, will allay fears that 
the intervention of the central Government may bo evcvs 
sive 


No difficulty ansos about the third category which is, 
liOMCVoi, nor <^0 much a mattei of control as a distinct power 
which the centre must possess In a preceding p ungraph 
we have stated our views upon the fourth category regarding 
control of piovmcial borrowings The fifth and sixth 
categories might, we think, well bo treated in the chain ot 
lelations between the becretary of State tho Governor 
General and the Governor and sliould not bo classed as 
matters withm the superintendence, direction and control ot 
the central Government The proposalst of tho Commission 
regarding scciiiitv services confer on the becretary of State 
n power to require provincial Governments to employ these 
cei vices in such numbers and in such appointments as he 
thinks nocossnrj They also iraplj the power to exercise 
disciplinaij authority It might be convenient if tho Score 
tarj of State wore to delegate to tho Govemmont of Indm 
suitable powers, poseiblv to the extent suggested* by the 
Government of the United Provinces But wo see no reason 
whv this should bo done by statute as tho Commission appear 
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to contimphlc llic phn^e* “ pnfoginrdni^ of Tnipeiiul 
mtcrc't*? ” dots not nppcar to to be cntircl> free from 
ob^cu^Jt^, but ^\o feel no doubt of the need for feomc sueb 
pronsion pinnp powers to tbc ngents of I’nrlmment 

The «c\onth nn I eighth cotogonc'* ipptnr to us to bo 
more smtobk for cla^'Jitientum os tcntril subjects tlmii for 
cxprcccinn us powers of c iitrol If (li(\ wlil ‘-o clissificd 
the requisite power of control would tl )w fiom the first 
culegorN We recognire, however, that difiicult questions 
nnse, ns tbev ln\o nnsen el'sewhoro, for mstunce in Cnnndn, 
rej,'irding the purticipution of pro\ iiices in decisions reached 
bv the Government of India in external ntTniis The subject 
i« n difiicult one and its solution vnll probablj be found 
thiougli the operation of practice nnd convention But 
whatever procedure imv bo approved for reaching decisions, 
and we rccognire to tlic full the desirnbility of previous con 
sullntion witli provinces, it is clcnr t)mt the final authoiitv 
must rest with the central Government, in whom must also 
reside power to make the decision effective 

^Vo conceive of tlicso powers being ovcrciscd, a« central 
control IS at present iionnallv cvercised bv w av of consultii 
tion, advice and even rcmon>-lraiic(. If however, the Gov 
emment of India wore unable bv these mctliods to got its 
way, we would not confer upon it a further mandatory povvoi, 
but would expect it to advise tbc Governor General to net in 
relations with the Governor The chain of autlioritj would 
be the Governor Generals powers of supervision over the 
Governor and the Governors overriding powers over liis 
Cabinet The mnehmerv of control winch wo liavo described 
seems to us to reconcile the claims of central mid of provm 
cial authority most conveniently On the one band we do 
not desire to exclude tbc Assembly from discussion of 
matters which fall watbin the proper scope of the central 
executive On the other, we sec objection to placing a 
Governor or his ministers m the position of receiving orders 
from an executive in relations with the Assembly In 
practice the necessity of obtaining the decision of the 
Governor General before it can be held that provincial action 
affects the interests of some other part of India vail he nn 
additional security that the provincial field is not i nduly 
invaded by the powers of supervision 

202 Co operation and CO ordination — The recomraenda 
tions of the Commission for co operation between central and 
prov incial Governments and for co ordination of nation 
building services do not, except in one other respect, involve 
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basis, they should be recruited not bj the Secretarj of 
Slate but tbiough the central Public Semce ConmiissioE, 
and that they should looL. for protection to the Gorernment 
of India Somevhat similar ideas are expressed in other 
quarters Vie fear that this compromise does not reallj* meet 
the difficulties that are felt on either side On the one Laud 
British candidates; have foi a long tune attached grcit 
importance to the protection of the Secretary of State, the 
value of which has been proved by experience The Govern 
merit ot Judia is lor them a distant bodj, vhose genezal ifti 
fude to the que-^Uons that may affect them is uiiiaionii Its 
X>ioticiio2i Mill Rot gi\e them the same sense oi aBBiirance ns 
they derive from the protection of the Secretary of State 
On the other hand, so long as the services remain on an all 
India basis and their pay and conditions are settled b> a 
central authority, whether it bo the Goremmont of India or 
the hecielari of State, the objection that local Governments 
would be hampered in the exercise of their authority is not re 
mo\ed Vlo do not consider that an\ intennedrate position 
betnooii uonnlmeiit b^ the Secretary of State and proMu 
oinlizition IS Id^eh to prore satisfactory and, as wc hold that 
the time has not come for provincialization, we have no hesi 
tatioii in s ippoiling the proposal that rocmifment should be 
eontmnccl on an all India basis by the Secretary of State and 
undni the gnaiaiitee of Ins protection 

20j The same — Rates of Indiamzation -—All local Gor- 
ei uments agree that, if the secuiitj services are to eontmuo on 
an all India basis, the existing rates of fndianizntion, which 
were ii\ed on the lecommendation of the Leo Commission, 
should be maintained These lates are calculated to produce 
an equality between the numbers of Europeans and Indians in 
the indian Oi^il Semce by 1939 and in the Indian Police 
Service hj 1949 IVe propose no change m these rates of 
Indianiration, which are indeed as rapid as appear to us to be 
consistent with the retention of the character and traditions of 
the two services 

206 The same — Future reconsideration — Wo have indi- 
cated above our view that the continuance of re- 
cniifineiit foi these two services must not be taben 
as iraphiug an intention that thej should bo retained 
ludc/imteh All local Governments are agreed inat 
the nntfer ‘•hould after some period be rocousidcrcd 
in Ihc light of conditions then existing There a 
considerable lanetv m the suggestion*^ mado as to the period 
aftei which reconsideration should take place The Pnnj'ib 
Government have suggested the year 1949, when the process 
of bringing the number of Europeans and Indians to an 
upialitj in the Indian Police Seivice lull hnio been com- 
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plcted. T1]D Government of Bihnr and Orissa suggest 1929, 
the year iiv vrhicli a similar process in the Indian Civil Service 
should have been accompliehcd. The Central Provinces Gov- 
enmieut suggest that reconsideration should take place when 
equality of Europeans and Indians in each service has been 
reached. We doubt whether at this stage it is necessary to 
take a definite decision on the point, particularly as it seem? 
to us inevitable that, when the proportions contemplated by 
the Lee Commission have been attained, the future of each 
service must be fully revdewed. 

207. The Indian Forest Service and the Irrigation branch 
of the Indian Service of Engineers. — The Statutory Commis- 
sion did not roach any definite conclusion as to whether all- 
India recruitment should continue for the Irrigation branch 
of the Indian Service of Engineers and for the Indian Forest 
Service. None of the provincial Governments had recom- 
mended this course, but the Commission were so much im- 
pressed by the importance of the work these two s,ervice3 
perform, that they felt the matter required further examina- 
tion. Local Governments have again expressed their opinions 
in the light of the considerations brought out in tbo 
report of the Commission. They are, however, still 

unanimous that there is no necessity to continue recruitment 
for the Forest Service on an all-India basis, and, with the 
exception of the Governments, of the Punjab and of Bombay, 
no local Government recommends that all-India recruitment 
should be continued for the Irrigation branch of the Indian 
Sendee of Engineers. In two provinces recruitment for the 
Indian Forest Sendee has already been terminated as the 
result of the Lee Commission’s recommendations, and im- 
portant as, the work of the Forest Department is, we do not 
feel there is sufficient justification for continuing recruitment 
for the Indian Forest Service in the other provinces, contrary 
to the recommetidatioTis of the local Governments. It ean 
only be for very special reasons, such as those which opply to 
the two security serviceSo that recruitment by the Secretary of 
State can bo justified for services which will be working under 
an autonomous provincial Govemment. In the cas.e of the 
Irrigation service the considerations are perhaps more evenly 
balanced. The revenue derived from the great irrigation 
works in certain provinces is a vital element in provincial 
finance, and the irrigation systcra is one of the chief founda- 
tions of the economic prosperity and contentment of the 
people. The official members of the Punjab Government go 
'eo far as to say that the efficiency and initiative of the irriga- 
tion officer is a factor for internal stability, practically on a 
plane with that of the officer in the seenrity services. . It is 
^asy to understand the anxiety expressed by the majority 



of the Punjab Government on the reserved side to retain 
■^vbat they regard as an insurance against deterioration in a 
service of such vital importance to the prosperity and 
economic life of the province The recommendation of the 
Bombay Government is also doubtless due to the fact that 
the whole futuie of Sind depends on the success of the Siihkur 
Barrage irrigation scheme, in which, moroo\ er, a huge capital 
sum has been sunk It would be rash lightly to disregard 
the views of the local GoacrnmentSi in a matter of such 
fundamental concern to them At the same time, we are 
anxious that recruitment should not be continued under the 
guirantoe of the Secietaij of State unless the need foi it 
lb bcaond all reasonable doubt In all piovmces, except 
the Punjab and Bombay, local Goveiiiments are jno 
paied to take the iisl of dispensing \nth recruitment for tlii'; 
sen ICO on an all India basis, and we accept then 
We have not been able to leach a final conclusion m legard 
to the Punjab and Bombay TJ ere would be olivious ad\ ant 
agc% wo thinl if it were possible to ictani an all India b^i 
Mco for dealing with the great schemes of iiiigation of the 
Indus vallov, parficularlv the^ affect two diffcicnt 
local administrations On the other hand due weight must 
be atfaclied to public opinion, and it would seem from the 
views recorded bv the Roaenno Afember and tht ifinistci fm 
lo{ai seP goaernraent in the Punjab, that there is dcITiute 
opposition to the continuance on ousting lines if iccnntraent 
for the Iingation service in the Punjab Tf it were decided 
that recruitment should be maintainol on in ill India basis 
for the Punjab and Bombay, it would ho foi fuithoi con 
sidoration avhotlior this reciiutmcnt should ho cairiod out In 
the Sccrotaia of State as lecommendcd In the Puiijih Oo\ 
emment or In the Public Soraico CommiPSion on behalf of

208 The central services — Tin Stntnton rnmniiscioii 
hn\G made no reference to tlio position of the central f'Cr 
ncos, which worl under the Gmornmont of India Tor tht 
most part the control of these senices has been -vested In 
the reeenl cml semces (elnscifipatioii control and appeal) 
nilos in the (7ov eminent of India But the Secretin' of 
State in Conned is still responsible for the recruitment and 
control of the Indian Political Department, the Tn'bnu 
Ecclesiastical EstnhlishmenT persons appointed outside Tmhn 
to the superior tclograpli engineering and wireies'- 
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branches of the Indian Po'^ts niul Telegraphs Department and 
a fe^\ ci\ilian ofiicers holding pO‘;ts vhich are paid from 
a^n^ estimate*’ Ho also recruits officers appointed outside 
India to the superior railway sendees, and controls the com- 
parati\eh few offifors holding the Iving's commission on the 
nclue li*’! of the regular amn and the Ko>al Indian Dianne, 
who arc employed in certain central scrMCCS "We assume 
that the Statutory Commission intended that there should bo 
no change in the’so respects. That is also our mcw, except 
in so far as recruitment for the supciior telegraph engineer- 
ing and wireless liranches of the Indian Posts and Tclc- 
grapli*- Department is conccincd. We do not think it is 
nocessarj that the Secret.irx of State should continue in 
future to carr\ on British recriiitineiit for this scrMcc Its 
cadre is small British recruits arc not likeh to exceed on 
the average one in two jears and the number ma> even he 
less, and \ o ha\o no reason to doubt that the Go\ernmcnt of 
India wall ho able without the a^‘’istance of the Sccictnry of 
State, to obtain suitable Britidi recruits in the numbers re- 
quirod 

209 Safeguards and conditions of scnicc —It is common 
ground that wluato\er ma\ bo tlio decision ns to futuie 
recruitment of the all India stmet'. the officois at pre«ont 
in these son ices should ho encou’ aired t ) remain, and should 
retain all their osistmg lights, --ato^uards anti piospects 
rurthcr, as ivo cxplaui later ni onr ob'-ci\ations on the Conn 
cil of India we recommend that change'' in the statntorv rules 
atTccting the sor\ices should be made in consultation witli a 
bodv which ropre‘*ents sen ice cxpcnence One important 
factor in the retention of the existing officers ot the all India 
fei'’CC3 IS undniibtodlv the right of premature rotiromen*^. 
This right is at present possessed 1 1 ail officers in these ser 
vices, except the more lecont recruits of Asiatic domicile 
Generally speaking, under existing orders, tlio option to retire 
prematurely extends onlj foi tw eh c months after the transfer 
of power proposed by the Commission has taken place jUI 
local Governments agree with the Statntorv Commission that 
the right of premature retirement should he contmued with- 
out limit of time, to any officer who might under the present 
rules have so retired on the coming into force of the now 
constitution We have no doubt that the extension of this 
privilege is essential If an irreiocablo choice is nresented 
at a particular moment, there is a serious risk that a large 
number of valuable officers would decide to retire The ex 
perience of the past has demonstrated clcarlv that officers 
are more likely to remain while the option of retirement is 
kept open 

The Commission recommend that those, who are recruited 
after the introduction of the now constitution, should cnioy 
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tlie same rights, privileges and safeguards as members 
recmited before the change, except in respect of the right of 
prematuie retirement ‘ They do not consider it is reason 
able that those uho enter the services ivith full knowledge of 
the conditions should be gianted this right In principle we 
accept this view, but, in agieement with more than one local 
Government, we regaid the mattei as one that will ln\e 
to be decided m accordanco ivith the practical considcia 
tions of fact If satisfactory recruits can be obtained 
without the grant of this pruolege, there is no leason why 
it should be granted But we do not think it would be wise 
to run the risk of losing the lecnnts required for the all India 
Scr\ ices, merely on this point of principle It does not follow 
that it would be necessary to extend to new recruits the 
precise scheme which is open to existing members of the 
services We think that the suggestion made by the United 
Provinces Government that rights of retirement should he 
offered after fixed periods of service, the earliest of such 
periods being twelve years, might W'ell be considered, should 
the necessity tor making tins concession arise 

210 Security of pensions, family pensions and provident 
funds — Uhe replies ot local Governments indicate marked 
uneasiness among members of the all Indn services in regard 
to their pensions, family pensions and provident funds On 
these questions we endorse the iccommendation** made bv 
the Indian Statutory Commission They point out that they 
are not proposing any change wrhich would bring pensions 
into jeopardy, but, following the Lee Commission, thej rccom 
mend that, if any statutory change is made hereafter 
invohung the transfer of the financial control in this regard 
now exercised by the Secretary of State in Council adequate 
provision should at the same tune be made for safeguarding 
service pensions We assume that thoir recommendation was 
intended to include family pensions and prowdent funds 
llus is a mattei to which we attach great importance, and wo 
tiu«t that an assurance on this point will be gi\en bv His 
Majesty’s Government, and that it may be found possible to 
restate with reference to present conditions, in terms as ex 
phcit as mav be, the principles set forth in paragraph 4 of 
Mr Montagu’s despatch No 5 Public dated the 9th, February 
1922 In the nioantimo we are exanumng, in connection with 
■\aTious memonnls received from members of the services, 
the question whether it is practicable to supplement this 
a'jsunnce bv measures Minch will gi\o a greater sense of 
security to the soivices, and we propose to addross now 
separately on this subject at nn oarlj date 
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211. Other recommendations. — accept in principle the 
proposals of the Commission in regard to the establishment 
of provincial Public Service Commissions. There are certain 
other matters of less importance on which we shall address 
you separately. 

DELATIONS WITH THE STATES. 

212. The ’federation of all-India a distant ideal. — The 
relations which should obtain between British India and 
the Indian States raise difficult questions immediate and 
remote, both of which have been discussed* by the Coimnis- 
sion. We readily accept the ideal of an ultiniato federation 
of all-India, and agree wth the Commission that the 
Indian States and %o provinces of British India preserve 
remarkable cultural affinities, and are slowly working out a 
common destiny. Wo recognize the geographical, economic 
and political unity of British India and the States, but we 
share the repugnance of the Commission to pronounce dog- 
matic conclusions. The ideal which has received general 
acceptance, and which we also accept, ist “ some sort of 
federal arrangement Deep-seated difficulties arise from 

. the heterogeneity of the units to be federally associated, and 
from the wide range of matters to be made subject to control 
from a common centre. Tbc Commission remark that ulti- 
mate federation, cannot follow any known pattern, and 
wo doubt whether any advantage is to be derived from 
attempting now to sketch the ultimate form of future 
political association between British India and the States. 

Federation might possibly bo evolved on some such lines 
as have boon followed in the Dominions or in federal countries 
clesewhere, but wo refrain at tins stage from following the 
Commission into an examination of the methods hy which the 
end might bo reached. The example of Canada has appealed 
to them, but the Commission go no further than to say that 
individual adhesion is a possible method of approach. We 
are ourselves by no means clear that adhesion to the legisla- 
ture of British India holds out greater promise tlian the ex- 
pansion and development of the Council for Greater India, 
and wo hesitate to assume that the relations existing between 
the provinces of British India and the centre will not neces- 
sitate a permanent central legislature for British India, deal- 
ing with matters which arc of concern to British India alone, 
and to which the States could not appropriately bo admitted 
Wp think that the way should he left open for the continued 
^stence, if nccessarj', of the British India legislature for 
British India purposes, and for the possible creation of an 
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all-India legisslatnre in -nrliidi both tlio States and the pro- 
vinces would tie represented. 

In short, the time has not yet come for a choice to be 
made. A federation of all-India is still a distant ideal, and 
the form -which it will tahe cannot now he decided. The duty 
before us at this stage is to assist in arranging the prelinii- 
nary setting and in removing obstacles from a still untrodden 
path. Without indulging in remote speculation, we think 
it more profitanie and necessary to examine the concrete pro- 
posals which the Commission make for immediate action. 

213. Param.Quntcy. — Wo have already intimated, in the 
course of our examination of the stmeture of the central 
executive, our acceptance of the Commission's suggestion tJiat 
the exercise of paramoimtcy should no longer be a fimetion 
of the Government of India. We propose now to discuss the 
suggestion in some detail. 

At the outset wc accept the important distinction made 
by the Stalutoiy Commission between the exercise of para- 
mountcy on the one hand and, on the other, the normal treat- 
ment of matters which are of common concern to tlie States 
and to British India. It is only in respect of the former that 
the Commission recommend that the Viceroy should be 
statutorily vesyted with the functions now exercised by the 
Government of India ; and the Princes themselves ask for 
nothing more. The object of the proposed transfer is not to 
change hut to perpetuate the proscut location of responsibility 
■with the agents of the Crown, and the need for it arises partly 
from the anticipated increase of the responsibility or respon- 
siveness of the Governor General in Council to the British 
Ihdinn legislature, and partly from the formidation of 
the ideal of a federated India. Wliatcvcr legal or constitu- 
tional' arguments might be advanced to the contrary, it is in 
practice essential that tl •" *' '* *’ towards

time, as the Commission point out, it is in the last degree 
improbable tlint the States would ever assent to tlic idea of a 
federal association, whose dcmocrntically controlled executive 
could claim to exercise rights of paramoimtcy over them- 
selves, Anv invasions or limitations of the autonomy of 
the States mast come not from the Govonunent of British 
India, but from tbc rcprc.scnfativc of the British Crown, to 
wliom alone the Princes admit nllegianco. 

Wc have anxiously considered whether the object ao 
defined above could bo achieved hy any moans loss (Irnstio 
than tiioso ndvooatod by flic Indian States Committee and 
the Statutory Commis.sion. Our opinion that there is no

if at some future date the offices of Viceroy and Governor 
General were to become distinct and to be held by two 
separate persons baffling and undesirable complicationB 
might ensue His general attitude towards the whole 
question is that the contemplated change involves a very 
drastic separation between Bntisb India and the States, 
which 18 calculated to render their eventual fusion more 
difficult than would otherwaso be the case 

"We realize that tins latter \ lew is held in considerably 
stronger form in other quarters also, and that there exists a 
Suspicion that the vesting of the functions of paramountcy 
in the Viceroy must, and may even have been expressly- 
designed to, hamper and delay the progress of India as a 
whole towards true autonomy "We doubt, however, whether 
this suspicion would be dispelled by the adoption of the com 
promise favoured by our colleague The dyarchic arrange 
ment which he contemplates would be at variance with our 
ideas as to the future constitution and functiomng of the 
Governor General’s Council, and could, at the best be only a 
temporary makeshift which would avoid rathei; than solve the 
essential problem The alternative proposal that the rights of 
the Pnnees should be Safeguarded by the vestmg of over 
riding powers in the Governor General is open to the objection 
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that it would afford the legislature a constitutional locus 
standi in a sphere which, as our colleague himself admits, 
ought to be reserv ed for Parliament and the Crown, and ivould 
create a position with wide possibilities of friction and mi« 
understanding Finally, both alternatives would entirely fail 
to satisfy the Princes, whose hopes for the future are centred 
in the solution which we are advocating We consider that 
that solution tends to unity rather than to dissidence We re 
gaid it, in fact, as by no means inconceivable that the sur 
render of the functions of paramonntcy to a democratically 
contiolled Government of India would lead in no short spice 
of time to open defiance of the latter, and perhaps even to 
hostihties It may he argued that the Government of India 
IS not vet dembcratieallj controlled, and that the change 
which we aie advocating might well be postponed until that 
contingenc} has arisen We would reply that we are 
satisfied that anv such delay w’ould be dangerous The 
influence of the legislature upon the central Government is 
already sufLciently great to justify the misginngs which the 
States entertain Nor is any one likely to argue that thev 
are mistaken m antioip<atmg that it will rapidly increase 
So long as this constitutional question remains open it will 
be a focus of controversy and friction, and the postponement 
to some future time of a decision which we regard as m 
evitable wull oulv increase the difficulty of its evontunl apph 
cation If it 18 defended and enforced now on the grounds 
whicli wo have desenbod above, we trust that public opmion 
mav be brought to realize that it is not so comprehensive or 
disturbing a measure as it has been represented in some 
quarters to be In all matters, where British Indian inter- 
ests are concerned, Bntisli India will, as at piesent, have 
full constitutional opportimitic'i for expressing, and, with 
due regard to the nghts of the States, enforcing her desires 
And oven m affairs internal to the States there will be no 
thing to prevent the Viceroy if he so Avishes, from obtaimng 
the opinion of his Council in anv matters which, b^ reason 
of their nature oi intrinsic uaportance, seem to require 
scmtinv from the British Indian standpoint 

It will ho obseivcd that we Imic, in the foregoing 
ohsonations, been at pains to u'se the term ‘ Vlce^o^ ’ in 
preference to tint of ‘ Governor General ’ It is, in fact, 
our considered opinion that the Goiernor General should 
heieafter ho appointed under the dual designation of 
Viceroy and Gaicmoi General, and that his functions m 
regard to the dxercise of pnramountcy should be statutorib 
vested in him under tho foiroor designation The argu- 
ments on which tlus proposal is based,- though in part 
sentimental, appear to us to be cogent. It is on tho King

"We support these three suggestions, but make the fol- 
lowang general observations The list of matters of com 
mou concern is to include from the outset thirteen matters 
whub cover a largo portion of the range of the Government 
of India Defence is a noticeable omission, presumabh in 
accord with the Commission's recommendations to remove the 
adminisliation of the arra> from the Government of India, and 
to constitute a committee on army affairs on which the States 
might be given represent ition The list is to bo included in 
a schedule to the Act aiid the matters included m it will 
require to be brought up for joint delibentiom The require 
luent uf loint dchberation imposes a restriction upon the free 
action of the Government of India, but we take note that the 
list IS to be made in consultation and by agreeuverit 

"We have no objection to a recital in the preamble which 
merely places on record a desire for closer co opeiahon m 
the future But in the form given to the recital* m the 
report fh‘>it is approval of the pnnciple of jomt deliberation 
on matters of common concern at the discretion of the States 
"We conceive that the form of the recital will be determined 
bv the conclusions reached as to the nature and functions of 
the Council for Greater India Eepresentation on the Council 
may te regarded as participation in a mutual privilege but 
the view mav be taken that its creation imposes a constitu 
tional limitation on the free action of the Government of 
British India The implications of the recital proposed by 
the Commission are that while British India is given no dis- 
cretion and must submit to discussion of its functions, so far 
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as llioy fall within tlio list of matters of conimon concern, for 
the States sabmission is optional.

216. Economic and financial relations —Before wo leave 
the problem of relations with the States wo take this oppor- 
tunity to refer to dovolopinonts outside the rccommorulntions 
of the Commission. It is veil knovm that for some years past 
the Slates have been claiming a share in the customs re\e:imj 
of tlio Govoniment of Tndin These claims were presented in 
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considerable detail before the Indian States Committee, ^ylliclI 
teconimended that an expert committee should be appointed 
to enquire into the reasonable claims of the States, or groups 
of States, to a share in the customs revenue, ns also into any 
reasonable claims under other beads, and at the same time in- 
vestigate the adequacy of the contributions of the States to 
Imperial burdens. Subsequent to the publication of the re- 
port of the Indian States Committee, the claim of the States 
has developed into something Avider and more comprehensive 
than a I'cquest for a share in the customs revenue of British 
India. They ask in effect for a survey of the whole field of 
their financial and economic relations with the Government of 
India. 

In their report* the Indian States Comraitteo rejected 
the contention of the Princes that the indirect taxation of their 
subjects by means of our customs tariff is vlfra vires fiom 
the iioint of view of international law ,and partakys of the 
nature of a transit duty. Our own exhaustive examination of 
the claims put forward has failed to reveal any ground on 
which inliel can ho claimed as a matter of right, cither under 
treaty obligations or from past practice ; and our broad con- 
clusion has been that tlio question is but one aspect of tlio 
man>-sMcd problem of the political evolution of India and of 
the future relations, especially the future finnuciul relations, 
between the Government of India and tlic Indian States. AVc 
have, how’cver, long been conscious that, from the point of

, preclude tho lutontioii liy the Secretary of State of a primary 
power of administration devolved uiion him from the Crown. 
The future constitutional position in tho pi*t?sence of execu- 
‘tive Governments so constituted would naturally be that 
the administration would become vested in tho Crown, 
and cxorcisnblo at tho centre by tho Governor General and 
in pro\'incos by the Governor, but subject to such superintend- 
ence and control on behalf of the Crown as might in each case 
be found appropriate. The scope of the authoritv of tho Scc- 
rotniy of State would then lie two-fold. First, ho would 1 k) 
tho advisor of the Groum, or, if devolution wore made to him, 
the first executive authority for matters removed from the 
jurisdiction of the Government of India. For instance, the 
tingiiial authority for the making of treaties the iwerrl-^e cf 
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pararaonntcy, the contraction of loans of-particular.kinds, and 
the recruitment of certain eenriccs might vest in the Secrc* 
tary of State. But his duties of this nature would be limited 
to tlio particular matters, specifically removed from the gene- 
ral devolution of authority from the Crown to the Governor 
Goiicrai or the Governor. Second, the Secretary of Slate 
would exercise powers of superintendence, direction and con- 
trol over heads* of administrations, corresponding to the obli- 
gations laid upon them. 

222. The Secretaiy of State’s powers of superintendence, 
direction and control, — We have already explained how our 
conviction of the necessity for a partnership between Britain 
and India has led ns to the concliisiou that Parliament should 
consent ro specify the pui*poses for which alone it will assert 
its authority in the adrainistratioH of India. We ore accord- 
ingly nnable to accept what wc take to bo implicit in tlio 
•rccummcudations of the Indian Statutory Commission, 
namely, that the Governor General in Council must in Icrius 
continue to bo subject to the undefined control of the Secre- 
tary of State, but that in practice the intcn'cntion of the 
Sccrclarj' of^tate should depend very largely upon the ntli- 
todc of Parliament. In I'Ogard to provincial ndministralion 
wo agree that t“ it should no longer bo open to the Secretaiy 
of State to issue orders on matters which are of no concern 
outside the province itself, other than the limited class in 
regard to which special powers ore reserved to the 
Governor Wc agree also that at tJie centre the personal 
powers of the Gorenior General should bo placet! under the 
nnrcRtrfctcd control of the Crown. Bnt it is implicit in oiir 
recommendation for a specification of the punwscs of 
Parliament that both the Governor Gcuorars special wowers, 
and also the Secretaiy of State's powers of suporintendunrf, 
direction ' and coulrol, should have no other c.^tension tlwii 
tliese purposes. 

223. The power of appropriation.— Tlie disposition of 
cxocntivG authority, which wc have just suggeslrd, has its 
natural parallel in the field of finance. It implies a corres- 
ponding disposition of powers of opproprintion. At present 
the re\'onucs of rudfa vest in the Cfomi. In tlieor}' all appro- 
priation is subject to the control of the Secrolary of State 
III Council und rcqnires th^* roiicurronco of the Council of 
India. But rule and practice have lironght nliout n wide de- 
parture from the theoretical position. In rcgnnl to voted 
expenditure the power of appropriation has passed to the 
legislatures in India and to tlio Governors and the Governor 
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Qunornl, («iid in roprard to non-votcd cspcnditnrc is exorcised 
by the Governments in India. Provincial Governments, in 
conbcqueiice of the devolution of authority and the allocalion 
of rcvoimes made to them, do not require the previous sanc- 
tion of the Secretary of State or of the Council of India 
before approaching their legislative councils for voted supply, 
or appiopiiating moneys for non-votcd expenditure. The 
Go\ernmonl of India, however, me required to submit their 
annual proposals for appropriation for the previous s.inction 
of the Secretary’ of State and the Council of India, receiving 
for non-voted expenditure authority to make the necc’^sary 
appropriation, and for voted expenditure what is, iu effect, 
■permission to ohtaiii what supply they can from ^ the 
Absemhly. This position wo regard as administratively 
neither necessary nor convenient. If the Governor General 
is to be made by statute primarily responsible for His Hujes- 
ty’s Qoveniment in India with advice from members of a 
Cabinet ivliich ho will himself select, the power of appropna- 
lion should in the first instanec and by statute lie with bim and 
his legislature. 'This necessity will be the more apparent jf 
Parliament accept the propriety and wisdom of dciuing the 
purposes for which it will control the Government of India. 
For if the interest of the Secretary of State is Irmiloa to the 
fulfilment of these punioses, it would seem^ unnecessary that 
ho should concern himself with tbo details of the indian 
budget, or that tlic whole annual scheme of Indian fimurce 
should be subjected to close and meticulous control. 

224. Method of specification of the powers of the Secre- 
tary of State. — ^Ye have already described in this despatch 
certain purposes which Parliament will be interesied to 
secure. It is not possible in the circumstances in wnich this 
despatch is written to explore the whole field. The forma- 
jation of precise and exhaustive prescriptions is a matter to 
‘ be undertaken at greater leisure. But our conception of 
• iiartnership demands that Parliamentary purposes should 
be capable of definition. Our argument would, therefore, 
he incomplete if we did not show that, as we consider desir- 
able, specification of the functions of the Secretary of State 
is likely to prove feasible, and if we gave no indication of 
' lines on which it might proceed. We gather that the Indian 
Statutory Commission, although like ourselves they were 
unable to pursue a detailed enquiry, regarded It as not im- 
! possible that such a definition should be made. For tboy 
' make the following remarks : *** It may^ be that fields ’of 
administration can be mapped out, in-which it can he said 
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pariTnountcy, tlie conti action of loans of particular kinds, and 
the recriiitment of certain services might vest in the Secie 
tary of State But his duties of tins nature -would he lim*l«l

226. Interpretation of 'the rules.— What degree of 
elaboration the necessary rule* would require in order to cor- 



with coufidonee that no question vriM arise upon which His 
jifa.iesty’s Government would feci bound to reserve to itself 
the final decision, notwithstanding the agreement of the Oov- 
rrnment of India and the Indian legislature. We cannot 
oui selves suggest one and are, therefore, nnable to recom- 
mend any c-Ytoiision of the principles of the ‘ fiscal conven- 
tion ^ We oniselves approach the problem from a some- 
what dififeront angle, having regard rather to general pur- 
poses, which must be secured by Parliament in whatever held 
of administration they arise, than to particular subjects 
which can be made immune from or liable to Parliamentary 
intervention. But we recognize that a demarcation ^hich 
seeks to give to Indian administration the fullest reasonable 
degree of freedom from external control, must, even if it 
staits from broad principles, descend to the consideration of 
particular functions. The distinction will be perhaps more 
clear if we consider the methods by which the necessniy 
specification could bo made. Three methods have suggested 
themselves to us, namely positive enaotmenty statutory rules, 
and some form of declaration, possibly made by the Secrcfaiy 
of State and accepted by Parliament. The method of positive 
enactment appears to us to be unsuitable, because oin aim is 
to define the purposes of intervention in such a way that they 
may be capable of changing as circumstances permit in tbo 
direction of greater freedom in the Government of India. 
The-method of declaration may bo appropriate for purposes 
of illustration^ and in order to set forth tho spirit which will 
animate the operation of formal provisions. But wo wonld 
not expect it by itself to prove sufficient, for the differen- 
- tialioii which we seek must, we anticipate, be placed ulti- 
mately ou a statutory basis, if Indian opinion is to have ade- 
quato assurance. Such a basis might, as in tho past, he 
found in statutory rules. We do not contemplate that these 
rules Avouid e^ect a tripardifc cZassificatfem^ of subjects, 
adding to the existing classification of functions as cential 
and provincial a third category of Parliamentary subjects. 
The existw^liissihcatlon proceeds from the assumption that 
all functions 'of government, with certain exceptions, are 
exercised by authorities in India, and arranges thosi func- 
tions in central and provincial compartments. What wc 
would seek to do is, while respcc^g that almost exhaustive 
allocation of functions to authority in India, to^ define the 
objects for which Parliamentary intervention in central 
administration may be practised, whatever function of 
government may be concerned. It would seem to follow that 
» an appropriate method of spceificatioii Avould be to draw the 
statutory rules in a broad and general form with reference to 
the purposes of intervention, and if it were found necessaiy 
to bring them into close relation to the classified functions ox 
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government to amplify the rules by some subsidiary declara- 
tion, illustrating or it might bo limiting the applicaUoii of fhe 
several rules to the several functions. 

225. Statutory rules. — A precedent for %vhat ive bCck may 
be found in the existing rules under section 19A of the Go^- 
ernment of India Act, relaxing the powers of the Secietary 
of State to control the administration of transferred subjects 
in provinces.

. 226. Interpretation of 'the rulcs.- 7 -Wlmt dogroo of 

elaboration the necessary rules would require in order to gor- 
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iclato them .to particular subjects would to some extent 
depend on tlie assurances which particular iutcrosU such ns 
minorities and established commerce and industry* might 
reasonably require, and on the extent to which in practicc it 
might bo found desirable to have a more detailed exposition 
of Parliamentarj' control. 'We ourselves would pretor that 
just as the rules under section J9A wore in pi'ovinces trau.-^- 
laled into administrative practice without difficulty, so tlio 
broad rules wc propose for the centre should bo left to their 
natural operation without any formal elaboration. But if 
such elaboration were found necessary, for instance, in the 
fields of finance and of commerce, we think that a nictho'j 
of description and illustration would be appropriate. ^Vo 
would deprecate anything of the nature of codificatiou, for it 
would in our view be uiifortunate if any document in elabo- 
ration of the rules came to be looked upon as a digest i-f 
powers which ordinarily must bo exercised. TJio road to dis- 
continuance of control is best laid opon by stopping short at 
rules^ broadly expressed, and by giving to any subsidiary 
definition, should such bo necessary, a permissive form. 

227. The Council of India as an independent authority.— 
Its financial veto. — If we have succeeded in establishing the 
true constitutional position that authority of administralioa 
and appropriation may bo directly devolved upon llic Governor 
General, and fhnf the Socrctarj: of State would then occupy « 
position from which ho may exorcise specified control, it 
remains to enquire whether there is room for a third Jitaln* 
tory indepemient authority, Tlicro is a strong body of 
opinion in Jiidia which regards the Council of India n.s super- 
fluous, or even as an obstacle to political adv’anco. Tlioso 
who hold these views might fairly mainlaiu that Uic prin- 
ciples on whicli our proposals are based preclude the reten- 
tion of the Council. For, they would argue, where Parh’n- 
montarj’ purposes were involved tlie Council of India would 
be out of place, and whore they were not involved, it ■ 
not ho necessary, since the Indian legislature would bo in a 
position to protect itself. 

Tiic functions of tlio Council fall into two classes. It 
tenders advice to the Secretary of State. In certain matters 
it grants or withholds asscut without whicli action cannot l>e 
taken. We shall deni presently with the Conncil of India a'’ 
an advisory body.

Excise dijty on wAxonis 

(Vide paragraph 273, Vol 11 of the report of the Jtidian Staluloiy 
Commission ) 

Sir Walter Lajton recommends an excise duty at the rate of 
the present import duty and considers that it should yield about S 
crores This implies an annual consumption of 20 million prross 
of boxes It was only at the beginning of the past decade that the 
manufacture of matches m India began to supplj an appreciable 
proportion of the demand Before the ■mr the annual import 
amounted to some 12 to 15 million gross consisting mosflj of British 
and Swedish matches During the war there were very large imports 
of inferior Japanese matches and the highest figure reached was 
about 18 million gross in the year 1915 16 No doubt the inferior 
qualitj was largely responsible for the increased consumption The 
consumption is bound to react to anj considerable increase m pnee^ 
and it would not be safe to rely on a consumption of more than 15

2 An important factor which will militate against the success 
of an excise dut^ of this nature is its almost ineaitable unpopulantj 
Although no doubt there is spcciallj henay consumption of matches 
among smokers the bulb of the match consumption is necountud 
for by other purposes and the burden of the greater part of the 
tax will be lairla evenly distributed over the whole bulk of the 
population Thus'eveiy ob;jcction that can be or has been raised 
against the salt tax can be raised with almost equal force against 
a duty on matches It is a tax moreover whose effects will be 
much more strikingly apparent to the consumer than the effect of 
a nse lu the salt duty for reasons which will appear from what is 
stated in the following paragraph Turlher it is a tax which can 
be resisted much more succcssfullj than the salt tax Economy 
m the use of matches can be practised m numerous ways and would 
undoubtedlj seriously affect the revenue if any agitation against 
the tax took place 

3 Sir Wcll'cr Dajton endorses the'vicw of the Taxation Enquiry 
Committee that “ care should be taken to fix the tax at such a level 
ns to absorb ns far ns possible (into the Lxchequer) the whole of 
the increase m price ” It is here that the difference m the general 
standard of living between Indian and European countries makes 
itself felt In India a considerable proportion of the matches 
consumed arc sold by the single box and a further large proportion 
in lots of three boxes The present ordinary retail price is one pica 
per box or two pice for three boxes It has been calculated that 
the maximum duty that could be imposed without affecting the 
price of single boxes is four annas per gross Such a dut> would 
almost certainly have the effect of raising the retail price of three 
boxes from two pice to three Thus while the duty would onl) hnnff 
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' m about 37^ lakhs, it 'would be tinnerballj felt If the dutj ircre 
at a higher ralu than four annas, the retail price per box 'would 
prohablj ad^ mce to two picc, and unless the dutj were raised to 
a figure of from Rs 2-4 0 to Rs 3-8 0 per gross bov®s, the greater 
part of the increase in price would go into the manufacturer’fl 
pockets In other words, there will clearly he great difficulty m 
making a tax conform with the condition that it shall not further 
enrich the manufacturers when it is applied to an article commonly 
sold retail in quantifies whose price is the smallest comenicnt unit 
of coinage It maj he obscracd that the higher rate of dutj which 
would corrcNpond to a retail price of two pice per box, is higher 
than the raiC imposed m manj European countries 

4 There are aarious roetho<l<t by which a dutj of this kind 
might be collected The one faaoured by the Taxation Enquiry 
Committee is the application of a libel in the form of a “ banderol ” 
which must he broken before a box can be used There nie obvious 
difficulties ill the waj of appljing this sjstem to imported matches, 
and other methods are under consideration Another grase diffi 
culty mil b the possihiUtj of manufacture in Indian States and 
it seems certain that before the tax can ha\e an' chance of success, 
agreements will haae to he reached with the States

5 General conclusions — Tie general position mav be sum. 
med up bj stating that it the icntiil Oovernment to surrender 
to the provinces such part of its revenue as may be •surplus to its 
requirements there is no theoretical objection to tl e surrender of 
surplus rev enues derived from the railwaj system The possibility 
of creating a railway surplus bv the enhancement of transportation 
charges would however require careful investigation before it 
could be held to be established On the other hand the particular 
method of effecting auch a surrender which is proposed by Sir 
"Walter Layton is lialle to produce disa'Jtroiis effects upon the 
volume of traffic borne by the railwovs and therefore upon their 
gross revenues It lias been suggested ns an nltern five to Sir 
Walter Layton’s proposal that the terminal tax though collected 
provincially, should icmain a source of local authorities’ revenue 
the proceeds being distributed bv local Govcminents to the local

finances b% relieung the badgets of the local GoTernments of eer 
tarn cash lontubutions ’^luch they now make to their locil bodie* 
This proposal might oh\iatc difficulties in connection with the 
treatment or the terminal taxes and octroi at present le\ied bv local 
authorities but it would in all essential points be open to the 
uujccfioiis uigcd against the ptOMiieial tax 


^ Assam -IVhile the foreg-omg objections are strong against 
the introduction of fermindi taxes as a general sourenof proMncial 
revenue it vould be possible to argue in faionr of their institu 
tion as 1 special mcasuie in special '•ircumstaiiecs such ns exist 
for example ni the province of A‘;sani The Government of Assam 
have pointed out, first that neither octroi nor terminal ta\ has jet 
been intioduccd In inj local authoiitj within the province , 
secondly, tlnl it is iii uigent need of the proceeds in ordci to 
finance the development of internal commumcatioiib thereby in 
cn nsing the volume of the trade and of railway traffic , tin dU,

7 Bihar and Orissa —The Government of Bilmi and Orissa 
also have represented their desire to •raposc terminal taxes ior pro 
vmcial purposes In this case the special considerations urged fay 
Assam have no applicability , although it is true that such taxes nave 
not jet been levied by local authorities m the province The general 
Objections to the taxes as a provincial impost are applicable in this 
case Their devilojioent a r source of municipal revenue must 
be governed bj the pol cj which may bp adopted in this connec 
tion, foi India as a whole 

8 The maintenance of terminal taxes as a legitimate form of 
taxation by local authorities ^ — As already explained termin'*! taxes 
CdU at present be authorised a local legislature as a wed od of 
financing local bodies wherever an octroi was in force on the 6th 
Julj 1917 , and can be leviel m othvr local areas with the special 
sanction in tacn lase of the Governor General in Council It is a 
matter for consideration whether thn position should be stereo 
typed under he i pw constiiution and the question w engaging 
attention of the Government of India It has long been rccognizea 
that neither a terminal tax nor an octroi constitutes an ideal form of

I — Effect of stpnutiiou on the teienue and expenditure of ike 
Government of Jndta 

In paragr iph 222 of their report the Commission say — 

“ Though the actual settlement between the two countries must 
he determined by subsequent negotiations, uc are here 
concerned to note and endorse Sir "'Valter Layton’s 
geneni conclusion that separation could fairly be effect 
ed in &uch a way as to do no financnl mjuiy to either 
couutr\ and to Iea\e Biirni'i with adequate resources for 
her present needs and a balance for development pur- 
poses in excess of that which she obtains to day ” 

The conclusions arrived at by Sa Waltei Layton and the various 
assumptions made bj him, are examined in the following para 
graphs — 

2 In paragraph 3 of the appendix Burma’s contribution to 
defence has been put at 3 crores, and it has been assumed that the 
whole amount of tins contribution wiU be a deduction from India’s 
military expenditure The amount talcen seems reasonable, but natur 
ally it IS only a tough estimate and the actual contnbution fixed may 
be very different Moreover, it is not certain that the whole of 
Burma’s expenditure on defence will be a deduction from India's 
army expenditure, though, if the arrangements contemplated m pai^a 
graph 221 of the Commission’s report are made, this will be the caov 
The Burma Government in paragraph 16 of the memorandum on 
separation which they prepared for the Commission put the contn 
biiliPu for defence at 123 lakh«, te, roughly the actual expauditurc 



now incurred in Burma Clearly, the estimate of the Burma GoTern* 
ment is too low, but it is possible that Sir Walter Layton’s estimate 
will prove to be too high In any case the figure of 3 crores w 
problematical, and the possibility of a lower fagure has to be coii 
templated m considering the effect on the Government of India 
linances 

3 In paragraph 4 of the appendix Sir Walter Layton puts 
Burma’s share of India’s debt at 30 to 35 crores with a net interest 
and sinl mg fund charge of approximate!} 2 crores a year Nothing 
IS said about the capital expenditure in Burma eg , the capital at 
eha^e ot the Burma raihvajs the idea being apparent!} that the 
Burma Go^crnment viould take over the capital commitments of the 
Government of India in Burma on terms which would involve no loss 
to India The Burma Government m their memorandum on sepira 
tion put Burma’s share of the unproductive debt of India at 24 crofei 
and assumed an annual pa}Tnent of 122 lakhs to cover interest and 
sinking fund charges There again the figure of 2 crores is problem 
atical and the possibiht} of a lower figure has to be contemplated

(fl) They might retain the Go\ernment of India cmrency m 
the same way as Iraq up to the present has- used the 
Government of India currenev In view- of the cloie 
trade connection between Burma and India and the 
fact that the people of Burma arc accustomed to the 
rupee currencj , there would be a good deal to be said in

11 If a system on the lines indicated in paragraph 9 (h) above 
were adopted all the subsidiary com and the notes now m circula 
tioa in Burma would be replaced bv new subsidiary com and new 
notes If no special arrangements were made these subsidiary com 
and notes could be shipped to India and full currency value could be 
obtained for them Such a procedure would not be fair to India for

on the following lines might be sutDcicnt —

14 In the abo^e paragraphs the assumption has been made that 
the currency arrangements in India remain as at present In the 
event of the Government of India note issue being replaced b> a 
reserve biuk issue before a new currency system is intioduced in 
Burma, special arrangements regarding Burma would piobablj have 
to be made at the time of handing over the note issue to the reserve 
bank Whatever currency system might e%entuallj be adopted bj 
Burma, presumably no change would be made until some time aft^i 
sepdiatiou V as effected During tips period the Indian Currency ^Wt 
and Indian Coinage Act would have to apply to Burma 

III- — Mtscellaneous 

15 Some of the more important questions which the Fimnce 
Department will have to consider, if it is decided to separate Burma 
from India, are dealt with belou — 

(1) Waijs and means — ^Presumably, the Burma Government 
would arrange with the Imperial Bank of India to conduct their 
busmess on much the same lines as the bank now conducts the business 
of the Government of India The Burma Government would take 
over control of the resource work at treasuries, where the Govern 
ment of India should probably arrange to maintain currency chests 
as long as Burma used Indian currency 

(2) Government of India securities held tn Burma —At present 
a considerable volume of Government of India securities are held m 
Burma, and interest is payable at any treasury in Burma Clearlj, 
It IS desirable that Burma holders of Government of India securities 
at the time of the separation should have the same facilities for draw 
ing the interest as they now have, and it would be desirable to arrange 
with the Government of Burma for the continuance of these facilities, 
at any rate as regards "ecuntics held in Burma at the time of the 
separation, though it vijll p^ob^blr be undesirable to allow further 
transfers from India to Burma The Government of Burma could 
bo given a commission on the amount of interest paid 

(3) Post o^cc cash certificates — On separation, presumably 
the issue of Government of India post office cash certificates in 
Burma would cease, and the Government of Burma would issue ccrti 
fieates of their own As, however, the certificates previously issued 
would represent an obligation of the Government of India, and ns it 
would be a very complicated matter for the Government of Burma 
to attempt to talc over this obligation an arrangement would liave 
to be arrived at by wbich the Burma Government would arrange for 
the pajTncnt of the certificates as thev mature at their post offices 
and debit the amounts to the Government of India Probably they 
would have to be given a commission for this service 

(4) Post ojficc savings hank deposits — In this case the simplest 
method of procedure prnbnbh would be for the Burma Government 
to take over the savaugs bank deposits from the Government of India, 
the debt of the Government of Burma to the Government or India 
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deposits IMnnpn;: to r^’erra nf lip lliinna (loxernnicnt ntid nin

(10) Railways — The terms on which the Burma railways xnll 
be taken over will have to be worked out very carefully They are 
the most profitable portion of the Government of India railw&v 
system, and even if it is decided that the Burma Government sbonld

15 Some of the more important questions which the Fmanca 
Department ivill have to consider, if it is decided to separate Burma 
from India are dealt with below — 

(1) Ways and means — Presumably, tbe Burma Go\eiJimeut 
would arrange with the Imperial Bank of India to conduct then 
busmess on much the same lines as the bank now conducts the business 
of the Go\ernment of India The Burma Government would take 
over control of the resource worl at treasuries, where the Govern 
ment of India should probably arrange to mnmtam currency ohessts 
as long as Burma used Indian currency 

(2) Goierjimeni of Indta securihes held in Burma — At present 
a considerable volume of Government of India securities are held m 
Burma, and interest is payable at any treasury m Burma Clearly, 
It IS desirable that Burma holders of Government of India securities 
at the tune of the separation should have the same facilities for draw* 
mg the interest as they now have, and it vvould be desirable to arrange 
with the Government of Burma for the continuance of these facilities, 
at any rate as regards ’securities held m Burma at the time of the 
separation, though it will probablv be undesirable to allow further 
transfers from India to Burma The Government of Burma could 
bo given a commission on the amount of interest paid 

(3) Post office cash certificates — On separation, presumably 
the issue of Government of India post office cash certificates m 
Burma would cease and the Government of Burma would issue certi 
ficates of their own As, however the certificates previously issued 
would represent an obligation of the Government of India and as it 
would be a very complicated matter for the Government of Burma 
to attempt to talc over tins obligation an arrangement would linve 
to be arrived at bv whicli the Burma Government would arrange for 
the pajunent of the certificates as thej mature at their post offices 
and debit the amounts to the Government of India Probably they 
would have to bo given a commission for this service 

(4) Post office soain'7s tan'k deposits-— In this case the simplest 
methM of procedure probablv would he for the Burma Government 
to take over the savings bank deposits from the Government of luuiR, 
the debt of tbe Government of Burma to tlie Government or inata
